A  NEW  FORCE  IN  EDUCATION 
FOR  THE  COMMONWEALTH 

Education  is  at  the  core  of  ERNESTINA 's 
mission  and  her  development  as  an  accessible 
educational  and  cultural  resource  was  central  to  this 
winter's  work.  As  the  big  schooner  slept  at  her  berth  in 
New  Bedford  harbor,  shoreside  activity  all  Uirough  the 
winter  was  insuring  a  full  schedule  for  ERNESTINA's 
1995  teaching  season.  Energy,  talent  and  effort  drawn 
from  many  quarters  was  coordinated  through  the 
ERNESTINA  siaff  and  Commission  during  these  last 
formative  months.  Many  of  ERNESTINA's  connections 
with  other  Massachusetts  state  agencies  were 
strengthened  and  completely  new  associations  were 
formed  as  the  "off  season"  proved  to  be  an  extraordinary 
period  of  development  and  expansion. 

"We're  building  from  the  center  and  working 
outward  .."  is  a  phrase  often  used  by  Ernestina's 
Executive  Director.  Gregg  Swanzey,  and  that  describes 
what  happened  throughout  the  fall  and  winter  months  as 
Gregg  and  Tom  Goux,  ERNESTINA's  Program 
Coordinator  began  meeting  and  planning  with  a  number 
of  New  Bedford  area  educators,  laying  the  groundwork 
for  the  active  season  that  has  now  arrived. 

Newsletter  segments  that  follow  explain  the 
substance  and  breadth  of  this  activity:  engagement  of  the 
schooner  by  elementary  teachers,  special  needs  educators, 
high  schools,  teacher  enhancement  workshop  programs, 
and  adjudicated  youth  programs.  ERNESTINA  is 
reaching  out  to  connect  with  her  homeport  community, 
first  of  all,  and  then  to  offer  service  and  opportunity 
beyond  her  home  harbor  to  learners  and  teachers  up  and 
down  the  coastline  and  throughout  the  region. 

Also  included  in  this  issue  is  the  schooner's 
schedule  for  the  months  of  June  and  July.  At  press  time 
August  activities  are  being  finalized  and  an  August- 
September  schedule  will  be  mailed  out  later,  as 
arrangements  are  finalized.

Winter  Among  PALMS 
~  on  Buzzards  Bay 

Collaboration  with  New  Bedford  area  educators 
and  National  Science  Foundation  (NSF)  teacher 
enhancement  programs  in  the  southeastern  New  England 
region  helped  launch  ERNESTINA  on  a  very  important 
passage  this  year.  This  is  a  passage  in  company  with 
Commonwealth  teachers  and  students  from  elementary 
through  university  level  and  though  it  began  in  New 
Bedford  it  will  eventually  connect  ERNESTINA  with 
dozens  of  communities  throughout  the  stale. 

New  Bedford  Public  School  District  is  an  active 
center  for  the  Partnership  for  the  Advancement  of 
Learning  Mathematics  and  Science  (PALMS  Project),  a 
NSF-fundcd  program  of  in-service  training  aimed  at 
improving  math  and  science  learning  and  teaching. 
PALMS  activities  are  a  perfect  setting  for  the  natural 
application  of  the  resources  of  Schooner  ERNESTINA. 
A  solid  and  mutually  beneficial  relationship  began 
through  preliminary  talks  with  Eileen  Kenny,  New 
Bedford  Public  School  District's  Director  of  Curriculum 
and  PALMS  Project  leader,  and  is  expanding  through 
regional  PALMS  Project  meetings  and  workshops.  This 
involvement  has  led  to  the  designation  of  Schooner 
ERNESTINA  as  a  provider  of  Professional  Development 
Points  (PDP's)  through  the  Mass.  Dept.  of  Education. 


This  turn  of  events  has  an  interesting  two-way 
effect:  The  discovery  of  ERNESTINA  (or  in  some  cases 
rediscover,)  by  individual  teachers,  science  departments 
and  school  systems  coincides  with  and  complements  the 
reformation  of  ERNESTINA  curriculum  as  it  is 
broadened  to  make  it  more  useful  and  relevant  to  the 
educators  of  the  1990's.  ERNESTINA  staff,  along  with 
these  area  colleagues,  have  started  an  ongoing 
reexamination  of  traditional  onboard  teaching  in  the  light 
of  the  PALMS  philosophy  and  constructivist  educational 
theory,  emphasizing  problem  solving,  visualization, 
critical  and  creative  thinking  and  cooperative  learning  . 
There  is  a  powerful  convergence  as  these  current 
educational  thrusts  meet  the  "built-in"  challenges  that 
await  the  receptive  mind  of  both  student  and  teacher 
aboard  Schooner  ERNESTINA. 

ERNESTTNA's  crew/educators  operate  at  the 
interface  of  these  elements  -  colleagues  and  their 
students  in  an  unconventional  learning  place  to  use 
unique  materials  for  exploration;  unusual  ways  of 
investigating  physics,  orientation  and  navigation,  the 
natural  world,  the  impact  of  humankind  on  the 
environment;  the  complexity  of  the  vessel,  her 
remarkable  history  and  sociology.  The  educational 
community  is  excited  to  find  that  all  these  elements  can 
and  do  meet  on  the  decks  of  ERNESTINA  and  that  all 
teachers  and  learners,  in  the  New  Bedford  region  and 
throughout  the  Commonwealth,  are  welcome  aboard. 

Boston  Schools, 
Boston  Marine  Society 
Programs  Start  Season 

The  1995  sailing  and  teaching  season  began 
with  a  flourish  as  the  Boston  Public  Schools  hosted  a 
very  important  first  program  of  dockside  and  underway 
programs  underwritten  by  a  generous  grant  from  the 
Boston  Marine  Society.  Cher  650  Boston  Public  school 
students  (grades  3  -12)  and  their  teachers  came  aboard 
from  Monday,  May  15,  through  Friday,  May  19.  The 
programs  ranged  from  two  hour  dockside  sessions  to 
half-day  sails  out  among  the  Harbor  Islands.  Two  more 
full  days  of  programming  followed  on  May  30  and  31. 

These  programs  were  most  appreciated  by  the 
participants,  with  "rave  reviews"  coming  in  by  phone, 
fa.x  and  through  the  mail  from  delighted  Boston  teachers 
and  administrators.  Special  commendation  arc  frequent 
for  ERNESTINA  crew/faculty  and  their  energetic 
delivery  of  the  six-station  ERNESTINA  curriculum. 
This  intense  schedule  was  the  auspicious  beginning  of  a 
number  of  school  programs  and  teacher  workshops  that 
continue  through  the  season. 


ERNESTINA: 

The  Mass  Bays  Connection 

Cosponsorship  by  the  Department  of  Education 
and  Department  of  Environmental  Management  provided 
for  a  series  of  meetings  on  the  decks  of  the  ERNESTINA 
this  June  bringing  educators,  teachers,  institutions  and 
agencies  together  through  the  Mass  Bays  Program  and 
Massachusetts  Bays  Education  Alliance.  The  ship  sailed 
from  Quincy  at  Bay  Pointe  Marina,  Boston  at  the 
Charlestown  Navy  Yard  and  Gloucester  at  the  Gloucester 
State  Fish  Pier  for  three  hour  sails  designed  to  highlight 
local  activities  in  education  and  action  and  to  set  the 
stage  for  connection,  networking  and  coordination  to 
enhance  future  activities. 

The  Massachusetts  Bays  Program  is  a  federal, 
slate  and  local  partnership  established  to  protect  the 
natural  resources  of  Massachusetts  and  Cape  Cod  Bays 
The  MBP  is  funded  under  the  Clean  Water  Act  through 
the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  and  administered 
by  the  Massachusetts  Coastal  Zone  Management  office. 
The  MBP's  primary  focus  is  to  provide  research, 
planning  and  management  of  water  resources  in  order  to 
protect  living  resources  and  their  habitats. 

The  Massachusetts  Bays  Education  Alliance  was 
established  to  connect  the  MBP  to  teachers  throughout 
the  Bays  and  to  provide  a  vehicle  for  sharing  educational 
resources  on  watershed  and  Bays  issues.  Through 
teacher  workshops,  quarterly  newsletters,  a 
telecommunications  network  and  sponsored  events,  the 
MBEA  serves  teachers  and  educators  from  environmental 
education  organizations  and  agencies  in  the  161  towns 
and  cities  located  within  the  Massachusetts  Bays 
watershed.

From  the 

Aft  Cabin 


This  column  nill  carry  a  message  from 
ERNESTINA  Executive  Director  Gregg  Swanzey,  who  served 
as  both  Captain  and  Director  last  year.  This  season  he  is 
"hard  aground"  tending  to  shoreside  matters:  administrative, 
legislative,  logistical,  financial,  etc. 

ERNESTINA  is  well  underway  in  this  first  full 
season  of  a  new  era.  She  is  ship  shape,  her  mission  is 
expanding,  she's  vital,  she's  active,  she  forges  on  in  her 
fashion  -  a  survivor,  an  explorer,  timeless  and  seemingly 
indestructible.  But,  without  her  people,  without  support 
and  commitment  from  her  community  ERNESTINA  is 
just  an  empty  vessel. 

There  is  an  old  story  called  "Stone  Soup"  that 
goes  something  like  this:  Long  ago,  in  a  village  hit  by 
famine,  people  were  at  a  loss  to  see  a  way  out  of  their 
predicament.  One  day  a  villager  had  an  idea.  She  took  a 
large  pot  and  set  it  up  in  the  village  square  with  fire 
stoked  underneath  and  water  boiling.  She  threw  a  large 
stone  into  the  bottom  and  stirred.  She  stirred  and  tasted 
and  cooked  some  more  as  everyone's  curiosity  grew.  At 
first  an  occasional  passerby  might  stop  and  ask  what  she 
was  cooking.  She  would  say  "Stone  soup."  After  several 
hours  of  stirring  and  tasting  a  crowd  gathered  and  she 
proclaimed  "Tastes  pretty  good  but  something  is 
missing."  Someone  in  the  village  stepped  forward  and 
said  "I've  got  some  carrots  we  can  throw  in."  Another 
had  some  potatoes,  another  some  spice.  Soon  the  soup 
w  as  thick  and  rich.  Everyone  feasted. 

ERNESTINA's  story  is  one  of  stone  soup:  both 
talcs  begin  with  a  vessel  (in  the  case  of  ERNESTINA  a 
schooner  instead  of  a  pot)  and  both  stories  work  out  from 
that  central  object  to  include  the  community  until  the 
"village"  has  produced  something  "thick  and  rich." 

If  stakeholders  in  ERNESTINA  each  throw 
something  into  the  pot,  others  will  have  a  clear  message 
of  commitment  All  of  the  Commissioners,  staff  and 
volunteers  have  done  so.  Agencies  in  the 
Commonwealth  have  done  so.  Cities,  Chambers  of 
Commerce  and  schools  are  doing  so.  We  are  building 
partnerships  in  business  and  with  private  foundations  to 
provide  sponsorships  for  programs  to  make  them 
affordable.  But  still,  it  will  happen  only  with  individual 
membership,  contribution  and  support.

ERNESTINA  Finds  Haven 
on  Vineyard 

May  23-26  Schooner  ERNESTINA  docked  at 
Packer's  Marine  in  Vineyard  Haven  for  two  very  full 
days  of  involvement  with  the  educational  community  of 
the  island  of  Martha's  Vineyard.  Discussions  began  with 
Anne  Allen,  volunteer  Director  of  the  Community 
History  Project  (CHiP)  and  advisor  to  the  Martha's 
Vineyard  H.S.  Multicultural  Club,  and  expanded  to 
involve  Sam  Sawyer  of  the  Martha's  Vineyard  Public 
Schools'  Educational  Resources  Center.  A  schedule 
developed  that  included  two  mornings  of  dockside 
programs  with  the  elementary  level  Bridges  Program 
coordinated  by  Director  Susan  Phelps,  and  two  late 
afternoon  sails  with  high  school  students,  faculty, 
administrators,  PTO  and  School  Committee  members. 

Highlights  of  the  visit  included  the  participation 
of  two  men  who  have  been  crucial  to  the  survival  and 
progress  of  ERNESTINA:  Joli  Gonsalves  and  Fred 
Littleton.  Both  are  former  Chairmen  of  the  Schooner 
ERNESTINA  Commission  and  are  primary  sources 
regarding  the  history  of  the  vessel. 

Mr.  Gonsalves  is  a  leading  member  of  the  Cape 
Verdean-American  community  and  founder  of  the  Cape 
Verdean-American  Cultural  Center  in  New  Bedford.  As 
a  recognized  authority  on  the  history  of  the  vessel  who 
knew  Capt.  Henrique  Mendes  during  his  working  life  in 
the  Cape  Verdean  packet  trade,  Joli  spoke  of  this  era  of 
the  ship's  life,  commented  on  the  culture  of  the  islands 
and  offered  authentic  Cape  Verdean  songs. 

Mr.  Littleton  resides  on  Martha's  Vineyard 
where  he  builds  boats  and  recently  retired  from  the  post 
of  harbormaster  at  Menemsha..  His  connection  to 
ERNESTINA  reaches  back  over  fifty  years  -  Fred  was  on 
the  1941  crew  as  a  "Bartlett  Boy"  for  a  summer 
expedition  to  Greenland.  He  has  often  shared  his  stories 
of  adventure  aboard  the  EFFIE  M.  MORRISSEY  with 
Vineyard  school  children. 

Both  Joli  and  Fred  have  given  years  of  devoted 
effort  to  the  preservation  and  success  of  the  schooner  and 
they  continue  to  "pull  with  a  will"  this  season! 


From  the  Commission 

This  column  will  regularly  carry  news  regarding  the  work  of  the 
Massachusetts  Schooner  ERSEST1SA  Commission,  profiles  of  it  s 
members  and  messages  from  them.  Initially,  we  hear  about  and  from  the 
Chairman.  Jim  Drown: 

II.  James  Brown  is  Professor  of  city  and  regional 
planning  at  Harvard  University 's  John  F.  Kennedy  School  of 
Government.  He  is  also  director  of  Harvard's  joint  Center  for 
Housing  Studies.  He  was  appointed  to  the  Commission  in  the 
spiing  by  Governor  H  eld.  Initial  meetings  of  the  Commission 
M  ere  presided  over  by  Deputy  Commissioner  Peter  Smith  of  the 
Department  of  Environmental  Management,  serving  as  interim 
Chairman.  At  the  June  23,  1994  meeting  Dr.  Browi  was 
elected  Chairman  by  unanimous  vote. 
A  message  from  Chairman  Brown: 

"It  is  an  honor  and  a  challenge  lo  accept  our 
charge  as  Commissioners.  We  are  champions  of  the 
cause  and  must  lead  the  effort  in  guiding  the  course  of 
this  cultural  treasure  that  is  ERS'ESTIXA.  Her  rich, 
historic  past  and  her  important  mission  for  today  and  the 
future  inspires  each  and  every  one  of  us  on  the 
Commission.  The  ship,  the  program,  fund-raising, 
operations  and  maintenance:  all  fall  under  the 
governance  the  Commission.  The  tasks  are  formidable. 
Be  assured  this  team  of  Commissioners  brings 
enthusiasm,  an  assortment  of  talents  and  a  variety  of 
resources  and  experience  lo  the  job. 

We  on  the  Commission,  along  with  dedicated 
ERS'ESTIXA  crew  and  staffers,  plunged  into  this  past 
sailing  season  determined  to  see  ERS'ESTIXA  regain  her 
unique  stature  as  an  historic  coastal  schooner  with  the 
ability  to  inspire  the  public  of  all  ages  and  all  walks  of 
life.  With  careful  allocation  of  modest  financial 
resources,  coupled  with  the  significant  assistance  of  a 
small  army  of  volunteers,  the  ship  was  proudly  and 
properly  returned  lo  her  rightful  position  here  in  the 
Commonwealth  ~  a  cultural  treasure  to  be  used  and 
preserved  for  future  generations. 

With  the  payment  of  pasl  debt,  the  refitting  of 
the  vessel,  the  establishment  of  new  and  vital  educational 
programs  and  the  re-emergence  of  the  schooner  upon  the 
cultural  scene  all  along  the  New  England  coast,  it  is  a 
new  and  promising  day  for  ERS'ESTIXA  Careful 
planning  and  effective  execution  was  well  begun  in  1994. 
The  official  Business  Plan  was  completed  this  spring  and 
1995  will  be  a  time  when  all  Commissioners  will  be 
giving  redoubled  effort  to  laying  the  fiscal  groundwork 
for  the  future.  We  must  cultivate  all  our  resources: 
public,  private  sector,  individual  and  corporate. 

The  season  is  off  to  a  great  start;  ERNEST1NA 
is  in  service  to  the  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  and  we, 
the  members  of  the  ERNESTINA  Commission,  are  at  our 
stations. 


Volunteers 

Make  the  Difference! 

Volunteer  involvement  with  Schooner 
ERS'ESTIXA  has  been  extraordinary.  Resources  for 
professional  staff  and  crew  are  stretched  to  the  limit 
making  volunteer  participation  absolutely  essential  to  the 
success  of  last  year's  "restart"  program  and  the  dynamic 
progress  of  1995. 

Last  spring,  as  the  ship  began  to  "come  to  life" 
at  the  D.N.  Kelley  and  Sons  Shipyard  in  Fairhaven,  so 
loo  did  that  unexplainable  energy  that  is  the  heart  and 
soul  of  ERXESTINA :  people  ~  people  who  come  out  to 
help,  to  contribute,  to  invest  their  own  time  and  labor  in 
the  project.  Some  were  long-time  supporters  of  the 
effort,  others  were  discovering  ERS'ESTIXA  for  the  first 
time.  From  five  to  ten  of  the  ship's  company  were 
volunteer  crew  members  during  each  of  the  transit 
voyages  last  summer.  These  folks  not  only  served  as 
deckhands  and  important  team  members  of  a  ship 
underway,  but,  also  were  on  hand  for  the  activities  of  the 
ship  while  she  was  dockside  in  New  Bedford,  Fall  River. 
Gloucester,  Boston  and  Vineyard  Haven  during  August 
and  September  of  1994. 

Again  this  year  volunteers  have  pitched  in.  As 
the  sailing  season  commences  volunteer  activity  increases 
and  expands  to  include  participants  from  around  the 
state.  Citizens  from  not  only  the  New  Bedford  area,  but 
from  Fail  River  and  Providence,  the  Cape,  the  Boston 
area  and  from  Gloucester  can  find  themselves  "joining 
the  crew"  of  their  state's  tall  ship.  The  goal  of  staffing 
ERNESTIXA  with  knowledgeable,  congenial,  informative 
crew  members  as  she  accommodates  the  visiting  public, 
dockside,  can  only  be  attained  with  the  development  of  a 
committed  volunteer  contingent.  (See  the  schedule  for

The  example  of  the  hundreds  of  volunteer  hours 
contributed  last  season  sets  the  tone  for  an  expanding 
volunteer  program  in  1995.  The  actual  total  of  hours  of 
labor  the  dollar  amount  represented  by  this  effort  would 
be  hard  to  quantify.  However,  and  more  importantly,  it 
is  the  spirit  of  community,  cooperation  and  connection 
that  makes  this  such  a  significant  part  of  the 
ERNESTINA  picture.

Buzzards  Bay  Rim  Project  \ 

Concurrent  with  the  PALMS  connection,  a  link 
was  being  forged  with  a  similar  program  headquartered 
at  University  of  Massachusetts,  Dartmouth,  The 
Buzzards  Bay  RIM  Project,  under  the  administration  of 
Dr.  Timothy  O'Sullivan  and  Dr.  Katherine  Stygall- 
O'Sullivan.  With  teacher  enhancement  objectives 
similar  to  the  PALMS  Project,  this  program  has,  over  the 
last  three  years,  been  serving  math  and  science  "lead 
teachers"  from  several  school  districts  including  New 
Bedford  and  Fall  River. 

Through  the  winter  ERNESTINA  staff 
participated  as  members  of  a  design  team  working  on  the 
formulation  of  an  expanded  5-year  NSF  grant  which  was 
submitted  last  month.  On  Friday,  May  26,  RIM  Project 
teachers  celebrated  the  completion  of  their  workshop 
acthities  for  1995  with  a  reception  at  Tonnessen  Park 
and  aboard  ERNESTINA. 

While  PALMS  and  RIM  Project  focus  is  on 
math  and  science  with  an  emphasis  of  inquiry -based, 
hands-on  learning  -  vivid  and  accessible  at  every  turn 
aboard  ERNESTINA  -  all  these  educators  are  thrilled 
with  the  other  elements  ever-present  on  the  schooner. 
Their's  is  a  concern  with  the  kind  of  science  and  math 
teaching  that  involves  the  young  minds  in  actual 
problems,  tangible  challenge,  real-time  solutions  and 
cooperative,  creative  approaches  to  meeting  a  test. 
ERNESTINA  offers  a  powerful  setting  for  this  kind  of 
teaching  ,  but  the  century  of  history  and  humanity  that 
resides  in  ERNESTINA  gives  a  wonderful  amplification 
to  the  lessons  learned.  To  discuss  and  explore  the 
ingenuity  of  the  19th  century  mariner  and  fisherman,  to 
pose  the  questions  that  faced  the  arctic  adventurer,  to 
analyze  the  challenge  of  transatlantic  navigation,  the 
logistics  of  the  immigrants'  voyage  -  all  these  things 
involve  calculations  and  quantitative  analysis,  but,  they 
also  connect  to  other  issues  of  economics,  psychology, 
sociology  and  politics.  This  interdisciplinary  aspect  has 
great  power  for  students  and  teachers  aboard 
ERNESTINA.  It  connects  the  laboratory  to  life  and  the 
textbook  to  the  timeline  of  history. 


Massachusetts  Maritime 

Academy  Cadets 
Join  ERNESTINA  crew! 

A  cadre  of  MMA  cadets  led  by  senior  Mike  LaRocca 
joined  the  crew  of  the  Schooner  ERNESTINA  for  a 
transit  sail  from  Charlestown  Navy  Yard  in  Boston  to  the 
MMA  campus  on  Buzzards  Bay,  May  19-20.  The  coed 
contingent  (5  female,  5  male)  were  welcomed  by 
ERNESTINA's  regular  crew  members  to  join  in  the 
operation  of  the  vessel  during  the  voyage.  This  particular 
passage  brought  the  cadets  "home"  to  Taylor's  Point  as 
the  Academy  celebrated  National  Maritime  Day  on  May

ff  licit  follows  is  a  short  listing  of  those  serving  as  professional 
crew  this  war.  Tltis  professional  group  is  often  supplemented 
bv  volunteer  crew  members,  including  many  highly  skilled 
licensed  mariners,  giving  their  time  and  effort  to  help  the  ship. 
Future  columns  in  this  space  will  profile  other  crew,  staff  and 
volunteers! 

A  fascinating  aspect  of  the  exciting  energy  of 
ERNESTINA  is  the  "personality"  of  the  professional  staff 
and  crew  tending  to  the  educational  and  operational 
activities  of  the  ship.  In  fact,  all  the  members  of  this 
team  wear  multiple  hats  in  order  to  take  care  of  tasks  and 
projects  that  need  to  be  accomplished:  fitting  out  the 
ship,  putting  dockside  and  under-sail  programs  in 
motion,  training  and  supervising  volunteers  aboard  and 
ashore,  organizing,  producing  and  cleaning  up  (!)  after 
public  events,  etc. 

Most  important,  however,  is  their  ability  to  work 
as  a  team  of  teachers,  explainers,  problem  posers  and 
facilitators  as  program  participants  tune-in  to  the 
opportunities  for  learning  found  on  ERNESTINA.  Their 
task  calls  for  an  interesting  mix  of  very  specialized 
seamanship  and  the  skills  of  a  unique  educator  who  may 
face  a  remarkable  range  of  students  on  any  giv  en  day. 

Just  who  are  these  people?  Certainly  they  are 
not  just  sailors,  a  salty  mob  of  scurvy  dogs  fluent  in  ed- 
speak.

Pacific,  and  SPIRIT  OF  MASSACHUSETTS,  NEW  WAY 
and  the  130"  Briganline  YOUNG.  AMERICA.  Steve  also 
has  extensive  experience  as  a  tugboat  captain  engaged  in 
marine  towing,  salvage  and  construction. 
Amanda  Madeira,  first  mate  and  holds  a  captain's 
license.  Amanda  has  her  master  mariner's  rating  and. 
likewise,  possesses  remarkable  skills  as  an  educator 
gained  through  years  of  training  and  professional 
experience  with  programs  aboard  HARIEY  GAMAGE, 
REGIXA  MARIS.  ANNE  KRISTIXE.  WHEN  &  IF  and 
BOWDOIN.  Most  recently,  she  has  worked  with 
Schooner  ADIENTURESS  on  Puget  Sound,  which  offers 
a  program  focused  mainly  on  environmental  education 
for  public  school  children.  As  a  student  at  Hampshire 
College.

CAUFORNIAN  and  with  the  R.  TUCKER  THOMPSON, 
an  educational  sailing  program  in  New  Zealand  He  is 
managing  the  effort  to  preserve  the  historic  tugboat 
LUNA  (LUNA  Preservation  Society,  Boston)  and  recently 
worked  on  the  Steering  and  Background  Committees  for 
the  Harbor  Visions  Charette,  held  in  Boston  last  fall.

She  has 
developed  and  implemented  curricula  for  programs  on 
Long  Island  Sound.  New  York  Harbor,  Mystic  River, 
Hudson  River  and  Fisher's  Island  Sound  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Voyager  Cruises  Coastal  Ecology 
Program,  the  CLEARWATER  programs  and  Williams 
College-Mystic  Seaport  Program  in  American  Maritime 
Studies.  These  activities  have  brought  her  a  braid  range 
of  students  including  elementary,  special  education,  at- 
risk  youth,  secondary  and  university  level.  Tora  is  a 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Oregon  and  did  post- 
graduate research  work  at  the  Oregon  Institute  of  Marine 
Biology. 

Jeanna  Ozyck  comes  to  ERNESTINA  alkr  experience 
on  the  schooner  ADIENTURESS  and  Sloop 
CLEARWATER  as  an  environmental  educator.  Jeanna  is 
a  natural  teacher  with  special  experience  in  group 
facilitation,  conflict  resolution  and  mediation. 
Traudi  Coli  is  ERNESTINA 's  onboard  anthropologist. 
She  holds  a  graduate  degree  from  Rhode  Island  College's 
African  and  Afro-American  Studies  Program  where  she 
studied  the  history  and  culture  of  the  Cape  Verde  Islands 
with  a  special  interest  in  the  sailing  packet  trade.

Russell  Ramos  is  a  videographer  by  training;  a  Cape 
Verdean  by  birth  and  a  teacher  by  nature  -  a  great 
combination  for  ERNESTINA!  He  has  taught  in  a 
variety  of  settings  including  DYS  and  other  youth 
programs.  This  season  he  leapt  aboard  for  a  three  day  at- 
sea  program  with  DYS  and  immediately  "clapped  on". 
His  skills  and  insight  as  a  councilor  and  teacher  are 
invaluable. 

Joe  Andradc  is  the  crew  member  with  perhaps  the  most 
time  aboard  Schooner  ERNESTINA.  Joe  shipped  on  as 
an  apprentice  wilh  Capt.  Dan  Moreland  for  several 
summers  and  traveled  thousands  of  miles  aboard  the 
vessel,  learning  the  skills  of  deckhand.  Since  that  time 
he  has  left  New  Bedford  to  serve  in  the  U.S.  Army  and  is 
now  completing  his  degree  in  aeronautical  engineering  at 
Bridgcwatcr  State  College. 

Steve  Bihula  is  steward  extraordinaire!  ERNESTINA's 
crew  and  her  guests  are  well  fed  this  season  thanks  to 
this  mastcr-of-the-galley.  Steve  has  been  culinary 
commodore  aboard  Sloop  CLEARWATER  and  has 
presented  his  delicious  fare  up  and  down  the  Hudson 
River  valley.  Shoreside.  Steve  tends  an  organic  garlic 
farm  in  the  Berkshire  Mountains. 

Aaron  Maccdo  is  serving  as  deckhand  while  developing 
his  skills  as  a  sail  training  instructor  and  bos'n.  Aaron's 
knowledge  of  the  mechanical  and  engineering  systems  of 
the  schooner  is  becoming  legendary.  He  has  sailed 
prev  iously  as  volunteer  crew  and  works  through  the  year 
on  maintenance  projects  along  with  Marty  Casey  and 
other  volunteers. 

Tom  Demanche.  a  graduate  of  Massachusetts  Maritime 
Academy,  is  serving  as  chief  engineer.  Tom's 
background  includes  extensive  work  with  Diesel  engines 
of  all  sizes,  steam  and  boiler  operations,  tugboat  and 
towing  work  and  power  plant  systems. 


Dept.  of  Youth  Services 

ERNESTINA  completed  a  two  day  pilot 
program  with  DYS  last  month  on  a  sail  from  Buzzards 
Bay  at  the  Mass  Maritime  Academy  to  New  Bedford. 
Twelve  young  men  and  four  caseworkers  came  ashore 
with  a  great  sense  of  accomplishment  after  a  very 
successful  program.  This  first  sail  set  the  stage  for  three 
others  like  it  this  June  and  others  to  follow  during  the 
course  of  the  summer  and  fall. 

Through  a  series  of  overnight  sails  up  to  12 
youth  are  placed  aboard  ERNESTINA  in  an  environment 
conducive  to  interaction  with  four  casework  staff  and 
ERNESTINA  crew  on  an  intensive  basis.  The  program 
assists  youth  on  refocusing  positive  elements  and  allows 
caseworkers  to  check  in  with  clients  on  new  ground. 


Westport  Special  Needs  Students 
Bunk-In;  Sail  Before  Dawn! 

Special  needs  teacher  Joel  Sullivan  and  six  of 
his  students  from  Westport  High  School  sailed  on 
Schooner  ERNESTINA  from  Boston  to  Buzzards  Bay  in 
the  early  morning  hours  of  Saturday,  May  20.

IN  MEMORY  OF 
JOE  CARDOZO 

The  saga  of  ERNESTINA  is  not  really  the  story 
of  a  ship,  it's  the  story  of  her  people.  It  is  a  sweeping, 
inclusive  tale  that  spans  generations,  reaches  across 
oceans  and,  at  evcrytum,  in  even'  episode  speaks  of  men 
and  women  who  worked  hard,  used  the  schooner  for  their 
purpose  and.  in  turn,  preserved  it  for  another  day  and 
another  generation. 

At  about  this  lime  last  year  we  mourned  the 
passing  from  this  world  of  Joseph  C.  Cardozo,  a  central 
figure  in  the  history  of  Schooner  ERNESTINA.  Joe 
Cardozo  was  involved  from  the  outset  in  the  effort  to 
bring  ERNESTINA  to  New  England;  first  through  the 
Connecticut  Friends  of  Ernestina/Morrissey  and  later 
through  the  Massachusetts  Schooner  ERNESTINA 
Commission  and  the  ErnestinaMorrisscy  Historical 
Association  (EMHA). 

As  a  memorial  to  Joe,  EMHA  is  hosting  the  first  annual

ERNESTINA 's  Yesteryears 

10  Years  Ago 

1984  ~  After  her  first  year  in  New  Bedford,  the  local 
press  reports:  "...her  prospects  improve  almost  daily  ... 
Gov.  Michael  S.  Dukakis  approved  an  emergency 
appropriation  of  $23,000  to  carry  ERNESTINA  through 
lite  winter."  Restoration  work  continues  under  the 
direction  of  Capt.  Dan  Morcland.  Two  new  mast  are 
fitted,  given  by  Mrs.  Anne  Dunbar  in  memory  of  her 
husband  Charles  E.  "Chick"  Dunbar,  a  longtime 
enthusiastic  supporter  of  WHALE,  in  New  Bedford. 
25  Years  Ago 

1969  ~  American  heroes  of  the  space  age  are  the  first 
men  to  walk  on  the  moon;  in  the  Cape  Verde  Islands 
there  is  a  steady  march  towards  independence,  still  seven 
years  away.  Schooner  ERNESTINA  continues  to  serve  as 
an  inter-island  packet  and  ferry  boat  between  island 
communities.  In  this  service  ERNESTINA  sometimes 
carries  as  many  as  300  passengers!  Island  children 
attend  local  elementary  schools  then  go  on  to  centralized 
secondary  schools,  always  delivered  and  retrieved  by  the 
trusty  island  packet  ships,  ERNESTINA  among  them. 
Sadly,  in  1969  ERNESTINA 's  longtime  owner/captain 
Henrique  Mendes  begins  the  final  year  of  his  life,  an 
epoch  of  skill  and  remarkable  success  as  a  businessman 
and  seafarer.  His  career  spanned  over  half  a  century, 
some  52  transatlantic  crossings  and  the  operation  of  more 
than  20  vessels.  He  always  proclaimed  ERNESTINA 
"...the  strongest  one!" 
50  Years  Ago 

1944  ~  The  tide  is  about  to  turn  for  the  Allies  in  history's 
greatest  military  saga  and  the  EFEIE  M.  MORRJSSEY  is 
there!  Pressed  into  service  in  1942,  the  ship  is  working 
for  both  the  U.S.  Navy  and  the  Army  Air  Corps  in 
Greenland.  There  are  really  two  crews  aboard:  the 
schooner  crew,  Brigus  men  under  the  command  of  Capt. 
Bob  Bartlelt  and  the  military  group  headed  by 
Commander  Alexander  Forbes.  The  mission  was  one  of 
charting,  supply  and  radio  relay  work  (see  The  Quest  for 
the  Northern  Air  Route.  Alexander  Forbes,  Harvard 
Univ.  Press). 

From  a  National  Geographic  Magazine  article 
by  Capt.  Bartlett: 

"  ...  in  the  summer  of  1944  we  sailed  for  Greenland 
...  [its]  nigged  coasts,  marble  glaciers  and  skyscraper 
icebergs  have  not  failed  to  thrill  me  since  the  first 
time  I  sailed  with  Admiral  Robert  E.  Peary  in  1 898. 
There  you  can  forget  civilization's  worries.  ... 
Drifting  polar  ice  bars  ship  from  the  east  coast  most 
of  the  year,  and  in  some  summers  ships  find 
navigation  there  almost  impossible.  Taking  aboard  a 
party  of  G.I.  radio  and  weather  men,  we  set  sail  and 
entered  Prince  Christians  Sound.  There  heavy  Arctic 


ice  hemmed  in  the  MORRISSEY.  opened  her  stem 

and  bent  her  propeller." 
Capt.   Bartlett   returned   safely   in   the   EFEIE  M. 
MORRJSSEY  and  "tied  up  for  the  winter  at  the  old  Reed 
&  Gamage  Wharf  in  East  Gloucester,  MA. 


1919  ~  The  MORRJSSEY  is  under  British  registry,  being 
owned  and  operated  by  Capt.  Harold  Bartlett  (Capt. 
Bob's  cousin)  in  Brigus,  Newfoundland.  It  will  be  forty 
years  before  Newfoundland  voters  opt  for  Canadian  over 
British  rule.  The  schooner  is  busy  as  a  coastal  packet, 
hauling  wood,  coal  and  other  cargo  from  St.  John's  into 
Conception  Bay,  Trinity  Bay  and  "down  the  Labrador." 
100  Years  Ago 

1894  ~  A  stout  and  hardy  schooner  is  built  in  Essex, 
Massachusetts,  for  the  John  F.  Wonson  Co.  of  Gloucester 
and  Capt.  William  E.  Morrissey.  She  is  named  for  Capt. 
Morrissey's  daughter,  Effie.  The  EFFIE  M. 
MORRJSSEY  sails  on  her  maiden  trip  salt  banking,  in 
command  of  Capt.  Morrissey,  March  14.  She  arrives 
back  in  Gloucester  on  July  28  with  a  haul  of  250.000 
pounds  of  salt  cod.  On  November  8  she  returns  from  her 
second  voyage  with  320,000  pounds,  a  record  catch!

at  the  N.B.W.M.  An  engaging  visit  aboard  the 
schooner  is  coupled  with  a  workshop  session  at 
the  museum/'Working  on  the  Water"  is  rich  in 
hands-on  activities  for  participants  and  leads 
students  and  their  teachers  into  the  consideration 
of  many  aspects  of  math,  science,  history, 
economics  '  and,  especially,  comparative 
technologies. 

New  Bedford  and  Beyond 
"Working  on  the  Water"  has  great  value 
beyond  its  application  in  New  Bedford.

PASSAGE  POSSIBLE 

As  this  past  winter  came  and  went,  day 
after  snowy  day,  plans  were  being  laid  to  bring 
the  ship  to  Cape  and  islands  school  children 
come  springtime.  The  Community  Foundation 
of  Cape  Cod  (CFCC)  extended  grant  funding 
allowing  for  the  considerable  groundwork 
needed  for  communication,  and  program 
development,  scheduling  and  delivery.  N) 


In  January  and  February,  Schooner 
ERNESTINA  presentations  were  given  at 
curriculum  meetings,  teacher  in-service 
conferences  and  PALMS  gatherings. 
Concurrently,  program  information  and  requests 
for  support  were  delivered  to  a  host  of  possible 
Cape  and  islands  funders  in  the  private  sector: 
corporate  entities,  financial  institutions,  large 
and  small  businesses  and  various  service 
organizations. 

As  May  flowers  blossomed  on  Cape 
Cod,  youngsters  from  Falmouth,  Sandwich, 
Yarmouth,  Dennis,  Chatham,  Harwich,  Orleans, 
Nauset  and  Provincetown  enjoyed  dockside  and 
underway  activities  aboard  ERNESTrNA. 
Teachers  also  benefited:  an  after-school  staff 
development  sessions  took  place  at  Dyer's  Dock 
in  Woods  Hole  and  later  on  both  Nantucket  and 
Martha's  Vineyard, 

Early  June  breezes  carried  ERNESTrNA 
to  harbors  on  Nantucket  and  Martha's  Vineyard 
for  dockside  and  underway  programs  and  PDP 
teacher  workshops  on  both  islands.  The  series ' 
ended  with  Vineyard  fifth  graders  from  the  West 
Tisbury  School  sailing  on  ERNESTINA  from 
Vineyard  Haven  to  New  Bedford.  This  was 
coordinated  through  the  Educational  Resource 
Center  by  ERC  Director,  Sam  Sawyer,  and 
partially  funded  by  Tisbury  Waterways,  Inc. 

Contributing  to  the  support  of  these 
programs,  in  addition  to  the  CFCC  and  the 
Mass.  Dept.  of  Education,  were  the  participating 
municipal  school  systems.  Ocean  Spray 
Cranberries,  Inc.,  Bill  Black  Marine  Agency, 
Inc.,  Parker's  Boat  Yard,  Mid-Cape  Lions  Club, 
Bourne-Sandwich  Rotary  Club,  Yarmouth 
Rotary  Club,  the  Friends  of  the  Nantucket  Public 
Schools  and  the  Coffin  School  Trust. 

Programs  included  not  only  class  visits, 
but  also  public,  open-ship  events  in  Falmouth, 
Provincetown  and  Nantucket,  where 
ERNESTINA  became  a  feature  of  the  annual 
Nantucket  Harborfest.  Footnote:  Both  islands 
saw  ENESTINA's  crewmembers  welcomed  to 
special  evening  events:  there  was  a  delicious 
cookout  hosted  by  Martha's  Vineyard  ERC 
Director,  Sam-  Sawyer,  and  the  special  Cape 
Verdean  hospitality  of  the  Sons  and  Daughter!

The  Boston  Marine  Society  sponsorship 
of  Schooner  ERNESTINA  programs  in 
Charlestown  for  area  school  children  has,  for  a 
second  year,  given  hundreds  of  youngsters  a 
unique  waterfront  and  on-the-water  life 
experience.  Taking  part  in  ERNESTINA's  on 
board  programs,  these  students,  their  teachers, 
administrators  and  many  parents,  found 
connections  to  core  classroom  subjects  while 
making  new  discoveries  regarding  the 
waterfront,  aquatic  life,  marine  commerce  and 
the  extended  Boston  Harbor,  from  Charlestown 
out  to  the  Harbor  Islands. 

School  groups  varied  in  age  and- 
background.  Dearbome  Middle  Schoolers  were 
first  to  arrive  on  Tuesday,  May  14,  for  an 
underway  program.  For  the  next  few  days  a 
parade  of  excited  kids  came  to  the  ship  at  the 
Shipyard  Quarters  Marina.  Shipyard  Quarters 
extended  every  courtesy  and  accommodation  to 
ERNESTINA  and  her  crew  throughout  the 
Boston  visit. 

New  Features  for  1996  Program 

New  activities  this  year  included 
connections  to  the  far  side  of  the  Harbor  with 
dockside  and  underway  programs  involving  Hull 
Public  School  students.  In  fact,  twenty-one  Hull 
High  School  physics  students,  led  by  their 
teacher,  Ann  Marcks,  sailed  for  an  overnight 
program  among  the  Harbor  Islands,  where  they 
lowered  ERNESTINA's  dories  for  shore  study 
and  took  turns  through  the  night  standing  anchor 
watch  The  Boston  Harbor  Islands  State  Park, 
pan  of  DEM's  Division  of  Forests  and  Parks, 
represents  a  wonderful  resource  which  Schooner 
ERNESTINA  uses  as  often  as  possible  during 
programming  in  the  metro  area. 


Beantown  PDPs 

On  Saturday,  May  18,  9am-5pm,  an  in- 
service  teacher  training  workshop  was 
conducted  underway  with  several  schools 
represented.  A  boatload  of  Boston  Latin  pupils 
came  aboard  with  math  teacher  Orlene 
Fingerman  for  an  underway  program  the 
following  day. 

Charlestown  Neighborhood  Schools 

Fifty  elementary  students  walked  to  the 
ship  from  nearby  Harvard-Kent  School  as  did  a 
like  number  of  fourth  graders  from  Warren- 
Prescott  School.  These  Charlestown  children, 
too  young  for  ERNESTINA's  underway 
programs,  found  themselves  fully  involved, 
however,  in  the  schooner's  various  teaching 
stations  during  their  dockside  visits.

As  a  salute  to  the  sponsorship  of  the 
Boston  Marine  Society  and  the  hospitality  of  the 
Shipyard  Quarters  Marina  and  other  supporters 
in  Charlestown ,  the  Schooner  ERNESTINA 
staff  hosted  an  informal  reception  on  board  the 
vessel  on  Tuesday,  May  2 1 . 

State  Science  Fair  Winners 

During  two  evening  sails,  the 
ERNESTINA  hosted,  again  for  the  second  year, 
the  Mass.  State  Science  Fair  Winners'  Sail. 
Arranged  through  Science  Fair  Director,  Ellie 
Tischler,  these  events  bring  accomplished 
youngsters,  often  accompanied  by  their  parents 
and/or  teachers,  from  across  the  state  to 
Charlestown  for  a  most  memorable  evening.

Program  Improving  and  Expanding

fisheries.  This  material  was  developed  through 
the  winter  months  in  conjunction  with  education 
staff  at  the  New  Bedford  Whaling  Museum,  the 
Curriculum  Developmen!  Office  of  the  New 


Bedford  Public  Schools  and  other  area  educators 
Ihrough  funding  from  the  Island  Foundation  and 
the  Mass  Dept.  of  Education  (DOE). 

Basic  math,  science  and  technology,  as 
embodied  in  the  design,  construction  and 
operation  of  the  schooner,  continues  to  be 
taught  on  board.  The  power  of  ERNESTINA's 
102  years  as  a  working  vessel,  ever  present 
during  these  programs,  overlays  all  technical 
teaching  and  learning  with  overtones  of  history 
and  sociology. 

Environmental  and  water  quality 
concepts  and  issues  are  especially  important  to 
the  schooner's  teaching  and  learning  when  in 
Boston  Harbor.  This  year  the  use  of  the  Boston 
Harbor  Islands  as  a  resource  gave  a  wider  scope 
to  the  opportunities  ERNESTINA  can  offer

The  New  Bedford  Local  Cultural 
Council  provided  a  grant  for  development  and 
presentation  of  a  series  of  activities  during 
Summerfest  in  New  Bedford  that  highlight  the 
fishing  industry,  honor  our  maritime  heritage  and 
explore  our  marine  world. 

Just  imagine  a  102  year  old  Essex-built 
Grand  Banks  Fishing  schooner  and  a  113  year 
old  Portuguese  barkentine  (Gazela  of 
Philadelphia),  one  of  the  last  of  the  Portuguese 
fleet  to  fish  on  the  Greenland  Banks,  alongside  in 
New  Bedford,  the  leading  fishing  port.  Imagine 
rowing  out  into  the  harbor  by  authentic 
Lunenberg  dory  and  experiencing  a  scene  out  of 
the  19th  century.  Now  look  across  the  slip  and 
observe  the  whole  evolution  of  fisheries 
technology  from  doryman  to  side  dragger,  stem 
dragger,  scallop  dredge  and  seiner. 

Come  ashore  and  explore  underwater  life 
around  an  aquarium  on  Schooner  ERNESTrNA 
and  participate  in  hands-on  activities  with  her 


educational  staff  Visit  a  touch  tank  in  the  City 
of  New  Bedford's  Waterfront  visitors  center  in 
the  Wharfinger  Building  (where  the  fish  auction 
used  to  take  place)  and  take  a  dockwalk  tour  of 
the  waterfront  with  Ed  Camara,  director  of  the 
visitor's  center. 

Next  take  in  the  Miracle  Fish  Puppet 
Theatre  for  a  new  show  with  larger  than  life 
puppets  that  tells  the  story  of  three  mariners,  the 
captain,  the  cook  and  the  fisherman,  who 
overcome  their  rivalry  as  they  work  together  as  a 
team  to  solve  a  problem  that  they,  together,  face. 

For  those  looking  for  some  technical 
information,  Bob  Rocha  of  the  Coalition  for 
Buzzards  Bay  and  Steve  Correia  of  the.  MA 
Division  of  Marine  Fisheries  have  made  some 
informational  brochures  available. 

Finally,  if  you'd  like  to  find  out  what  it  is 
like  to  don  a  survival  suit  and  swim  out  to  a 
liferaft,  join  in  the  Survival  Suit  Race  pulled 
together  by  Mike  Yorston  at  West  Marine  and 
Tim  Kendall,  director  of  the  New  Bedford 
Seafood  Coalition.

FROM  NAVY  YARD  TO  STATE  PIER 

ERNESTINA  LEADS  TALL 
SHIPS  TO  SUMMERFEST 

The  holiday  week  saw  Tall  Ships  in  New 
Bedford  for  Summerfest  after  Independence  Day 
festivities  in  Boston  Harbor  and  a  Boston-to- 
New  Bedford  coastal  passage.  Led  by  New 
Bedford's  Schooner  ERNESTINA,  the  Spirit  of 
Massachusetts,  HMS  Bounty  and  Gazela  of 
Philadelphia,  sailed  together  in  a  series  of 
activities  that  highlighted  New  England's 
maritime  heritage,  emphasized  the  importance  of 
the  seaports  to  the  Commonwealth  and  attracted 
people  to  New  Bedford  and  the  Summerfest. 

On  July  4th,  the  fleet  could  be  viewed 
from  ashore  at  Castle  Island  in  Boston 
participating  in  the  annual  Turn  Around  of  the 
USS  Constitution,  along  with  USS  SaJem,  a 
heavy  cruiser,  and  the  destroyer  Cassin  Young  in 
a  spectacular  event  to  honor  WWII  veterans. 
Next  the  four  Tall  Ships  sailed  in  company  along 
the  Massachusetts  coast  leaving  Boston  at  3pm 
in  the  afternoon  of  July  4th  enroute  to  Plymouth 
to  anchor  for  an  evening  of  fireworks  in  Warren 
Cove  at  9pm.  The  ships  transited  the  Cape  Cod 
CanaJ  ^between  12noon  and  2pm  on  Friday,  July 
5th  The  coastal  passage  finished  with  the  ships 
sailing  into  New  Bedford  Harbor  at  7pm  on  July 
5th  All  four  vessels  docked  for  a  weekend  of 
tours  and  activities  at  State  Pier  in  New 
Bedford. 

Pulling  Together  for  a  Tall  Ship  Event 

Under  the  leadership  of  the  Summerfest 
Steering  Committee  chaired  by  Bill  Kennedy, 
President  and  Publisher  of  the  New  Bedford 
Standard-Times,  coordination  by  D.J.  WaJsh  and 
Gregg  Swanzey,  co-chairs  of  the  Waterfront 
Committee  and  overall  festival  management  by 
Jim  Mathes  and  Lisa  Sughrue  at  the  New 
Bedford  Area  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Tail 
Ship  events  were  organized  by  the  Schooner 
ERNESTINA  office  and  staff,  with  funding 
through  a  grant  from  the  Massachusetts  Office 
of  Travel  and  Tourism   Sponsorship  for  the  Tall 
Ship  fleet  was  provided  by  Bank  of  Boston,  St. 


Luke's  Hospital,  the  Standard-Times.  Teledyne 
Rodney  Metals  and  Acushnet  Rubber. 

Meetings  in  Boston  to  coordinate  the 
Constitution  Turn  Around  were  called  by 
Commander  Michael  Beck  of  the  USS 
Constitution  and  Bill  Foley,  Supervisor  of 
Interpretation  for  Boston  National  Historical 
Park.  The  Boston  Pilots,  US  Coast  Guard 
Boston  Group,  Boston  Tug  and  Tow  and 
representatives  of  the  Tall  Ship  flotilla, 
organized  by  Gregg  Swanzey,  Director  of 
Schooner  ERNESTINA  made  up  the  committee 
to  arrange  the  logistics.  Dockage  in  Boston  was 
arranged  through  MassPort  and  in  collaboration 
with  the  East  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce 
and  the  Courageous  Sailing  Center. 

Down  the  Coast  -  Through  the  Canal 

The  Transit  through  the  Cape  Cod  CanaJ 
and  the  transfer  of  participants  by  pilot  boat  for 
the  final  leg  of  the  Coastal  passage  to  New 
Bedford  was  facilitated  with  critical  assistance 
from  Frank  Ciccone,  Engineer  in  Charge  at 
Canal  Control,  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers, 
Dave  Romer,  Director  of  Marine  Operations  and 
George  Benoit  at  Massachusetts  Maritime 
Academy,  Ed  Mathieu  of  Mathieu  Marine  in 
New  Bedford  and  Larry  Palmer  of  Northeast 
Marine  Pilots. 

The  Schooner  ERNESTrNA  came  to 
dock  at  the  Army  Corps  dock  to  board 
participants  (among  them  Mayor  Tiemey  of  New 
Bedford)  for  the  Parade  of  Sail  Others  traveled 
from  Massachusetts  Maritime  Academy  by  pilot 
boat  to  the  other  ships  as  they  idled  at  "the 
Stakes"  a  staging  area  to  the  west  of  the  CanaJ 
and  further  along  in  the  west  anchorage 

ERNESTINA  Leads  Fleet 

The  Tall  Ships  sailed  through  the  harbor 
entrance  at  7pm  on  July  5th,  dockjng  at  State 
Pier  for  the  weekend  with  Bounty  and  Gazela 
leading  the  way  and  ERNESTINA  making  her 
grand  entrance  under  full  sail  along  with  Spirit  of 
Massachusetts  The  visit  of  the  fleet  in  New 
Bedford  Harbor  was  facilitated  by  the  efforts  of 


Dave  Rita,  Slate  Pier  Manager,  Marty  Manley, 
Director  of  the  Harbor  Development 
Commission  and  Larry  Chongarlides,  New 
Bedford  Harbor  Master.  Accommodation  for 
the  festival  by  businesses  including  Maritime 
Terminals,  Portuguese  American  Lines,  New 
Bedford  Ship  Supply,  Pier  Oil  and  the  Fishing 
Fleet  of  New  Bedford  as  well  as  the  US  Coast 
Guard  Fleet  based  in  New  Bedford  was 
important  for  success. 

The  captains  of  the  ships,  Jeff  Stone, 
Schooner  ERNESTINA,  Ken  Neal,  Spirit  of 
Massachusetts,  Ann  Cleaver,  Gazela  of 
Philadelphia  and  Robin  Walbridge,  HMS 
Bounty,  worked  together  to  welcome  aboard  a 
host  of  participants  and  visitors.  The  visiting 
crews  from  Boston  (Spirit  of  Massachusetts), 
Fall  River  (HMS  Bounty)  and  Philadelphia 
(Gazda)  enjoyed  the  hospitality  of  Schooner 
ERNESTINA  crew,  staff  and 
member/volunteers  as  well  as  the  Summerfest 
team  while  in  New  Bedford.

ERNESTfNA'S  YESTERYEARS 

1996  EXPEDITION  TO 
RETRACE  TRACK  OF  1927! 

by  Sheldon  Bart,  Expedition  Leader 
Some  sixty-nine  years  ago,  when  known  as 
the  EFFIE  M.  MORRISSEY,  the  Schooner 
ERNESTTNA  embarked  from  New  York  under 
command  of  Captain  Bob  Bartlett  for  Baffin  Island, 
the  northernmost  part  of  North  America.  This  was 
BanJert's'  second  voyage  of  Arctic  exploration  on  the 
MORRISSEY.  In  1926,  he  had  skippered  the 
Putnam  Arctic  Expedition  to  northwest  Greenland. 
The  leader  of  that  expedition  was  the  New  York 
publisher  George  Palmer  Putnam,  the  future  husband 
of  Amelia  Ear  hart.  The  following  year  -  1927  -  when 
Lindbergh  flew  the  Atlantic  and  Babe  Ruth  hit  60 
home  runs,  Putnam  organized  a  follow-up  effort  to 
southwest  Baffin  Island,  a  region  then  considered 
terra  incognita  by  Anglo-American  geographers. 

Laurence  McKinley  Gould,  who  would 
become  Admiral  Byrd's  second-in-command  on  the 
B\Td  Antarctic  Expedition  of  1928-29,  was  Putnam's 
second-in-command.  Larry  Gould  is  remembered 
today  not  only  as  a  great  polar  explorer,  but  as  the 
revered  President  of  Carleton  College,  Northficld, 
Minnesota,  and  as  the  father  of  the  International 
Geophysical  Year,  the  1950's  treaty  which  facilitated 
scientific  research  in  Antarctica. 

The  major  achievement  of  the  Putnam  Baffin 
Island  Expedition  was  the  exploration  of  the 
southwest  coastline  of  "Baffin  Land."  This  was 
accomplished  by  Putnam,  Gould  and  five  other 
members  of  the  party  who  piled  into  an  open 
v.halcboat  and  cruised  along  the  uncharted  coastline 
for  the  better  pan  of  a  month.  The  rather  large  body 
of  water  they  navigated  -  now  Bowman  Bay  -  had 
previously  been  mapped  as  part  of  the  mainland. 


Putnam  encountered  several  unique 
geographical  features  in  the  course  of  the  whalcboat 
journey  -  mesas  and  canyons  that  reminded  him  of  the 
American  Southwest.  He  named  them  in  honor  of 
Gould,  Bartlett  and  other  celebrated  explorers  of  the 
1920s,  including  Roy  Chapman  Andrews  and  James 
L.  Clark  of  the  American  Museum  of  Natural 
History,  and  William  Beebe  of  the  New  York 
Zoological  Society. 


It  was  a  grand  salute  to  the  extraordinary 
people  who  played  a  leading  role  in  a  remarkable  era 
of  adventure  and  accomplishment. 

Much  of  what  was  discovered  has  never  been 
mapped,  the  place-names  have  never  been  made 
official,  the  history  has  been  all  but  forgotten. 

This  summer,  a  new  expedition  will  return  to 
the  Putnam  Highland  [with  modem  vessels  and 
attendant  technology!].  Our  objective  is  to  put  those 
"lost"  features  on  the  map  and  pick  up  the 
geographical  and  geological  research  where  the 
Putnam  Baffin  Island  Expedition  left  off.  We're 
going  to  use  satellite  technology  -  the  Global 
Positioning  System  -  to  complete  the  work  Putnam 
and  Gould  began,  thereby  linking  the  last  Golden  Age 
of  exploration  with  the  modem  era. 

And  we're  going  to  kick  off  our  expedition  in 
the  most  appropriate  way  -  with  an  afternoon  sail  on 
Schooner  ERNESTTNA,  the  ship  that  brought  the 
Putnam  expedition  safely  through  the  ice  pack  seven 
decades  ago.

Letter  from  the  Director 

Schooner  Emestina  sails  into  her  104th 
year  after  a  full  season  of  education  and  outreach 
in  1997.  The  articles  in  this  newsletter  describe 
some  of  the  activities  in  detail.  However,  per- 
haps the  most  important  accomplishment  we  have  had  is  the  in- 
crease in  partnership  and  linkage  for  programs  and  other  capac- 
ity-building initiatives.  The  New  Bedford  Whaling  National  His- 
torical Park  and  Boston  Harbor  Islands  National  Recreational 
Area  are  newly  authorized  parks  in  the  National  Park  system  and 
"new"  Parks  in  function  for  they  are  based  on  community  in- 
volvement and  a  partnership  of  organizations,  agencies  and  citi- 
zens both  within  and  adjacent  to  the  designated  areas  of  the  Parks. 
We  are  identified  in  the  New  Bedford  Park  legislation  and  have  a 
natural  connection  to  the  Harbor  Islands  through  DEM.  Pro- 
grams link  seaport  parks  together  throughout  Massachusetts  and 
stretch  as  far  as  Connecticut  and  New  York  for  regional  connec- 
tions. We  are  founding  members  of  a  new  environmental  educa- 
tion alliance  in  Southeastern  Massachusetts  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Community  Foundation  of  Southeastern  Massachusetts. 
We  collaborate  with  others  for  our  Summer  Content  Institutes 
for  teachers.  We  link  other  organizations  on  the  World  Wide 
Web  through  our  award  winning  web  site.  We  work  jointly  with 
schooner  based  educational  programs  such  as  the  the  Schooner 
Advenurc  in  Gloucester,  the  Harvey  Carnage  Foundation  in 
Cornwall,  NY  and  the  Spirit  of  Massachusetts  in  Boston.  HM 
Bark  Endeavour,  replica  of  Capt.  James  Cook's  famous  1 8th  cen- 
tury explorer  from  Australia,  will  visit  New  Bedford  in  late  Au- 
gust with  Emestina  as  host.  All  these  activities  serve  to  raise 
awareness  both  nationally  and  internationally  for  the  rich  re- 
sources and  heritage  of  coastal  Massachusetts. 

Programs  and  activities  undertaken  by  the  Schooner 
Emestina  have  succeeded  only  because  of  the  high  level  of  dedi- 
cation and  skill  of  the  staff,  interns  and  volunteers.  In  fact,  it  is 
difficult  to  call  our  volunteers  and  interns  anything  other  than 
staff  since  their  level  of  commitment  and  impact  on  programs  is 
so  strong.  Likewise,  we  offer  heartfelt  thanks  to  the  financial 
supporters  of  Schooner  Emestina.  in  whatever  amounts.  Mem- 
bership is  crucial  for  Emestina's  success.

Elementary,  middle  and  high  school  teachers  from  sixteen  commmunities 
including  Fall  River.  Lakeville.  Sandwich.  Cambridge.  Bane.  Springfield. 
Wilbraham,  Apponequett  and  Revere  participated  with  seven  other  communities 
in  the  program  designed  to  improve  the  quality  of  their  marine  environmental 
science  instruction.  Linked  to  the  recently  adopted  state  Curriculum  Frameworks 
in  Math  and  Science  and  Technology,  the  state  Benchmarks  for  Environmental 
Literacy  and  current  classroom  needs,  teachers  learn  both  content  and  technique 
in  an  inquiry-based  problem  solving  manner. 

Land  based  instruction  included  work  with  Nancy  O'Connor,  Ph.D.,  pro- 
fessor and  researcher  at  UMASS  Dartmouth,  investigating  the  exotic  Japanese 
green  crab  that  has  been  increasing  in  New  England  waters.  Dr.  O'Connor  helped 
teachers  learn  how  to  formulate  and  answer  scientific  questions.  In  order  to  teach 
and  learn  science  it  is  important  to  think  like  a  scientist.  As  one  participant  noted"It 
will  be  helpful  in  class  to  have  students  ask  questions  that  are  observable  and 
measurable." 

Teachers  explored  the  salt  marshes  and  estuaries  around  the  Lloyd  Center 
with  Drs.  Hankin  and  O'Connor  working  with  Lloyd  Center  education  coordina- 
tor Trish  Sheppard  and  Research  Assistant,  John  Hill,  Jr.  Asked  to  imagine  them- 
selves as  the  first  explorers  of  the  area,  they  collected  jelly  fish,  oyster  toadfish, 
clams,  blue  crabs  and  plants  in  the  waters  of  the  Slocum  River  and  Aliens  Pond 
near  the  Lloyd  Center. 

Teachers  boarded  Schooner  Ernestina  in  Fall  River,  and  after  an  orienta- 
tion, sailed  out  Mt.  Hope  Bay  and  Narragansett  Bays  to  anchor  for  the  evening  off 
Padanaram.  The  following  morning  teachers  began  collecting  and  testing  water 
samples,  using  an  otter  trawl  to  sample  fish,  a  scallop  dredge  for  bottom  dwelling 
animals  and  setting  out  various  traps  for  animals  in  the  water  column. 

The  ship  sailed  on  through  Buzzards  Bay.  through  the  Cape  Cod  Canal 
during  the  pre -dawn  hours  and  viewed  a  five  foot  long  leatherbach  turtle  while 
sailing  north  in  Cape  Cod  Bay.  By  early  morning  Ernestina  was  on  Stellwagen 

I  Bank  viewing  humpback  and  minke  whales 
in  every  direction  accompanied  by  sea  birds 
including  shearwaters  and  petrels,  species  that 
come  to  shore  only  briefly  to  lay  eggs  and 
raise  their  young.  Along  with  the  full  time 
Ernestina  staff  sailed  Margaret  Brumsted,  a 
Dartmouth  High  School  teacher  and  seasoned 
veteran  with  research  experience  with  NOAA 
as  'Teacher  at  Sea"  investigating  yellow  fin 
tuna  fishery.  Sea  Education  Association 
aboard  R/V  Westward  and  Phillips 
Academy's  Oceans  program  aboard  R/V  Sa- 
rah Abbott. 

Year-round  support  for  teachers  as  they 
implement  course  materials  developed  for  use 
in  their  classroom  is  available  from  Hankin 
Environmental  and  Educational  Services  as  part  of  the  grant.  In  addition.  Ernestina 
staff  are  actively  searching  for  funding  to  underwrite  a  portion  of  the  program 
costs  for  the  participating  teachers  and  their  classes  to  gel  out  on  Ernestina  to- 
gether in  order  to  reinforce  and  extend  the  impact  of  the  Institute.

New  Alliance  Formed  for  the  Environment 


This  spring 

the  Schooner 
Emestina  received 
a  SI 25. 000  federal 
grant  authorized  by 
the  IntermoTlal 
Surface  Transpor- 
tation Efficiency 
Act  of  1991 
(ISTEA).  This 
grant,  received 
through  the  Trans- 
portation Enhance- 
ment Program  ad- 
ministered by  the 
Massachusetts 

Highway  Department,  enabled  the 
Schooner  Emestina  to  complete  exten- 
sive plank  replacement  on  the  hull  and 
remove  a  3/16"  fiberglass  sheathing  in- 
stalled in  Mindelo,  Cape  Verde  in  the 
late  70's.  The  work  was  com- 
pleted in  April  at  D.N.  Kelley 
and  Son  Shipyard  in 
Fairhaven  by  Tony  Marques 
and  his  fast  and  able  crew  of 
shipwrights  and  caulkers.  The 
grant  also  included  the  fabri- 
cation and  installation  of  two 
forty-six  foot  topmasts  and 
three  new  topsails  not  regu- 
larly flown  on  Emestina  since 
the  1 920  s.  The  topmasts,  fab- 
ricated by  Leon  Poindexter 
early  this  summer  and  in- 
stalled by  the  crew,  were  in 
time  for  the  USS 
Constitution's  historic  sail  in 
late  July.  The  main  topmast 
extends  the  Ernestina's  over- 
all mast  height  to  121'  and 
supports  upper  sails  that  in- 
crease her  w  ind  catching  ca- 
pacity by  37%. 

The  grant  also  provided  funds  for

history/social  sciences  Summer  Content  Institute  organized  and  of- 
fered by  the  New  Bedford  Whaling  Museum  in  partnership  with  the 
Schooner  Emestina  Commission. 

The  institute  was  sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Education  as  one  of  36  professional  development  institutes  held 
throughout  the  Commonwealth  last  summer. 

A  principle  goal  of  the  Institute  was  to  introduce  educators  to 
primary'  historical  sources  and  professionals  in  the  fields  of  historical 
research,  preservation,  economics  and  sociology  while  implementing 
the  newly  approved  Curriculum  Frameworks  in  History  and  Social 
Science.

Letter  from  the  Director 


Historically,  Massachusetts  was  built 
on  resources  gathered  from  the  sea.  And,  the 
sea  provided  the  transportation  system  con- 
necting New  England  to  all  parts  of  the  globe. 
We've  grown  up  hearing  many  of  the  stories: 
Wampanoag  people  thriving  on  the  rich  bounty  of  the  estuaries  and 
passing  their  know  ledge  on  to  the  newcomers  at  Plymouth. 
Portuguese  sailing  across  the  Atlantic  before  Columbus 
following  the  ubiquitous  cod.  and  Basques  fishing  the  coastal 
waters  for  whales.  Salem  captains  opened  up  trade  with  the  Far 
East  and  New  Bedford  whalers  explored  the  far  reaches  of  the 
globe  after  sperm  and  baleen  whales  and  the  oil  that  lit  the 
world.  Gloucester  fishermen  and  Essex  shipbuilders  perfected 
the  Grand  Banks  fishing  schooners  and  immigrants  came  to 
America  by  ship  through  Massachusetts  ports.  Today,  as  we 
yearn  to  understand  our  identity  as  Americans  and  search  for 
common  ground,  maybe  we  can  once  again  look  to  the  sea  for 
some  answers.  Shouldn't  we  take  care  to  preserve  our  maritime 
heritage  for  ourselves  and  future  generations? 

Coastal  seaports  of  Massachusetts  are  in  the  midst  of 
change  with  harbor  master  plans  under  development.  Seaport 
funding  is  available  for  infrastructure  improvements  to  support 
present  day  maritime  commerce.  The  interfacing  of  multiple 
uses  in  the  harbors  is  now  one  of  the  most  critical 
considerations  of  the  day.  We  must  maintain  the  commercial 
viability  of  the  ports,  explore  opportunities  to  boost  the 
economy  through  tourism  and.  yet.  protect  for  ourselves  and 
our  children  this  wonderful  lens  through  which  we  can  look  at 
the  past. 

Schooner  Ernestina  embodies  much  of  the  Massachusetts 
experience  through  her  history  as  Grand  Banks  fisherman, 
Arctic  explorer,  WWII  survey  vessel  and  Cape  Verdean 
immigration  packet.  The  Schooner  Ernestina  Commission 
searches  for  links  to  the  past  and  connections  in  the  present. 
Our  goal  is  to  preserve  our  heritage  and  expose  its  relevance 
for  us  today.  On  the  other  hand,  as  an  operating  Coast  Guard 
certificated  ship,  we  have  logistical  needs  that  must  be  pro- 
vided for  in  ports  such  as  water  depth,  dockage,  pumpouts  and 
public  access.  Our  operational  goals  are  similar  to  those  of 
many  of  the  commercial  enterprises  of  the  seaports. 

Just  as  a  well  placed  historic  preservation  project  can 
trigger  renewal  in  a  downtown,  so  can  historic  vessels  afloat 
and  w  orking  trigger  restoration  of  a  waterfront.  Please  support 
Schooner  Ernestina  through  your  contributions,  membership, 
or  by  offering  volunteer  time.  Teachers  and  school  administra- 
tors can  engage  the  ship  for  programs  serving  young  people. 
Communities  can  sponsor  the  ship  to  come  in  to  port  for 
festival  events.  If  we  work  together  to  expose  the  great  stories 
to  be  told,  we  will  attract  people  from  far  and  wide  while  doing 
a  great  service  to  ourselves.

Coastal  New  England-1998 

Ernestina's  educational  activi- 
ties  are  expanding  in  all  directions:  more 
learners,  of  all  ages  and  from  an  increas- 
ing number  of  localities,  are  taking  ad- 
vantage of  the  schooner's  offerings. 
This  year  has  third  graders  aboard 
for  dockside  experiences  and 
Elderhostelers  underway  on  Stellwagen 
Bank,  middle  school  groups  sampling 
the  water  column  in  Narragansett  Bay 
and  Boston  high  schoolers  exploring  the 
Harbor  Islands.  Girl  scouts  groups  will 
sail  among  tall  ships  in  separate  pro- 
grams on  Long  Island  Sound  and  in 
Massachusetts  Bay  and  a  university- 
level  underway  program  will  sail 
Ernestina  to  the  Isle  of  Shoals  off 
New  Hampshire.

Seaports  of  New  England-1998 

A  s  one  of  the  most  historic  ships 
afloat.  Schooner  Ernestina  serves 
throughout  each  season  as  a  principal 
element  in  waterfront  festival  events  in 
the  New  England  region  and  beyond. 
This  year  she  will  be  featured  in  his- 
torical, educational,  environmental  and 
civic  events  in  Massachusetts,  Con- 
necticut and  New  York. 

Ernestina's  festival  appearances 
for  1 998  began  on  May  3,  appropriately, 
in  her  home  port  of  New  Bedford.  The 
third  annual  Maritime  Heritage  Festival, 
produced  in  partnership  with  the  New 
Bedford  Whaling  Museum  and  the  Na- 
tional Park  Service,  has  become  one  of 
the  city's  premier  springtime  family 
events.  A  host  of  activities  filled  the 
afternoon  on  Johnny  Cake  Hill  and  at 
the  waterfront  as  museum  and  schooner 
staff  and  volun- 
teers gave  tours 
and  led  activities. 
Offerings  in- 
cluded nautical 
and  craft  demon- 
strations along 
with  musical  and 
dramatic  perfor- 
mances by  Len 
Cabral,  story- 
two  Ernestinas  tener)  an(j  mari- 
time musicians  Roberts  &  Barrand,  Cliff 
Haslam,  The  Beans  and  the  Rum 
Soaked  Crooks. 

In  the  last  week  of  May,  follow- 
ing educational  programs  in  Buzzards 
Bay  and  Narragansett  Bay,  Ernestina 
sailed  to  New  York  City,  picked  up  stu- 
dents from  Rockland  County,  NY  and 
headed  up  the  Hudson  River  to  partici- 
pate in  the  celebra- 
tion of  the  Rockland 
County  Bicenten- 
nial. In  Haverstraw 
Bay  there  was  a 
grand  assembly  of 
historic  and  replica  vessels  organized  by 
the  National  Maritime  Historical  Soci- 
ety.

designed  to  raise  awareness  will  be  the  projects  for  SEEAL  in  the 
coming  year. 

The  Southeastern  Environmental  Education  Alliance  of  Mas- 
sachusetts (SEEAL)  formed  under  the  auspices  of  the  Community 
Foundation  of  Southeastern  Massachusetts  in  1 997  thanks  to  mul- 
tiple year  funding  from  the  Massachusetts  Environmental  Trust 
and  Island  Foundation  as  well  as  the  Henry  H.  Crapo  Foundation 
and  Polaroid  with  the  initial  goal  to  provide  educational  experiences 
to  young  people  of  New  Bedford  with  a  special  focus  on  New 
Bedford  Harbor.  Today  this  original  goal  is  expanding  into  re- 
gional development  of  SEEAL's  environmental  education  and  stew- 
ardship activities  to  encompass  the  watersheds  of  Buzzards  Bay 
and  parts  of  the  Taunton  River  watershed  in  Southeastern 
Massachusetts. 

In  its  first  year,  SEEAL  members  set  regular  monthly  meet- 
ings to  design  a  structure  for  operation  of  the  Alliance  including 
development  of  mission,  roles,  logo  and  general  operation,  etc. 
Next,  questionnaires  were  completed  by  Alliance  members  to 
provide  an  intra-organizational  information  base,  as  well  as  by 
school  teachers  in  the  New  Bedford  School  system  for  an  assess- 
ment of  needs.  On  the  basis  of  these  questionnaires  and  informa- 
tion about  statewide  and  national  initiatives  in  education  and  the 
environment,  SEEAL  members  developed  a  plan  of  action  corre- 
sponding to  identified  goals. 

The  first  round  of  funding  in  1997  at  a  $35,000  level  focused 
on  programs  for  New  Bedford  school  children  and  provided  (19) 
watershed  education  program  kits,  training  and  25%  effort  by  a 
coordinator  for  support  to  elementary  classes,  field  trips  to  a  local 
estuary  for  5th  graders,  in  school  hands-on  activities  for  middle 
school  grades  and  a  coastal  on-the-water  experience  for  high  school 
science  classes.  After  school  clubs  at  the  high  school  helped  con- 
struct a  saltmarsh  trail  and  explored  the  coastal  environment  on 
shipboard.  Finally,  teachers  in  the  junior  high  grades  received  wa- 
tershed education  program  kits  along  with  training,  a  GIS  map  of 
New  Bedford,  a  lecture  entitled  "Cumulative  Ecological  Effects 
on  New  Bedford  Harbor:  Historical  Connections"  by  Carol  Pesch 
from  EPA  and  an  underway  educational  program  from  New 
Bedford  Harbor. 

Over  time  the  Alliance  plans  to  expand  its  range  to  serve  the 
watersheds  of  the  Taunton,  Westport,  Mattapoisett,  Sippican, 
Weweantic,  Wankinco,  Agawam  and  Red  Rivers  as  well  as  the 
Paskamansett  and  Acushnet.

New  Bedford-April  24,  1998 

John  P.  "Joli"  Gonsalves,  of  New  Bedford,  a  well-known  figure  in  the 
Cape  Verdean  community  and  a  local  civic  and  cultural  leader,  died  at  the  home 
of  his  sister  in  New  Bedford  on  Friday.  April  24,  1998. 

Joli  served  on  the  original  Schooner  Emestina  Commission  in  1982  when 
the  ship  was  gifted  by  the  Republic  of  Cape  Verde  to  the  people  of  the  United 
States.  He  was  Chairman  during  the  first  years  of  the  Commission  as  the  restora- 
tion was  begun  and  the  organization  to  operate  the  ship  took  form.  Since  that 
time  he  has  sung  at  festivals,  come  aboard  the  ship  for  educational  programs  for 
school  children  and  joined  the  ship  at  other  ports  of  call  to  help  build  a  strong  and 
full  program. 

Mr.  Gonsalves  was  honored  by  the  city  in  May  1 990  for  his  founding  of 
the  Cape  Verdean  Cultural  Cen- 
ter and  his  singing  history  of 
Cape  Verdean  culture.  He  served 
as  director  of  the  center  since  its 
inception. 

Born  in  New  Bedford,  Mr. 
Gonsalves  attended  local  schools 
and  as  a  World  War  II  Army  vet- 
eran, he  served  in  five  campaigns 
in  Europe. 

After  the  war,  Mr. 
Gonsalves  was  a  vocalist  and  per- 
cussionist with  the  first  All-Star 
Cape  Verdean  Orchestra  to  tour 
the  United  States  in  1947-48.  He  attended  the  Arlington  Academy  of  Music  from 
1949  until  his  graduation  in  1952. 

In  his  13-year  professional  music  career,  Mr.  Gonsalves  worked  as 
chorister  and  stage  manager  with  the  Leonard  de  Pour  Chorus  and  as  a 
chorister  and  arranger  for  Harry  Belafonte  and  the  Belafonte  Folk  Singers. 

During  this  period,  he  traveled  to  1 4  countries  in  Africa  under  the  auspices 
of  the  U.S.  State  Department.  In  Liberia,  he  was  knighted  by  President  VS. 
Tubman  in  recognition  of  his  having  composed  a  national  anthem  for  the  West 
African  republic. 

Mr.  Gonsalves,  a  baritone,  established  two  music  publishing  companies 
and  recorded  with  numerous  recording  artists  as  well  as  making 
appearances  with  many  on  network  television,  including  the  Ed 
Sullivan  Show. 

A  near-fatal  auto  accident  on  Dec.  22.  1967,  curtailed  Mr. 
Gonsalves'  professional  singing  career  and  brought  him  back  to 
New  Bedford  where  he  worked  as  a  newscaster  for  radio  station 
WNBHfrom  1970  to  1972. 

He  became  a  director  of  the  Model  Cities  Community  De- 
velopment Corp..  made  his  first  visit  to  the  Cape  Verde  Islands 
and  founded  the  Cape  Verdean  Cultural  Center. 

In  succeeding  years,  Mr.  Gonsalves  was  moderator  and  pro- 
ducer of  a  bilingual  Cape  Verdean  television  program  telecast  over 
Channel  6  for  six  years  and  served  as  a  member  and  chairman  of  New  Bedford's 
Human  Relations  Commission. 

We  will  miss  Joli  very  much  and  appreciate  all  he  did  for  the  community 
and  Schooner  Emestina.  3€

On  June  5  Ernestina  had  her  own  party  at  Rowes  Wharf  in  Boston.  "A 
Celebration  of  Two  Launchings"  was  a  special  event  saluting  the  Schooner 
Ernestina  expanding  role  as  an  important  educational  and  cultural  resource  where 
people  of  all  ages  and  walks  of  life  can  find  new  ways  to  discover  and  relate  to  the 
world  around  them  and,  perhaps,  those  who  will  share  that  world  with  them,  on 
board  ship  and  ashore.

curriculum  has  been  expanded  and  en- 
riched each  year  since  its  inception. 
Working  collaboratively  with  NBWM 
educators.  Emestina  staff  and  volunteers 
developed  a  new  model  of  interpreta- 
tion for  the  comparative  technologies 
curriculum  that  has  been  well  received 
by  fourth  grade  faculty  and  pupils. 

Watershed  education  on  Buzzards 
Bay  was  the  focus  of  a  dockside  series 
in  May.  Third  grade  programs  with  the 
Buzzards  Bay  Action  Committee, 
coordinated  by 
Ernestina  staff 
and  BBAC's  Len 
Gonsalves.  brought 
together  educators 
from  a  number  of  area 
resources,  including 
the  Lloyd  Center. 
Westport  River  Wa- 
tershed Alliance,  the 
Children's  Museum 
of  Dartmouth  and  the 
Coalition  for  Buz- 
zards Bay.  Partici- 
pants included  groups 
from  Fairhaven  and 
Acushnet. 

A  family  sail 
with  the  Minot  Forest 
School,  Wareham.  took  place  in  May 
and  was  followed  by  an  Ernestina  pre- 
sentation at  the  school  in  June.  Polly 
Zajac,  who  has  served  as  Ernestina's 
volunteer  community  and  education 
liason  this  year,  took  elements  of  the 
Working  on  the  Water  curriculum  into 
the  Wareham  classrooms  as  part  of 
Ernestina's  growing  educational  out- 
reach. Wareham  is,  of  course,  histori- 
cally connected  to  the  initial  efforts  of 
nearly  two  decades  ago  to  bring 
Schooner  Ernestina  back  to 
Massachusetts.  Now  we  have  a  new 
generation  of  Wareham  youngsters 
discovering  that  history,  sharing  in  the 
civic  pride  and  the  recognition  of  the 
richness  of  Cape  Verdean-American 
heritage  that  it  brings.  3€ 
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100  Years  Ago  In  Ernestina  History: 

During  the  first  three  months  of  the  year  1 898,  the  Ernestina. 
then  known  as  the  Effie  M.  Morrissey,  made  frequent  appearances 
in  the  local  fishing  papers,  the  Herring  Sews  in  particular.  Operat- 
ing as  a  working  boat,  one  of  the  storied  Grand  Banks  schooners,  the 
Ernestina  hauled  tons  of  seafood  up  and  down  the  eastern  seaboard 
of  the  United  States. 

One  account,  dated  Friday,  January  21,  1898,  listed  the  Effie 
M.  Morrissey  as  leaving  that  morning  for  Philadelphia  "with  her 
cargo  of  herring." 

The  next  month,  the  Effie  M.  Morrissey  appears  in  the  Her- 
ring News  having  sailed  "for  Boston  today  with  her  cargo  of  frozen 
herring." 

A  more  detailed  account  of  the  Effie  M.  Morrissey' s  travels  a 
century  ago  appears  in  the  Wednesday,  March  2,  1 898,  Herring  News: 

"Schooner  Joseph  Rowe,  Capt.  Clayton  Morrissey,  arrived  from 
Placentia  Bay,  N.F.,  Tuesday  afternoon  with  nearly  a  full  load  of 
frozen  herring.  She  was  six  days  on  the  passage.  Capt.  Morrissey 
reports  that  when  he  left  there  was  no  herring  there  and  six  vessels 
there." 

The  Daily  Times  Fish  Bureau  reported  on  Tuesday,  March  8, 
1 898,  in  a  short  article  sub-headed  "Will  Go  South"  that  the  Morrissey 
would  join  a  small  flotilla  of  30  vessels  referred  to  as  "The  Southern 
Mackerel  Fleet"  of  other  schooners  in  a  Southern  trip  between  March 
20th  and  April  1 5th  of  that  year.  Other  schooners  joining  the  Morrissey 
included  the  Capt.  Anson  Leman.  the  Golden  Hope,  the  Capt. 
Douglass  McLean,  the  Nereid,  and  the  Capt.  Frank  Maguire.  among 
others. 

The  Morrissey  continued  its  sail  through  that  spring  with  two 
other  news  accounts,  both  recorded  in  The  Mackerel  News,  with 
both  reporting  a  change  in  captains.  The  first  recorded  its  "fitting  for 
sailing  under  the  command  of  Capt.  Henry  Kavanagh"  on  May  4, 
1 898.  the  other  "under  the  command  of  Capt.  Daniel  Cogill." 

50  Years  Ago  in  Ernestina  History: 

Fifty  years  ago  recorded  an  important  date  in  the  history  of  the 
schooner  which  would  later  become  known  as  the  Ernestina.  A 
Sunday,  January  4,  1948,  article  in  the  New  York  Herald  Tribune 
records  the  sale  of  the  "Bartlett  Arctic  Schooner"  by  the  Coastal 
Carrier  Corporation  to  the  Pequot  Marine  Corporation  of  New  Lon- 
don, Conn.  The  future  use  its  new  buyers  had  for  it  was  not 
disclosed  to  the  newspaper,  it  was  reported. 

The  news  story  rightfully  refers  to  the  ship  as  the  "famous  Arctic 
exploration  ship  of  the  late  Captain  Robert  A.  Bartlett."  In  the 
article  is  noted  the  fact  that  the  Coastal  Carrier  Corp.  had  acquired 
the  vessel  from  the  Bartlett  estate. 

Later  that  year  and  more  locally,  the  venerable  Standard-Times 
of  New  Bedford.  Mass..  notes  that  the  "former  Arctic  exploration 
vessel  Effie  M.  Morrissey.  well  known  in  this  vicinity,  is  scheduled 
to  enter  the  Cape  Verde  Island  packet  trade,  operating  out  of  New 
Bedford." 

A  photograph  accompanied  by  a  cutline  showed  the  ship  at  the 
Case  Boatbuilding  yard  in  Fairhaven  and  projected  a  May  debut  in 
the  island  trade.

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Letter  from  the  Director 

This  year  has  been  an  exceptional  one  for 
Schooner  Ernestina,  perhaps  one  of  the  most 
active  of  her  century-long  career!  We  find 
ourselves  in  a  position  of  managing  a  rapidly 
filling  slate  for  1999  that  will  fill  to  capacity.  But. 
what  does  this  mean  to  the  organization?  We  have  tough 
challenges  ahead.  The  struggle  is  less  with  survival  and  more  for 
most  effective  use  of  a  fabulous  learning  environment  and  symbol 
of  education,  culture  and  heritage. 

What  are  some  of  the  activities  currently  underway?  The 
Schooner  Ernestina  Commission's  Diversity  Committee  looks  at 
the  character  of  our  growth  as  we  expand,  build  new  programs 
and  hire  new.  staff.  We  are  writing  proposals  for  funding  that 
involve  a  growing  partnership.  We  design  new  programs  that  are 
shore-based  and  use  the  schooner  in  adjunct  ways.  We  are  working 
with  the  New  Bedford  Harbor  Master  Plan  Committee  to 
incorporate  more  than  just  a  dock  facility  for  the  ship  and  other 
visiting  Tall  Ships  but  also  a  shore-based  educational  facility  on 
the  waterfront.  We  envision  expanded  programs  and  access  for 
the  citizens  of  New  Bedford  as  well  as  additional  attractions  for 
visitors  to  New  Bedford  Whaling  National  Historical  Park. 

Ernestina  is  in  an  enviable  position  thanks  to  a  broad-based 
effort.  Central  to  Ernestina's  continued  success  is  the  dedicated 
funding  for  Ernestina  as  part  of  the  State  Budget  thanks  to  Greater 
New  Bedford's  legislative  delegation,  especially  Senator  Mark 
Montigny  and  Representative  Tony  Cabral,  who  have  led  the  way 
each  year  as  we  go  back  and  argue  for  the  core  funding.

Sea  Connections  Summer  Content  Institute  for  teachers  ran  for  its  third 
straight  year  with  great  weather  and  an  interesting  track  aboard  Schooner  Ernestina. 
The  ship  circumnavigated  Cape  Cod! 

Day  1 :  The  first  day  of  the  Institute  was  a  whirlwind  of  new  faces  and 
information  including  a  run-through  of  the  schedule  and  a  presentation  on  the  MA 
Curriculum 
Frameworks,  student 
active  learning,  and 
scientific 
investigation.  The 
day  culminated  with 
a  tour  of  the  Center 
for  Marine  Science 
and  Technology 
(CMAST)  hosted  by 
CMAST  associate, 
Joe  Deck.  "It's  great 
to  finally  get  started! 
We  seem  to  have  a 
great,  fun,  diverse 
group!" 

Day  2:  This  day  began  with  a  review  of  the  first  day,  then  a  series  of  lectures 
covering  ecology  of  coastal  habitats,  biology  of  marine  larvae  and  marine  research 
in  the  laboratory.  Teacher-teams  met  to  discuss  their  research  questions.  The 
afternoon  was  spent  at  Gooseberry  Neck,  learning  research  methodology  by 
"digging  in'  with  hands-on  sampling  of  aquatic  environments  and  observing  rocky 
coast  organisms.  "I  know  this  course  will  really  help  me  with  the  confidence  I 
need  to  teach." 

Day  3:  An  early  morning  start 
included  a  birdwatching  trip  at  the  Lloyd 
Center,  where  the  whole  day  was  spent. 
A  tour  of  the  Center  and  orientation  to 
coastal  and  on-water  programs  for  the  day 
followed  the  previous  day's  review.  The 
groups  then  began  an  on-shore,  on-water 
program  covering  salt  marshes,  estuaries, 
and  an  archaeological  dig. 

Day  4:  The  morning  was  spent  at 
Barney's  Joy  Beach  to  get  some 
experience  studying  beaches,  dunes  and 
estuaries.  After  finding  a  variety  of  marine 
life,  including  crabs  and  silversides,  the 
crowd  headed  back  to  UMass  Dartmouth 
for  lectures  about  marine  environments 
and  navigation.  "Barney's  Joy  is  a  piece 
of  heaven.  The  pristine  area  is  a  joy  to 
study  and  it  recharges  one's  batteries." 

Day  5:  Methods  of  program  and 
student  assessment  were  discussed. 
Elizabeth  Winiarz,'  Science  Librarian  at

such  as  stormwater  runoff  and  increased  residential  development  in  our 
coastal  communities. 

Communities  are  connected  by  water.  What  happens  in  one  town 
affects  another.  Did  you  know  that: 

♦  There  are  rivers  in  Massachusetts  that  run  dry  in  the  summer 
because  too  much  water  is  pumped  out  for  drinking  water  and 
other  uses. 

♦  Some  rivers  actually  flow  backward  at  times  because  of  the 
amount  of  water  taken  out  of  lakes  and  ponds  up  stream. 

♦  The  demand  for  fresh  water  is  so  high  that  some  communities 
are  considering  building  desalination  plants  to  turn  sea  water 
into  drinking  water. 

♦  Despite  30  years  of  environmental  regulation,  nearly  one  third 
of  Massachusetts  rivers  are  not  safe  for  swimming  or  fishing. 

♦  The  biggest  source  of  water  pollution  in  Massachusetts  is  not 
industrial  waste  but  contaminated  stormwater  runoff  from  roads, 
driveways  and  parking  lots. 

♦  Stormwater  runoff  has  gotten  worse  in  the  past  20  years  as  de- 
velopment has  increased. 

Today  local  leaders  and  citizens  need  to  play  a  much  larger  role  in 
identifying  and  addressing  environmental  issues.  A  team  approach  is 
required  with  cooperation  between  local  officials,  state  agencies,  local 
activities  and  concerned  citizens. 

The  mission  is  to  "build  watershed-based  partnerships  to  better 
protect  our  state's  environmental  quality."  Seven  primary  program  elements 
include  water  quality,  water  quantity,  habitat,  open  space,  recreation, 
outreach  and  education,  and  local  capacity  building.

Schooner  Ernestina  &  City  Hall  Welcome  HM  Bark  ENDEAVOUR  to  New  Bedford 

D  ozens  of  Greater  New  Bedford  area  citizens  responded  to  the  call  for  Volunteer  Guides  when  the  HMBark 
Endeavour  put  in  to  their  historic  harbor,  August  28  through  September  6,  1998.  That  citizen  involvement  along  with 
sponsorship  by  Mayor  Fred  Kalisz  and  the  City  of  New  Bedford  enabled  a  spectacular  nine-day  stopover  in  this  historic 
port  of  call.  Schooner  Ernestina  hosted  the  visiting  ship  and  helped  facilitate  and  coordinate  the  myriad  details  for  the 
Endeavour 's  visit  at  State  Pier  thanks  to  funding  from  the  National  Park  Service  through  the  New  Bedford  Whaling 
National  Historical  Park. 

The  Endeavour,  a  full  scale  replica  of  Captain  James  Cook's  famous  ship  of  discovery,  visited  New  Bedford  as 
part  of  a  round-the-world  voyage.  The  vessel  was  open  for  tours  from  10am 
to  7pm  during  each  day  of  the  visit.  Volunteer  Guides  served  four  hour 
shifts  assisting  the  professional  crew  of  Endeavour  in  guiding  the  public 
through  the  vessel.  Each  Guide  attended  registration,  orientation  and  train- 
ing sessions  provided  by  the  Bark  Endeavour  Foundation  prior  to  the  ar- 
rival of  the  historic  replica  vessel.  These  sessions  were  held  at  the  North- 
east Maritime  Institute,  66  Spring  St.,  (formerly  the  YWCA  building).  New 
Bedford.  Northeast  Maritime  also  assisted  Schooner  Ernestina  staff  in  pro- 
viding shoreside  accommodations  for  Endeavour  personnel  while  in  New 
Bedford. 

Arriving  from  Boston  via  the  Cape  Cod  Canal,  Bark  Endeavour  was 
escorted  into  New  Bedford  harbor  by  Schooner  Ernestina  and  the  Larinda 
from  Onset.  A  formal  ceremony  of  welcome  was  presided  over  by  Schoo- 
ner Ernestina's  Executive  Director,  Gregg  Swanzey.  Mayor  Frederick  M. 
Kalisz,  Jr.  offered  words  of  welcome  along  with  the  Consul  General  of 
Australia  and  Capt.  Chris  Blake  of  the  Endeavour.  Visitation  aboard  HM 
Bark  Endeavour  ranged  from  200  to  400  people  each  day  throughout  the 
New  Bedford  visit. 

Endeavour  was  built  in  Australia  as  a  floating  museum.  She  is  a 
replica  of  Capt.  James  Cook's  ship  of  Pacific  Discovery  of  1768  to  1771. 
Sir  Joseph  Banks,  scientist,  astonished  Britain  with  the  exotic  animals 
and  plants  collected  during  the  voyage.  See  National  Geographic  No- 
vember 1996  article. 3€ 
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Ernestina  set  sail  from  New  Bedford  bound  to  Albany, 
NY  through  Long  Island  Sound  'round  the  Battery  and  up  the 
North  River  (local  name  for  the  Hudson  River)  during  late  Sep- 
tember and  early  October.  Enroute  she  passed  by  "Execution 
Rocks",  the  'Spuyten  Duyvil'  (Dutch  for  'spitting  devil")  and 
'Storm  King"!  She  passed  through  Hell  Gate",  the  'Horse  Race" 
and  'World's  End".  She  stopped  in  ports  along  the  way  making 
new  acquaintances  and  renewing  old  ones.  Two  very  special  stops 
were  New  Haven.  CT  and  Yonkers.  NY.

Serenaded  by  chantey  singers  and  guided  by  crew  members, 
dozens  of  eager  landlubbers  on  Monday  night  gamely  hauled  and 
pulled  on  the  weathered  ropes  of  the  liistoric  fishing  schooner 
Ernestina,  raising  its  sails  for 
an  old-fashioned  journey. 

Ernestina,  which  arrived  in 
New  Haven  Harbor  Sunday  af- 
ternoon, will  be  docked  here 
through  Friday.  Monday 's  pub- 
lic sail  was  such  a  success- 
drawing  70  happy  sailors-that 
a  second  night  has  been  added 
on  Wednesday. 

Nobody  was  more  content  to 
be  on  board  than  Richard 
Forsey  of  Clinton,  a  former 
captain  in  the  U.S.  Merchant 
Marine  whose  uncle,  Capt.  Bob 
Bartlett.  regularly  piloted  the 
schooner  to  the  Arctic  Circle. 

Forsey  recalled  climbing  all  over  the  vessel  when  he  was  seven 
and  his  uncle  had  it  docked  in  Nova  Scotia.  "I  haven 't  seen  it 
since  Newport  in  1982,  "  Forsey  said.  "It  looks  much  more  ship- 
shape now. " 

Ernestina's  visit  sparked  a  nautical  family  reunion,  as  nine 
members  of  the  Forsey  family  joined  the  outing.  Looking  up  at 
the  old  mast,  Forsey  said,  "It  's  sort  of  in  the  family. "

Of  the  50  or  so  people  who  came  to  see  the  Schooner  Ernestina 
sail  into  the  choppy  waters  of  New  Haven  Harbor  Sunday.  Jack 
Antunes  had  a  very  special  reason  to  be  there. 

About  80  years  ago,  his  grandparents  Joaquim  and  Ignacia 


Antunes  sailed  from  the  Cape  Verde  Islands  to  America  aboard  the  104- 
year-old  vessel  when  they  emigrated  to  America. 

The  couple  were  two  of  more  than  40,000 people  who  came  to  America 
from  the  islands  off  the  coast  of  Africa  between  I860  and  the  1960s  on  a 
trip  that  took  35  to  40  days,  according  to  the  ship 's  anthropologist  and 
maritime  historian,  Traudi  Coli. 

The  Antunes  family  settled  in  New  Bedford,  MA  and  Jack  Antunes 
came  to  New  Haven  about  28  years  ago.  He  is  a  retired  New  Haven 
police  officer. 

Sunday,  Antunes  brought  his  wife.  Yanna,  and  their  three  sons  John, 
11,  Justin,  3.  and  Sean,  5  months,  to  the  Long  Wharf  Pier  to  see  the  ship 
dock. 

"I  remember  my  grandmother  telling  me  stories  about  coming  over 
on  the  ship,  "  Antunes  said,  "and  wanted  to  see  it  because  it 's  a  part  of  my 
family's  history. " 

"It's  hard  to  imagine  they  crossed  the  ocean  in  it, "  Antunes  said.  "I 
know  I'd  be  scared.  "

Day  6:  Everyone  met  at 
State  Pier  in  New  Bedford  and 
boarded  together.  After 
stowing  gear  and  an  orientation 
session,  Emestina  motored  out 
of  port  across  Buzzards  Bay  to 
Quicks'  Hole.  Sail  was  set 
enroute  as  Emestina  continued 
on  for  Great  Round  Shoal 
Channel  northeast  of 
Nantucket.  The  daily  routine 
was  set  for  the  voyage 


100  Years  Ago  In  Emestina  History: 

In  November  1898,  Effie  M.  Morrissey  went 
adrift  from  John  F.  Wonson's  Gloucester, 
Massachusetts  Wharf  in  a  gale  together  with  the 
Meteor,  Margaurite  and  Bill  Franklin.  The  schooners 
went  ashore  in  Smith's  Cove.  The  Morrissey  was 
refloated  with  little  damage,  quickly  repaired  and 
sailed  on  to  Newfoundland  for  the  winter  herring 
season  under  Captain  John  Mclnnis. 


50  Years  Ago  in  Emestina  History: 

According  to  the  New  Bedford 
Standard-Times  October  1,  1948: 
Schooner  Arrives  at  Cape  Verde 

The  two-masted  Schooner  Effie  M. 
Morrissey  which  left  New  Bedford 
August  18  for  Cape  Verde  Islands 
and  Dakar  is  safe  in  the  islands 
after  a  34-day  voyage,  it  was 
learned  today. 

With  no  engine  and  only  sails  to 
provide  momentum,  the  100  foot 
schooner  had  a  peaceful  voyage. 

Mrs.  May  Mine  of  59  Kempton 
Street  said  she  received  a  wire  from 
Henrique  Mendes,  owner 's  agent 
aboard  the  vessel,  telling  her  of  the 
safe  arrival  of  the  vessel  which 
carries  70  tons  of  food  and  clothing 
for  island  residents. 

Mrs.  Mitte  said  the  Effie  would 
leave  the  islands  within  the  next 
week  or  two  for  New  Bedford 
carrying  cargo. 

Upon  reaching  the  islands,  Henrique  registered 
the  schooner  in  Cape  Verde,  changed  her  name  to 
Emestina  after  his  daughter  and  used  her  in  inter- 
island  trade  before  returning  to  Providence.  RI  later 
the  next  year. 


including  watch  standing,  plankton  tows,  otter  trawls  and 
chumming  for  sharks  and  fish.  "Evening  was  calm,  cool  and  moon- 
filled.  Moon  beams  stream  across  the  water,  following  the  boat:  a 
sight  to  be  remembered." 

Day  7:  "I  awakened  at  6:25  to  the  excited  'A  watch  crew  on 
deck  that  just  sighted  whales  and  dolphins."  As  Emestina  rounded 
Cape  Cod  bound  for  Stellwagen  Bank,  the  focus  was  on  the  many 

whale  sightings 
enroute.  The  plankton 
tow  pulled  in 
amphipods, 
ctenophores, 
copepods, 
radiolarians  and  even 
a  small  hydromedusa. 
Afternoon  classes  on 
navigation  and 
seabirds  were 
completed  before 
arrival  in  the 
anchorage  off 
Provincetown  for 
the  night. 

Day  8: 
Emestina  departed 
Provincetown  harbor 
after  a  full  morning 
exploring,  sampling 
and  recording  data 
gathered  from  the 

adjacent  beach  and  marsh  near  Woods  End.  The  most  pleasurable 
event  for  some  was  a  morning  swim  call  before  weighing  anchor 
for  several  stations  in  Cape  Cod  Bay.  By  late  evening,  Emestina 
was  passing  through  Cape  Cod  Canal.  "The  trip  through  Cape 
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Cod  Canal 
was  totally 
incredible!  A 
nearly  full 
moon,  flat 
calm,  scuttling 
clouds,  huge 
barges  and 
assorted 
craft. ..It  didn't 
seem 
E  r  n  e  s  t  i  n  a 
would  fit 
under  those 
bridges 
everyone  held 
their  breath!" 

Day  9: 
The  last  day 
on  Ernestina 

was  spent  collecting  specimens  and  data  for  Buzzards  Bay. 
"After  breakfast  and  'heads  and  soles'  duty,  we  split  into 
science  teams."  "Hopefully  our  work  will  come  to 
fruition. ...then  carry  to  our  classrooms."  "We  sailed  into 
New  Bedford  and  it  was  good  and  bad  to  be  back.  I  wanted 
to  learn  more,  more,  more,  yet  now  it  was  time  for  me  to 
move  on  and  develop  a  program  for  the  school." 

Day  10:  "We're  back  in  the  classroom  at  UMass 
Dartmouth  rushing  to  collate,  organize  and  present  our  findings.  More  striking  than  the  biomass  figures  and 
nitrate  counts  was  the  evident  camaraderie  that  had  grown  in  four  days  at  sea.  There  is  a  feeling  of  collegi- 
ality  between  teachers;  the  certain  knowledge  that  despite  the  recent  tide  of  slurs...  against  public  education, 
accusations  of  teacher  ignorance,...  we  had  grown.  We  had  proven  ourselves  professionals  with  our  hearts, 
our  minds,  our  knees  and  knuckles,  banged  heads,  self-discipline,  inner  strength  and  unflinching  cheerful- 
ness in  the  face  of  discomfort."  I?

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BARTLETT  BOYS  REUNITE 

-AFTER  MORE  THAN  FIFTY  YEARS- 


As  many  know.  Schooner  Emestina.  launched  as  the 
Effie  M.  Morrissey  in  1894.  is  currently  maintaining  a  full 
schedule  under  an  educational  mission  serving  thousands 

of  teachers  and  students  annually.  In  a   

previous  incarnation,  during  her  arctic 
expeditionary  period,  she  provided  young 
seafarers  with  inspiration  under  the 
command  of  Robert  A.  Bartlett. 

Capt.  Bartlett  skippered  the 
Morrissey  from  1925  until  his  death  in 
1 946.  completing  twenty  annual  northern 
expeditions.  On  each  voyage  the 
Morrissey  was  manned  by  his  professional 
crew  of  Newfoundlanders  along  with  a 
cadre  of  scientists  and  adventurers  for  an 
odyssey  to  the  edge  of  the  polar  region  (the 
1940  trip  reached  80  degrees  22  minutes 
north)  including  a  contingent  of 
enthusiastic  greenhands:  teenage  boys  who 
came  to  be  known  as  "Bartlett  Boys." 

On  July  6,  1998  there  was  a  reunion 
of  "Bartlett  Boys"  and  friends  in  New 
Bedford,  homeport  of  the  Schooner 
Ernestina  ex-Effie  M.  Morrissey.  Fred  Littleton,  for  many 
years  at  the  forefront  of  Ernestina  preservation  efforts  and 
ex-commissioner,  organized  the  gathering  through  the 
Massachusetts  Schooner  Ernestina  Commission. 

Those  who  showed  up  for  the  overnight  sail  out  to 
Marthas  Vineyard  included  Ed  Peary  &  Peggy  Stafford 
(1932).  grandson  of  Admiral  Robert  E.  Peary;  David  & 
Barbara  Nutt  (1937-1940).  scientist;  Gary  McClure  (1939) 
&  grandson  Jared  Bard;  Austen  Colgate  (1940);  George 
Hodge  (1940);  Jim  &  Marge  Pond  (1940);  John  Pitcairn 
(1940);  and  Fred  Littleton  ( 1940).  Also  attending  was  Bruce 
Simmons,  cousin  of  Capt.  Bartlett.  along  with  Laurie  &  Jeff 
Miller  traveling  from  Canada. 

Festivities  began  with   a  reception  and  dinner  at 


Queequeg's  Restaurant  atop  the  historic  Bourne  Counting 
House  on  the  New  Bedford  waterfront.  With  her  topmasts 
shining  in  the  glow  of  the  sunset  and  her  banner  flying  in 
the  summer  breeze.  Schooner  Ernestina  presided  over  a 
happy  scene  of  renewed  acquaintance  and  fond 
remembrance.  The  current  staff  of  Schooner  Ernestina  were 
on  hand  to  trade  stories  aboard  one  of  the  world's  most 
historic  operating  ships.  Toasts  were  raised  to  Capt.  Bartlett, 
who  so  many  times  saved  the  schooner  from  the  perils  of 
the  frozen  north;  and  to  Capt.  Henrique  Mendes.  who  refitted 
the  vessel  after  a  disastrous  fire  in  1948  and  put  her  into 
service  as  a  trans-Atlantic  Cape  Verdean  packet. 

Ernestina  lay  at  dockside  overnight  the  first  night  with 
most  aboard,  getting  underway  for  Vineyard  Haven  after  a 
reorientation  to  the  ship  operation.  A  light  southwesterly 
brought  the  ship  into  Vineyard  Sound,  heading  for  Packer 
Marine  dock  (also  known  as  Tisbury  Wharf)  and  alongside 
for  the  evening.  After  an  evening  fare  served  up  by  Laurie 
Weitzen,  ship's  steward,  all  stepped  ashore  for  a  walk  through 
town  for  ice  cream. 

As  night  fell  over  the  island,  the  "Bartlett  Boys"  retired 
to  their  bunks  without  fear  of  iceberg  or  arctic  blast  ~  often 
a  threat  during  the  Bartlett  expeditions  of  the  30's  and  40's. 

The  next  morning  after  a  tasty  breakfast  at 
the  Black  Dog  Tavern,  the  reunion  crew  set 
sail  for  a  pleasant  run  past  Tarpaulin  Cove, 
through  Quicks'  Hole  and  home  to  New 
Bedford. 

After  more  than  half  a  century  the 
hardy  gang  of  "Bartlett  Boys"  had  once  more 
sailed  Captain  Bob's  beloved  Tittle 
Morrissey'  back  into  port.  The  wake  of  the 
schooner,  trailing  back  into  the  most 
indelible  scenes  of  their  early  lives,  was  now 
a  few  miles  longer.  3€

Letter  from  the  Director 

Tuning  the  Rig:  Now,  there  is  an  old 
technique  that  is  used  mainly  on  sailing 
vessels.  When  the  bosun  goes  from  stays  to 
shrouds  and  back  again  adjusting  the  tension 
for  an  equal  strain  to  the  "standing"  rigging 
that  supports  the  masts,  he  or  she  plucks  the 
wire  with  a  sharp  pull  and  release.  Just  as  a  string  on  a  fine  violin 
vibrates  at  a  certain  rate,  so  too  the  rigging  of  the  ship.  -Equal 
vibration  with  equal  strain- 
Trie  stays  spread  the  strain  fore  and  aft;  the  shrouds 
distribute  it  athwartship  to  the  sides  of  the  hull;  the  masts  push 
down  on  top  of  the  keel.  When  we  set  sail  the  halyards  and  sheets 
send  the  forces  of  the  wind  through  the  sails  on  to  the  standing 
rigging  that  supports  the  masts.  Forces  do  not  end  at  the  deck  but 
are  transmitted  on  to  move  our  250  tons  through  the  water. 

The  stresses  on  the  rigging  of  a  sailing  vessel  must  be  kept 
in  balance  for,  if  they  were  not,  undue  strain  might  push  a 
component  past  its  limits.  Besides,  a  well  tuned  ship  sails  at  its 
best. 

We  look  forward  to  the  winter  for  "tuning"  Schooner 
Ernestina.  Education  staff  are  working  on  our  scope  and  sequence 
so  that  we  may  be  better  equipped  to  serve  public  schools  in 
implementing  the  Curriculum  Frameworks.  Programs  are 
expanding  ashore  to  include  after-school  programs  and  programs 
for  youth  so  we  can  better  serve  the  community.  Plans  are 
developing  for  public  programs  to  serve  a  wider  audience  and 
create  another  destination  as  part  of  the  New  Bedford  Whaling 
National  Historical  Park.  Even  our  web  site  is  getting  an  overhaul 
so  that  we  may  better  serve  our  cyber-audience  worldwide. 

Just  as  with  the  tuning  of  the  ship's  rig,  we  know  that  no 
single  problem  can  be  viewed  in  isolation.  And  the  remedy  is  to 
tune  all  the  rig.  It  is  a  natural  part  of  the  process  that  we  go  from 
stays  to  shrouds  and  back  again  as  we  fine  tune  our  ship.

Southeastern  Environmental  Education  Alliance 


Partnerships  are  paying  off  in  many 
areas:  Southeastern  Environmental  Education 
Alliance  (SEEAL)  is  implementing  an  array 
of  projects  in  the  Acushnet  and  Paskamanset 
watersheds  as  a  result  of  funding  from  the 
Massachusetts  Environmental  Trust  and  the  Watershed  Initiative  of  the  MA 
Executive  Office  of  Environmental  Affairs.  SEEAL  is  administered  through  the 
Community  Foundation  of  Southeastern  Massachusetts.  As  Carl  Ribeiro,  chair 
of  CFSM,  stated  at  a  recent  press  conference,  "SEEAL  sets  the  standard  by  which 
other  partnerships  and  collaboratives  are  judged."  Ernestina  has  a  dozen  dockside 
programs  and  daysails  in  April  and  May  as  part  of  this  collaboration.

Historical  Park,  once  again  pulled  together  a  proposal  for  the  third  year  of  Por- 
traits of  a  Port  Summer  Institute  for  teachers.  A  SEA  Connections  Summer  Insti- 
tute also  went  in  to  the  Department  of  Education  through  the  New  Bedford  Schools 
from  Lloyd  Center,  UMASS  Dartmouth  and  Schooner  Ernestina  through  the 
services  of  Pandion  Consulting.

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Seasonal  musings: 

With  105  years  and  hundreds  of  thousands  of  miles  of  water  under  her  keel  Ernestina  has  count- 
less stories  to  tell.  Each  season  tales  from  her  past  unfold  while  new  stories  are  created.  There 
seem  to  be  no  end  to  the  stories  told  as  a  sailing  season  progresses.  The  little  known  facts  found 
below  highlight  Ernestina's  new-found  past  as  well  as  the  1998  sailing  season 

❖  Captain  Robert  Bartlett,  Skipper  of  the  Effie  M.  Morrissey  from  1 926-1 946  was  the  first 
non-athlete  to  appear  on  the  cover  of  a  Wheaties  box.  He  was  50  years  old  in  1926! 

❖  In  1928  Ernestina  was  pulled  over  by  the  US  Coast  Guard  from  Wood's  Hole  while  on  a 
trip  from  Cape  Breton  to  City  Island,  NY  en  route  to  the  pacific. ..under  suspicion  of  rum 
running.  Of  course  there  was  no  rum  aboard  and  in  a  short  time  the  vessel  was  released. 

❖  Ernestina's  oldest  passenger  was  undoubtedly  Mrs.  Marie  Santos,  who  after  45  years  in 
New  Bedford  returned  to  her  native  Fogo,  Cape  Verde  Islands  aboard  the  schooner 
Ernestina  in  December  of  1 956  at  the  age  of  104. 

❖  It  ]S  possible  for  a  single  lobster  pot  to  anchor  the  250'ton  schooner  Ernestina  while 
under  full  sail  in  the  Gulf  of  Maine! 

❖  The  only  two  remaining  arctic  exploration  schooners  discovered  each  other  this  season 
on  Cape  Cod  Bay.  The  Ernestina  and  Bowdoin  have  both  logged  many  miles  in  arctic 
waters  on  voyages  of  exploration  and  discovery.  The  Bowdoin  is  also  now  used  as  an 
educational  vessel  with  Maine  Maritime  Academy.  The  meeting  of  the  schooners  was  a 
tribute  to  days  gone  by  and  to  the  future  of  each  vessel. 

❖  Captain  Amanda  Madeira  is  the  first  female  Captain  to  take  the  helm  of  the  Ernestina. 
She  is  also  the  first  woman  to  lodge  in  the  New  Bedford  Seaman's  Bethel! 

❖  While  doing  repairs  on  Ernestina's  hull,  it  takes  ships  carpenters  longer  to  remove  a  hull 
plank  than  to  put  a  new  one  on.  The  planks  used  on  Ernestina's  hull  are  white  oak  and 
southern  yellow  "hard"  pine.  Each  plank  is  roughly  3  inches  thick,  12  inches  wide,  and  30 
feet  long.  At  6  pounds  per  board  foot,  each  plank  weighs  approximately  540  pounds. 
Multiplying  540  pounds  per  plank  by  250  planks  means  that  Ernestina's  outer  hull  alone 
weighs  135,000  pounds! 

❖  Battling  sea  monsters  may  be  the  only  way  to  pile  more  fame  on  our  heralded  ship.  This 
season  Ernestina's  supremacy  of  the  seas  was  challenged  by  the  dreaded  Salps  of 
Gloucester  harbor.  During  one  weekend  in  Gloucester  these  creatures  managed  to  mass 
in  sufficient  number  to  overwhelm  and  clog  Ernestina's  sea  water  systems  and  make  the 
waters  of  Gloucester  harbor  look  like  thick  iridescent  soup.  Fortunately  the  ship  and  her 
crew  prevailed  against  the  hordes  and  finished  her  season  in  fine  fashion! 

❖  Leon  Poindexter,  ship's  carpenter,  has  weekly  conversations  with  Robert  Bartlett!  They 
generally  converse  about  cutting  lumber  for  use  in  the  shipbuilding  industry.  Robert, 
incidently  cut  several  timbers  for  Ernestina  in  1998.  Suuurrrreee,  Leon,  we  believe  you.3€

50  Years  Ago  in  Ernestina  History 

According  to  the  New  Bedford  Standard-Times  on  August 
8,  1949: 

Cape  Verdean  Packet  Comes  to  Provi- 
dence The  Schooner  Effie  M.  Morrissey 
came  into  port  this  weekend,  nearly  a  year 
after  she  had  left  New  Bedford,  MA  for  the 
Cape  Verdean  Islands  with  a  cargo  of 
clothing  and  food  for  island  residents. 

Things  have  changed  in  that  year.  The  Effie 
is  now  the  Ernestina.  Her  name  was 
changed  while  she  carried  on  inter-island 
trade  through  the  Winter  and  Spring. 

The  Ernestina,  owned  by  Henrique  Mendes 
of  59  Kempton  Street,  New  Bedford  and  the 
Cape  Verde  Islands  left  Dakar  about  55  days 
ago.  Aboard  when  she  docked  here  at  State 
Pier  were  five  passengers  for  the  islands  who 
claim  U.S.  citizenship.  A  cargo  of  tobacco, 
12  casks  of  it,  is  also  aboard  the  two-masted 
vessel. 

The  Ernestina  was  fitted  for  the  packet  trade 
last  Summer.  The  auxiliary  was  removed  and 
the  vessel  travels  only  by  sail.  3€ 

25  Years  Ago  in  Ernestina  History: 

In  1972,  Alberto  Lopes  spent  807,500  escudos  repair- 
ing the  bottom  of  Ernestina.  A  great  deal  of  her  frames,  keel 
sections  and  hull  timbers  were  renewed,  and  the  hull  sheathed 
with  aluminum  sheeting  below  the  waterline.  On  April  6, 
1972  he  set  sail  for  Fogo,  but  ran  into  a  dangerous  fog.  He 
lost  his  bearings  and  tacked  back  and  forth  looking  for  the 
lighthouse  of  Fogo  which  was  frequently  out  of  operation. 
The  sea  was  extremely  rough  and  when  he  finally  spotted 
Brava,  he  was  unable  to  enter  the  harbor  of  Fuma.  He  reached 
Vale  dos  Cavaleiros  (Fogo)  with  a  great  deal  of  difficulty. 
He  tried  to  return  to  Sao  Vicente  but  again  there  was  reduced 
visibility  and  in  the  high  winds  he  dared  only  to  keep  one 
sail  up.  He  ran  out  of  fuel  and  was  drifting  southwest  in  the 


strong  current.  Finally,  the  ship,  Fogo,  spotted  the  Ernestina  and 
brought  sufficient  fuel  to  continue  on  to  Sao  Vicente. 

Alberto  Lizardo  then  took  over  as  master  of  the  vessel.  The 
Ernestina  continued  to  sail  until  1974.  According  to  several  ma- 
rine surveyors  who  viewed  her,  she  was  "in  good  condition"  and 
"well  fitted  out  for  trading  between  the  islands  of  the  Cape  Verde 
group."  However,  her  sails  and  rigging  were  in  poor  condition  and 
there  was  still  a  pernicious  leak  around  the  propeller  shaft. 

When  Alberto  Lopes  acquired  a  freighter  and  the  colonial 
government  had  purchased  several  vessels,  the  Ernestina  began  to 
be  used  less  and  less.  Her  usefulness  as  an  inter-island  packet  ship 
was  finished. 


In  the  late  nineteen  sixties  interest  arose  in  the  United  States 
to  save  the  historic  vessel.  Henrique  Mendes  had  always  hoped 
the  vessel  would  return  once  more  to  the  United  States  and  retire 
with  honor  in  the  land  of  her  birth.  Approaches  were  made  to  ac- 
quire her  for  the  South  Street  Seaport  Museum  in  New  York  and 
later  for  Bartlett  Exploration  Association  of  Philadelphia.  Harry 
Dugan  and  the  Exploration  Association  of  Philadelphia  made  sev- 
eral offers  to  buy  the  ship  from  Alberto  Lopes  in  1972,  1975  and 
1976.  3€

'The  Odyssey  of  the  Brava  Packet,  Ernestina' 


The  Schooner  Ernestina  Commission  has  received  a  grant  from  the  Massa- 
chusetts Cultural  Council,  via  the  New  Bedford  Local  Cultural  Council,  to 
develop  and  print  a  survey  of  the  recent  history  of  the  ship  from  Cape  Verdean 
Packet  through  today,  as  official  vessel  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

On-site  fact-finding,  off-site  research  and  interviews  have  been  conducted 
to  gather  information  and  photographic  evidence  to  create  a  timeline  and  narra- 
tive with  photographic  documentation  describing  the  years  between  1947  and 
1999  in  the  history  of  Schooner  Ernestina.  A  booklet  will  be  published  that  con- 
centrates on  Schooner  Ernestina's  years  as  a  Brava  packet  through  the  present 
day,  including  her  reconstruction  in  Cape  Verde,  gifting  to  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  and  restoration.  This  information  will  be  incorporated  into  the 
history  section  of  Schooner  Ernestina's  web  site  at  http://www.ernestina.org/ 

Several  key  individuals  have  been  contacted  for  the  research  including 
experts  in  Cape  Verdean  packet  trade,  a  United  Nations  representative,  primary 
historical  sources,  non-profit  organizational  members  active  during  the  acquisi- 
tion, gifting  and  restoration  and  original  Commission  members  of  the  Schooner 
Ernestina  Commission. 

The  principal  investigator  is  Waltraud  Coli,  who  has  gathered  relevant 
information  on  related  subjects  for  approximately  10  years.  Traudi  holds  a  gradu- 
ate degree  from  Rhode  Island  College's  African  and  Afro-American  Studies 
Program  where  she  studied  the  history  and  culture  of  the  Cape  Verde  Islands  with 
a  special  interest  in  the  sailing  packet  trade. 

Dr.  Laura  Pires-Hester  has  extensive  experience  as  educator  and  researcher 
including  her  dissertation:  A  Study  of  Cape  Verdean- American  Ethnic  Develop- 
ment: The  Emergence  of  Bilateral  Diaspora  Ethnicity  and  its  Impact  in  a  South- 
eastern New  England  Locality  (1994)  and  was  the  National  Chairperson  of  Friends 
of  Ernestina/Morrissey,  1976-1983. 

Michael  Platzer  has  traveled  extensively  in  Africa  as  program  officer  at  the 
United  Nations  and  was  program  director  for  the  effort  to  restore  the  Ernestina  in 
the  late  1970's. 

Joli  Gonsalves,  who  recently  passed  away,  is  founder  of  the  Cape  Verdean 
Cultural  Center,  established  to  encourage  awareness  of  ethnic  values  and  install  a 
sense  of  continuity,  worth  and  self-image  in  the  Cape  Verdean  community  in 
New  Bedford.  3€

Letter  from  the  Director 

Here  at  Ernestina  we  are  bracing  for 

a  great  year....  Bracing  is  what  the  crew  do 
when  they  haul  and  ease  braces,  the  lines 
controlling  the  ends  of  the  yards  on  square 
rigged  ships.  The  yards  are  wooden  spars 
that  suspend  the  sails  to  the  wind.  As  they 
are  braced,  square  sails  are  oriented  for  more 
drive.  Today  we  are  "bracing'  to  a  stiff  following  breeze! 

We  are  in  the  midst  of  identifying  office  and  museum 
space  in  the  historic  district  across  Route  18  in  the  New  Bedford 
Whaling  National  Historical  Park  that  will  help  raise  the 
attractive  places  to  visit  in  New  Bedford  to  'critical  mass.' 
We  will  burst  out  of  current  office  in  a  trailer  on  the  pier  and 
become  a  destination. 

During  the  past  several  months  the  New  Bedford  Harbor 
Master  Plan  has  been  released  with  a  five  year  goal  of  creating  a 
center  for  the  schooner's  water-dependent  education  programs 
on  the  southwest  comer"  of  State  Pier.  We  will  go  to  work  w  ith 
our  partners  on  the  most  effective  ways  to  collaborate  and  link 
New  Bedford  with  its  harbor.  We  believe  this  is  one  of  the  most 
important  components  currently  missing  that  would  connect  the 
National  Park  with  the  working  waterfront. 

We  recently  received  news  from  Representative  Tony 
Cabral's  office  that  the  Ernestina  line  in  the  State  Budget  would 
be  S200.000  this  year  in  response  to  our  growth  in  both  pro- 
grams and  level  of  private  funds  the  ship  is  now  able  to  attract.

Senator  Mark  Montigny,  Chair  of  the  Senate  Ways  and 
Means  Committee,  is  leading  the  Senate  Budget  process  this 
May.  The  Senator  has  been  a  strong  advocate  for  the  schooner 
during  her  recent  years  of  growth.

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Ernestina  Sails  by  her  Mission 

On  the  basis  of  our  last  Commission  meeting  and  a  Commission-lead 

initiative  for  development  of  the  organization,  we  have  identified  a  multi-faceted 
strategy  to  get  at  some  of  the  core  values  important  to  Schooner  Ernestina  and  her 
mission. 

Ernestina  has  already  made  important  strides  in  the  area  of  diversity  education 
in  the  range  of  its  program  offerings  to  young  people  (both  the  able  bodied  and  the 
physically  challenged),  adults  who  serve  young  people,  and  the  elderly  -  not  to 
mention  the  inclusion  of  women  in  important  positions  on  board  ship  and  ashore. 

The  purpose  of  the  this  initiative  in  its  first  phase  is  to  improve  the 
representation  of  minorities  on  staff,  particularly  Cape  Verdean  Americans  and 
other  persons  of  color,  and  also  provide  training  for  staff  and  the  ship's  crew.  The 
aims  are  to  1 )  create  a  welcoming  and  sustaining  environment  for  diversity  on  the 
staff.  2)  to  provide  on-board  educators  (the  entire  crew)  with  the  skills  and 
knowledge  they  need  to  become  more  expert  in  the  delivery  of  educational 
programs  for  diverse  populations,  and  3)  have  two  interns  in  place  by  summertime. 
Other  elements  of  an  overall  strategy  will  be  implemented  as  we  develop  new 
facilities  and  other  opportunities  arise. 

At  this  stage,  diversity  is  broadly  defined  to  include  issues  of  difference  in 
race,  class,  culture,  physical  ability,  gender,  and  sexual  orientation.  Ultimately, 
the  Ernestina  strives  for  a  leadership  position  in  the  area  of  diversity  education  to 
match  her  proud  history  of  multinational  and  multicultural  history. 

Between  now  and  mid-July,  there  will  be  four  professional  development 
events  involving  the  whole  staff  that  will  launch  the  initiative: 

Day  1 :  Communications,  Team  Building  and  Organizational  Issues 
Day  2:  Teaching  Techniques  for  the  Physically  Challenged 
Day  3:  Diversity  Training 

Day  4:  Cape  Verdean  Identity  and  the  Pedagogy  of  Multiculturalism 

The  four  programs  will  emphasize  three  domains  of  learning:  knowledge 
and  understanding;  teaching  techniques  and  lesson  planning;  and  strategies  for 
relationship  building.

Spring  has  come  to  the  good 

ship  Ernestina.  We've  been  hard  at 
work  even  before  a  single  dock  line  has 
been  cast  off.  Our  dockside  program. 
Working  on  the  Water,  brought  hundreds 
of  4lh  grade  students  from  the  New 
Bedford  Public  Schools  and  several  area 
parochial  and  independent  schools  to  the 
ship  and  the  New  Bedford  Whaling 
Museum  thanks  to  funding  from  the 
Island  Foundation  again  this  year.  Our 
friends  from  the  Boy  Scout  Troop  52 
have  been  lending  their  muscle  and 
good  nature  to  several  workdays.  The 
4-H  Club  has  been  diligently  preparing 
their  models.  Finally,  Mayor  Kalisz's 
After  School  Program,  which  runs  in 
New  Bedford's  three  junior  high 
schools,  is  the  newest  group  to  join  in 
our  ever-expanding  community  of 
learners. 

Working  on  the  Water  began  with 
a  teacher's  workshop  that  was  held  mid- 
March.  We  saw  old  friends  there  and 
met  several  new  4th  grade  teachers.  Tom 
Goux  and  Polly  Zajac  visited  many  of 
the  schools  for  a  pre-visit  information 
session.  The  students  greeted  them  with 
lots  of  enthusiasm  and  excitement  for 
their  trip  to  the 
schooner  and  the 
New  Bedford 
Whaling 
Museum.  From 
the  end  of  March 
to  the  last  day  of 
April,  over  30 
classes  came 
aboard  to  learn 
and  compare  the 
technologies  of 
fishing  in  the  late 
1800's  and 
whaling  in  the 
mid  1 800's.  A  huge  thanks  goes  out  to 
Paul  Anthony,  Les  Martin,  and  Mary 
Walsh,  Volunteer  Instructors,  for  all  the 
time  they  gave  to  make  this  round  of 
Working  on  the  Water  such  a  success! 

When  you  need  a  hand  to  get  a 
big  job  done,  who  do  you  call?  The 
answer  is  Troop  52.  Leader  Don  Ryle 
and  his  scouts  arrived  at  the  State  Pier 


on  a  Saturday  morning  to  help  the  crew 
refit  the  Ernestina  for  this  sailing 
season.  They  helped  move  deck  boxes, 
life  jackets,  endless  feet  of  line,  and 
other  essential  equipment  out  of 
storage.  Chief  Mate  Sophie  Morse,  had 
highest  praises  for  the  quality  and  effort 
of  their  work.  But  their  helping  hand 
didn't  end  there.  When  notice  was 
received  that  the  top  floor  of  our 
storage  area  needed  to  be  emptied,  the 
troop  came  to  offer  their  "sweat  equity" 
during  the  final  day  of  their  April 
school  vacation.  It  poured  all  afternoon 
but  their  spirits  were  not  dampened. 
Many  pallets  were  loaded  and  moved 
and  Joe  became  an  authority  at 
operating  the  freight  elevator.  Gregg 
Swanzey  displayed  one  of  his  hidden 
talents.  He's  an  expert  forklift  driver! 
The  Boy  Scouts  returned  for  Maritime 
Heritage  Day,  helping  visitors  board 
and  leave  the  ship  safely. 

The  Friday  4-H 
Club  hit  the  road  to 
Woods  Hole  on  Saturday, 
April  17th  for  the  Woods 
Hole  Model  Boat  Show. 
They  demonstrated  their 
model  building  skills  to 
the  experts,  took  in  many 
of  the  exhibits,  and  guided 
visitors  through  105  years  of  Ernestina 
history,  sharing  lots  of  information 
about  the  schooner's  educational 
programs.  Many  of  the  people 
who  stopped  by  the  exhibit  where 
thoroughly  impressed  with  their 
knowledge  and  skills.  This  year's 
4-H  Ernestina  models  are  nearing 
completion.  The  hulls  are 
painted  and  the  decks  are  laid. 
They'll  be  stepping  the  masts 
and  fitting  out  the  rig  in  the 
upcoming  weeks. 

In    February,  New 
Bedford  Mayor  Frederick  S. 
Kalisz  authorized  the  start  of 
an  after  school  program  in  each  of  the 
city's  junior  high 
schools.  Schooner 
Emestina  staffers  are 
providing  one  of  these 
16-week  programs. 
Ernestina  educators 
visit   each   of  the 
schools,  Normandin, 


Roosevelt,  and  Keith,  once  a  week  for  a 
2-hour  session.  The  emphasis  of  the 
program  is  on  team  building,  goal  setting, 
and  decision  making  with  focus  on 
maritime  skills  and  ship  model  building. 

The  Normandin  Junior  High  group 
visited  Kelley's  Ship  Yard  for  an 
afternoon  of  rowing  in  the  New  Bedford 
Rowing  Club's  whaleboat.  There  were 
stiff  winds,  but  some  strong  backs  pulled 
through  an  incoming  tide!  The  kids  of 
Roosevelt  Junior  High  visited  the 
Ernestina  and,  with  Ernestina  staff, 
launched  a  dory  and  went  for  an 
adventuresome  row  in  the  harbor. 
Shayna,  Devin,  and  Brian  turned  out  to 
be  quite  a  team.  They  were  able  to  row 
under  the  Fairhaven  Bridge  while  it 
opened  and  watch  a  tugboat  pass 
through.  It  was  very  exciting!  The 
students  from  Keith  Junior  High  came 
to  the  ship  on  a  day  that  had  heavy  gusts 
of  wind  ~  so  they  visited  the  Coast  Guard 
Cutter  Tahoma  and 
were  given  a  complete 
tour  of  the  ship.  They 
will  get  their  rowing 
activity  in  at  the  end  of 
the  month.  All  the 
groups  came  together 
to  visit  Schooner 
Ernestina  on  May  4th. 
There  was  a  complete  afternoon  of 
onboard  activities,  including  the 
schooner's  history,  knot  tying,  and 
navigation  skills.  Some  adventurous 
souls  even  climbed  the  rigging  under  the 
supervision  of  Ernestina  professional 
crew. 

All  these  students  are  also 
individually 
working  on  ship 
models.  They 
have  cut  out 
their  own  foam 
core  keels  and 
ribs  and  are  now 
in  the  process 
forming  the  hulls  out  of  paper  mache.

Robert  A.  Bartlett 
in  1925.  75  years  ago  in  1924,  the  Effie  M.  Morrissey  was  laying 
neglected  in  Halifax  Harbor.

50  Years  Ago  in  Ernestina  History  

Ernestina  left  Brava  on  May  14,  1949  and  stopped  at 
Fogo  and  Praia  before  going  to  Dakar.  During  the  trans- 
Atlantic  crossing,  they  encountered  five  days  of  rough 
weather  which  kept  the  crew  so  busy  manning  the  pumps, 
they  dared  not  sleep.  The  voyage  from  Dakar  to  Providence 
took  54  days.  Finally  on  August  8,  the  Ernestina  arrived  in 
Providence  and  anchored  off  the  State  Pier.  Immigration 
officials  ordered  the  passengers  to  remain  aboard  until  their 
claims  to  U.S.  citizenship  were  investigated.  One  man, 
Manuel  Canto,  insisted  he  was  an  American  citizen,  although 
he  had  left  the  United  States  thirty-three  years  before;  another 
was  returning  to  Cleveland,  Ohio  after  a  long  visit  to  his  native 
Fogo.  He  would  have  come  back  sooner  had  he  been  able  to 
get  an  earlier  passage,  he  said.  3€

Approaches  were  made  to  acquire  her  for  the  South  Street 
Seaport  Museum  in  New  York  and  later  for  Bartlett 
Exploration  Association  of  Philadelphia.  Harry  Dugan  and 
the  Exploration  Association  of  Philadelphia  made  several 
offers  to  buy  the  ship  from  Alberto  Lopes  in  1972,  1975  and

Another  after-school  program  we  are  excited  about  will 
involve  students  in  constructing  two  floats  for  the  Cape  Verdean 
Recognition  Day  Parade  in  July  2000.

IBM  &  Lotus  Development  Grant  Links 
 Ernestina  into  the  Classroom  

The  Schooner  Ernestina  Commission  has  just  received  word  that  IBM  and  Lotus  Development  have  granted  our 

request  for  funds  in  the  amount  of  $21,142  to  install  hardware  and  software  on  the  ship  and  develop  a  two-way  interactive 
cyber-network  linked  to  classrooms  ashore  for  educational  use. 

The  project  will.... 

❖  Establish  an  on-line  environment  that  provides  teachers  with  useful  tools  for  stimulating 
student  learning  and  students  with  engaging  information  source. 

❖  Develop  a  program  design  serving  high  school  students  as  they  explore  the  coastal 
environment  while  mentoring  middle  school  students  ashore  through  an  on-iine  network. 

❖  Develop  a  shore-based  program  design  serving  middle  school  students  as  they  interact  with 
high  school  students  aboard  ship. 

❖  Host  two  day  institutes  for  teachers  designed  to  introduce  them  to  Schooner  Ernestina's  on- 
line resources  and  encourage  appropriate  classroom  activities. 

❖  Implement  the  program  model  in  other  school  districts  served  by  Schooner  Ernestina. 
Schooner  Ernestina  normally  serves  up  to  ten  school  districts  with  five-day  coastal 
experiences  during  the  sailing  season  from  May  through  October.  The  goal  will  be  to  commit 
five  schools  to  an  interactive  program  with  paired  shore-based  student  groups  by  the  third 
year. 

Some  of  the  features  that  will  be  available  on-line  will  include.... 

❖  a  bulletin  boards  for  special  topics; 

❖  an  on-line  gallery  and  ship  logbook  of  student  activities; 

❖  data  and  information  directly  from  the  ship  on  the  coastal  waters 
of  New  England  including  position,  water  quality  data  and  visual  imagery; 

❖  an  on-line  discussion  room  for  participating  students 

A  core  team  consisting  of  Gregg  Swanzey,  executive  director  and  Andrea  Parrish.  education  director  of  the  Ernestina, 
Thomas  Ehbrecht.  consultant  for  educational  projects  for  Lotus  Development,  Thomas  Rowen,  representing  Bell  Atlantic 
and  past  president  of  the  Telephone  Pioneers  and  Dave  Senecal,  teacher  for  Tyngsboro  High  School  and  Concord-based 
Virtual  High  School  will  design,  install,  evaluate  and  upgrade  the  components  of  Schooner  Ernestina's  on-line  network. 

Hardware  installation  will  include  two  networked  laptop  computers  onboard  the  ship  along  with  multi-parameter 
water  monitoring  equipment  and  Global  Positioning  System  (GPS)  with  appropriate  interfacing.  A  next  step  will  include 
software  installation  and  programming  for  smooth  articulation  of  on-board  information  and  periodic  uploading  to  Ernestina 
and  participating  school  websites. 

A  multi-parameter  water  quality  unit  to  be  installed  will  include  probes  for  temperature,  pH,  dissolved  oxygen  and 
conductivity.  A  GPS  system  to  be  installed  will  be  interfaced  with  a  CD-ROM  based  chart  kit  for  position  and  geographic 
location.  Other  data  will  be  available  as  recorded  by  students  such  as  wind  speed  and  direction,  air  temperature  and  barometric 
pressure. 

Two  Tyngsboro  classes  will  pilot  test  a  special  use  of  the  system  through  a  five-day  program  with  tenth  grade  high 
school  students  aboard  periodically  linked  to  specific  sixth  grade  classes  who  will  be  following  the  voyage  from  ashore 
through  a  two-way  dialogue  and  exchange.  The  pilot  program  involving  classes  from  Tyngsboro  High  School  will  test 
active  components  of  the  network.  Dave  Senecal,  a  teacher  at  the  school,  will  specify  particular  features  of  the  site  and  then 
lead  a  five  day  experience  aboard  the  Schooner  Ernestina  in  coastal  New  England  waters  in  Spring  2000  while  utilizing  links 
between  students  aboard  and  ashore.  Tyngsboro  High  School  is  a  participating  Virtual  High  School  site.

expansion  of  our  internship  program  as  a  key  action  item  for  connecting  with  the 
community  and  diversifying  the  Schooner  Ernestina.  Committee  members  John 
Braman,  Carol  Pimentel,  Bettina  Borders,  Toni  DePina,  Maria  Fortes  and  staffers 
Andrea  Parrish  and  Gregg  Swanzey  met  earlier  this  year  and  produced  a  plan 
outlined  in  the  last  edition  of  our  "Log  of  a  Record  Run"  newsletter.  This  is  an 
update  of  the  progress  set  in  motion  by  that  committee  and  marks  an  expansion  of 
our  internship  program  with  both  shipboard  and  New  Bedford-based  programs. 

HOMEPORT  INTERNS: 

Three  New  Bedford  High  School  students  with  historical/cultural 
connections  to  the  ship  came  on  the  schooner  operations  staff  during  the  summer 
vacation,  involving  them  in  the  day-to-day  challenges  of  the  busy  Ernestina 
schedule.

SEEAL's  Year  2000 
Proposal  Pending 

SeEAL  members  have  been 

meeting  frequently  since  July  1999  to 
assemble  a  proposal  comprised  of 
twenty-four  tasks  that  will  significantly 
expand  SEEAL's  area  of  operation  to 
include  sub-watersheds  from  Wareham 
to  Fall  River.  Priorities  in  the  Taunton. 
Westport,  Acushnet,  Mattapoisett, 
Sippican,  Agawam,  Wareham  and  other 
rivers  are  addressed  in  the  proposal. 

The  combined  direct  impact  of 
proposed  projects  and  programs 
includes  service  to  (3,180)  elementary 
and  middle  school  children  and  (415) 
high  school  students  from  Fall  River, 
New  Bedford,  Marion,  Onset  and  other 
communities  of  the  region.  In  addition, 
a  program  will  be  provided  for  (86) 
teachers  and  their  students  and  (20) 
teachers  will  participate  in  a  ten  day 
Summer  Institute  for  Teachers  featuring 
local  watersheds  and  organizations. 
Two  trail  guides  will  be  produced  for 
new  trails  at  Camp  Cachalot  in  Carver 
and  at  the  Head  of  Westport.  Over 
15,000  educational  brochures  and 
guides  will  be  produced  for  the  general 
public  including  a  River  Dweller's 
Guide  for  action  to  protect  our  water 
resources  and  a  brochure  about  the 
Westport  River  Watershed  Council,  a 
model  approach  to  watershed  planning.

Bedford.  The  fourth  grade  program.  Working  on  the  Water,  entered  its  sixth  year  this  fall  thanks  to  funding  from  the  Island 
Foundation  of  Marion.  MA.  Over  360  grade  four  students  from  the  New  Bedford  Public  Schools  and  area  private  schools 
visited  the  schooner  and  the  New  Bedford  Whaling  Museum.

We  were 
especially  pleased  to  welcome  students  from  the  Jireh  Swift  School  in 
the  city's  North  End  during  their  first  visit  to  Ernestina.  Teachers 
involved  with  the  program  have  provided  terrific  feedback.  Parting 
comments  include:

A  contemporary  portrait  of  Captain  Henrique  Mendes 
was  on  display  as  well.  Drawings  of  the  Ernestina  by  children 
from  St.  Joseph's  and  East  Fairhaven  Elementary  Schools 
were  also  on  display  in  the  front  lobby. 

At  4:30pm.  a  festive  parade  stepped  off  from  the  office 
and  museum  and  made  its  way  to  Tonnessen  Park  on  State 
Pier  where  the  Ernestina  is  docked.  The 
parade  featured  Vinnie  Lovegrove  and  the 
Miracle  Fish  Puppet  Theater,  the  Ernestina 
Chanteymen  and  Besh.  Late  afternoon 
traffic  on  Route  1 8  slowed  noticeably  as 
the  procession  passed  over  highway  on  the 
pedestrian  overpass.  Once  onboard 
Schooner  Ernestina,  the  revelers  were 
addressed  by  King  Neptune  himself.

Laurie  and  Sophie  have  combined  efforts  to  produce  a  recipe  for  fish 
chowder  that's  sure  to  please  every  time.  Visitors  attending  the  November 
ll,h  AHA!  gave  it  rave  reviews.  Serves  8-10. 

Naushon  Fish  Chowder 

2  medium  onions  -  diced 

6  large  potatoes  -  chopped 
4  T  butter 
4  T  olive  oil 

3  T  garlic 

3  large  stalks  of  celery 
3T  of  powdered  vegetable  or  fish  stock 
2-3  pounds  of  fresh  white  fish,  chopped 
1  pound  of  mussels,  cooked  w/  shells  removed 

In  frying  pan.  saute  onion,  garlic  and  stock  in  1/2  butter  and  1/2  olive 
oil  until  tender.  Put  in  stock  pot.  Saute  potatoes  in  remaining  butter  and 
olive  oil  until  soft  on  outside.  Add  to  onion  mixture.  Add  fish  and  enough 
water  to  cover  ingredients.  Bring  to  boil.  Reduce  heat  to  simmer. 

In  separate  pot,  steam  mussels  until  done.  Add  mussels  and  water  to 
chowder.  Cook  until  all  ingredients  are  cooked  through.  Add  salt  and  pepper 
to  taste.

Tonnessen  Park  in  New  Bedford 
Harbor  is  one  of  the  finer  berths  the  ship 
has  seen  in  her  broad  career  and 
Ernestina's  new  office/museum  is  fast  becoming  a  warm,  active 
place  on  Water  Street. 

It  goes  well...  we  wonder  even  so:  How  can  we  secure 
this  ship,  her  heritage  and  ongoing  capacity  for  programs  that 
install  a  legacy  for  people  who  find  powerful  connections  in  her 
story  or  in  direct  experience?

What  do  Palmer's  Island,  water 

density,  and  topographic  maps  have  to 
do  with  each  other?  Sixteen  6th  grade 
students  from  Ashley  and  Kempton 
Schools  in  New  Bedford  could  tell  you! 

Schooner  Ernestina  received  a 
grant  from  the  City  of  New  Bedford  to 
provide  a  vacation  program  for  6lh 
graders.   A  program  focused  on  the 


Acushnet  River  watershed  was 
designed.  Polly  Zajac  and  Tom  Goux 
visited  students  at  their  schools  in 
February  to  introduce  the  program. 
Students  interested  in  attending  wrote 
essays  and  got  approval  from  their 
teachers.  Students  and  parents  met  prior 
to  the  week  to  discuss  the  schedule  of 
the  week  and  try  some  environmental 
problem  solving  with  a  Project  WET 
activity  called  "A  Grave  Mistake." 

The  week  began  with  a  row  to 
Palmer's  Island  for  a  beach  clean  up. 
With  the  help  of  Lucy  Iannotti  and  Dave 
Prentiss  of  the  Whaling  City  Rowing 
Club,  three  boats  made  their  way  across 


New  Bedford  Harbor  and  landed  on 
Palmer's  Island.  Altera  picnic  lunch, 
students  got  right  to  work  with  their 
clean-up  efforts.  There  was  an 
incredible  amount  and  variety  of 
debris  that  had  washed  up  onto  the 
island  -  fishing  gear,  plastic  tubs  and 
crates  of  all  sizes.  Styrofoam  cups 
and  containers  from  a  variety  of 
restaurants  and  doughnut  shops, 
shoes  (we  actually  found  a  matching 
pair),  tires,  and  unfortunately,  a 
headless  seal!  All  together  the 
students  removed  well  over  500  pounds 
of  trash  from  the  island.  The  New 
England  Aquarium  was  called  in  to 
examine  the  seal,  which  was  taken  to 
the  aquarium  for  an  autopsy. 

The  next  two  days  were  filled 
with  lots  of  RAIN  and  indoor 
experiments.  The  group  gathered  data  | 
about  the  adhesion,  cohesion,  and 
density  of  water.  They  also  became 
stars  of  the  small  screen  when  a 
reporter  from  Media  One  interviewed 
several  students  and  filmed  their 
experiments  for  a  spot  on  the  local 
news.  They  also  did  a  simulation 
dealing  with  the  development  of 
wetlands.  Each  group  took  the  role  of 
a  different  special  interest  group  giving 
their  land  development  layout  and 
reasons  for  the  design.  Heavy  debate 
went  on  for  an  hour!    One  of  the 
students,  Kristen  Booker,  said  she  is 
facing  the  exact  problems  in  her 
neighborhood,  which  abut  wetlands  that 
are  needed  for  an  expansion  of  the 
municipal  airport. 

When  the  weather  broke  on 
Thursday,  the  students  explored  the 
hurricane  barrier  of  the  New  Bedford 
Harbor  and  traveled  down  53.2  feet 
below  the  surface  of  the  water- to  cross 
over  onto  the  Fairhaven  side  of  the 
barrier.  The  second  phase  of  the  day 
brought  them  to  the  three-year  old 
wastewater  treatment  plant  at  Fort 
Rodman  in  New  Bedford.  The  plant 
recycles  an  amazing  2  million  gallons 
of  water  an  hour  and  sends  5 1 5  tons  of 
solid  waste  off-site  every  month.  The 
effluent  water  released  from  the  plant 
has  helped  to  restore  cleaner  and  safer 
waters  to  Buzzards  Bay. 

Friday  brought  predictions  of 


heavy  downpours  but  luck  was  with  the 
kids  again  as  they  set  off  to  the  origins 
of  the  Acushnet  River  to  observe  the 
flora  and  fauna  along  the  river  banks 
and  test  the  water  for  salinity,  dissolved 
oxygen,  nitrogen,  and  temperature.

They  visited  several  locations  moving 
downstream  until  returning  to  the 
harbor.  Due  to  their  continued  effort, 
the  students  were  also  able  to  complete 
an  8-foot  3-D  topographic  map  of  the 
Acushnet  River.  It  will  be  on  display  at 
the  Schooner  Ernestina  office. 

The  culminating  activity  was 
participating  in  the  Earth  Day  parade 
held  April  30,h.  They  also  set  up  a 
display  table  at  the  New  Bedford 
YMCA  documenting  their  April 
Adventure.

1  he  Year  2000  has  brought  new 

relationships  and  a  broad  awareness  of 
our  ship  and  programs  to  people 
throughout  the  region.

She  has  studied  at  NYU 
in  Paris.  France  and  has  related  experiences  researching  archival  materials  in  Praia.  Cape  Verde  and  organizing  a 
conference  in  Ethiopia.  She  is  fluent  in  Crioulo.  Portuguese  and 
some  French  and  Spanish.  Patricia  comes  to  ERNESTINA  as  a 
graduate  intern  helping  us  build  an  interactive  interpretive  display 
focusing  on  the  Cape  Verdean  packet  trade  for  our  89  North  Water 
Street  facility.   She  recorded  several  interviews  and  created 
Ernestina"s  first  on-line  audio  resources  that  we  hope  will  help 
visitors  to  the  site  develop  an  understanding  of  Cape  Verdean 
cultural  and  maritime  stories.

Organizations  will  have 
space  to  set  up  displays  for  the  weekend  and  lay  out  any  brochures  or  other 
information  they  would  like  to  share.  Berths  will  be  available  on  Schooner  Ernestina 
and  other  participating  vessels  for  overnight  accommodation  on  a  first  come  first 
served  basis. 

The  conference  will  officially  begin  on  Saturday  morning  at  8am  with  opening 
remarks  and  housekeeping  details.  Next,  presentations  will  be  made  to  give  an 
overview  of  the  range  of  activities  taking  place  on  the  water  and  to  introduce 
resource  people  who  will  be  available  during  the  balance  of  the  conference. 
Participants  will  break  into  smaller  working  groups  to  develop  a  visioning  process 
focused  on  creating  a  real  model  with  results  to  be  brought  back  to  the  conference-at- 
large  later  in  the  afternoon  for  a  preliminary  report. 

During  Sunday,  the  final  day  of  the  conference,  participants  will  draw  on  the 
knowledge  and  best  thinking  of  the  day  before  to  create  a  model  for  using  water- 
based  programs  in  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  region  to  encourage  stewardship 
and  involvement. 

A  briefing  book  will  be  sent  to  all  registered  participants  in  advance  of  the 
conference.  There  will  be  a  small  registration  fee  to  cover  some  of  the  expense  of 
materials  and  meals.  Conference  results  will  be  published.  The  fee  for  the 
conference  is  $25.

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Youth,  Small  Boats  and  the  Schooner  Ernestina 

Beginning  last  fall,  the  Schooner  Ernestina,  in  collaboration 

with  The  Little  Boat  Shop,  Wareham  Public  Schools,  the  Whaling 
City  Rowing  Club  and  the  YMCA,  took  part  in  a  South  Coast  Learning 
Network  project  called  Walkabout .  Twelve  students  built  boats, 
participated  in  ropes  courses,  orienteering,  rock  climbing,  whale  boat 
rowing  and  several  day  trips  on  board  the  Ernestina.  Walkabout 
students  were  not  attending  school  and  had  experienced  difficulties 
at  home  and  in  their  communities.  However,  many  of  these  same 
youth  excelled  at  boat  building  requiring  math,  measurement, 
following  directions,  decision  making  and  other  skills  that  they  were 
struggling  with  in  the  traditional  school  setting.  They  built  six  boats 
during  the  six  month  program!  Onboard  Ernestina  they  worked  as  a 

team  to  set  sails, 
stand  a  watch  and 
steer  the  ship. 
They  attended 
stations  in 
science,  physics, 
navigation  and 
history  and 
followed  up  in 
their  classroom 
with  these  topics. 
Experiential/ 

adventure  learning  helps  students  reengage  in  learning,  show  better 
school  attendance,  feel  pride  about  their  accomplishments  and 
learn  to  take  appropriate  risks. 

Ernestina  coordinated  another  program  this  summer  in  collaboration  with  New  Bedford's  West  Side  Altemati\  e 
Jr./Senior  High  School.  The  Little  Boat  Shop,  and  New  Directions.  In  6  weeks  these  youth  built  3  Shell  Back 
Dinghies  as  part  of  a  summer  work  program. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  continuing  the  boat 
building  project  this  school  year  with  plans  to  build  two 


"bigger"  small  boats,  24  foot  White  Hall  Gigs.  The  gigs 
have  four  rowing  stations  and  a  coxswain,  each  boat  can 
take  two  additional  persons  and  gear.  These  same  boats  are 
built  and  used  by  several  east  coast  youth  programs  in  New 
York.  Boston  and  Lake  Champlain. 

The  gigs  will  provide  the  youth  of  this  area  access  to 
the  harbor  and  other  waterways  in  their  community  and 
will  be  used  for  science  and  math  classes  as  well  as  after 

school  and  summer  programs.  New  Bedford  youth  will  be  able  to  participate  in  events  sponsored  by  other  youth 
small  boating  programs. 


Our  goal  at  Schooner  Ernestina  is  to 
create  a  continuum  of  service  components 
that  will  begin  in  the  classroom,  move  to  the 
small  boats  and  the  local  waterways  and 
culminate  onboard  the  Ernestina.  3€

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Sailing  on  a  Mission  for  our  Waters 

We  have  long  known  that  sailing  ships  offer  powerful  multi-disciplinary  learning  experiences  to  people 

of  all  ages.  We  have  witnessed  the  global  impact  of  modern  civilization  on  water  quality  and  ecological  health 
of  our  waterways,  coastal  environments  and.  indeed,  the  oceans  thousands  of  miles  from  shore.  Today,  many 
ships  have  come  to  serve  missions  both  as  educators  as  well  as  flagships  for  protecting  and  restoring  the  health 
of  coastal  and  ocean  ecosystems. 

In  1972  the  Clean  Water  Act  was  passed.  Regulatory  provisions  imposed  progressively  more  stringent 
requirements  on  industries  and  cities  in  order  to  meet  the  statutory  goal  of  zero  discharge  of  pollutants.  Other 
provisions  authorized  federal  financial  assistance  for  municipal  wastewater  treatment  construction.  Industries 
were  to  meet  pollution  control  limits  first  by  use  of  Best  Practicable  Technology  and  later  by  improved  Best 
Available  Technology.  Cities  were  to  achieve  secondary  treatment  of  municipal  wastewater,  or  better  if  needed, 
to  meet  water  quality  standards. 

The  most  recent  amendments  to  the  Clean  Water  Act,  enacted  in  February  1987,  as  the  Water  Quality  Act 
of  1987  culminate  six  years  of  congressional  efforts  to  extend  and  revise  the  Act  and  are  the  most  comprehensive 
amendments  to  it  since  1972.  They  recognize  that,  despite  much  progress  to  date,  significant  water  quality 
problems  persist. 

The  1987  amendments  add  Section  3 1 9  to  the  Act,  under  which  states  are  required  to  develop  and  implement 
programs  to  control  non-point  sources  of  pollution,  or  rainfall  runoff  from  farm  and  urban  areas,  as  well  as 
construction,  forestry,  and  mining  sites.  Previously,  the  Act  had  largely  focused  on  controlling  point  sources, 
while  helping  states  and  localities  to  plan  for  management  of  diverse  non-point  sources.  Yet,  as  industrial  and 
municipal  sources  have  abated  pollution,  uncontrolled  non-point  sources  have  become  a  relatively  larger  portion 
of  remaining  water  quality  problems  —  perhaps  contributing  as  much  as  50%  of  the  nation's  water  pollution. 

Now,  more  than  ever,  on  account  of  significant  population  growth  along  waterways  and  in  coastal  areas  of 
the  United  States,  broad-based  grassroots  efforts  are  critical  for  the  protection  and  restoration  of  water  resources. 
Education  and  local  planning  efforts  are  necessary  to  expose  and  control  non-point  sources  of  pollution  from 
sources  such  as  septic  systems,  stormwater  runoff,  chemical  use  (pesticides,  herbicides  and  fertilizers)  and 
emissions  from  marine  engines  such  as  outboards  and  jetskis.  New  approaches  to  planning  around  "smart 
growth'  and  'livable  communities'  initiatives  are  helping  communities  as  well  as  businesses  consider  sustainable 
approaches.  Businesses  are  coming  to  realize  that  "anything  leaving  the  premises  as  a  waste  stream,  instead  of 
a  revenue  stream,  is  both  an  environmental  liability  and  a  drain  on  profits."  A  long  term  effort  is  necessary  for 
a  lasting  impact. 

Another  recent  development  centers  around  school  reform.  The  Environment  as  an  Integrating  Context 
for  learning  (EIC)  defines  a  framework  for  education  that  uses  the  surroundings  and  community  as  resources  for 
learners  as  they  construct  their  own  learning.  Assessments  show  that  students  perform  better  in  EIC  programs 
than  traditional  learning  environments.  The  effects  of  the  EIC  approach  and  multi-disciplinary  shipboard 
educational  experiences  as  we  observe  on  the  water  are  similar.  This  similarity  suggests  that  merging  compatible 
classroom-based  and  water-borne  programs  would  reinforce  each  other. 

There  is  a  great  example  of  a  ship  built  for  this  new  type  of  service  in  response  to  current  needs.  In  1966, 
a  handful  of  river-lovers,  inspired  by  Pete  and  Toshi  Seeger,  decided  to  change  the  course  of  events  that  was 
destroying  the  Hudson  River  in  New  York,  and  reclaim  a  natural  treasure  for  us  all.  They  wanted  to  dramatize 
the  river's  plight,  recall  its  history,  and  help  guide  its  future.  They  wanted  to  provide  their  fellow  citizens  with  a 
first-hand  look  at  the  neglect  and  pollution  of  the  river,  and  move  them  to  action.  So  they  built  a  sloop  and 
named  it  Clearwater. 

More  than  thirty  years  later  Clearwater  is  still  under  full  sail  with  other  ships  working  for  similar  missions: 
to  defend  and  restore  our  waters  and  waterways.  Tens  of  thousands  of  school  children  are  served  every  year  in 
coastal  and  inland  waterways  throughout  the  United  States.  Schooner  Adventuress  sails  Puget  Sound  (Washington). 
Schooners  Lady  Maryland  and  Sultana  run  programs  in  the  Chesapeake,  Schooner  A.J.  Meerwald,  official 
vessel  of  New  Jersey,  plies  the  Delaware  River.  Schooners  Quinnipiack  and  Sound  Waters  serve  Long  Island 
Sound  (Connecticut),  Schooners  Inland  Seas  (Michigan)  and  Denis  Sullivan  (Wisconsin)  sail  the  Great  Lakes,

Sloop  Providence  sails  Narragansett  Bay  (Rhode  Island) 
and  Schooner  Ernestine],  official  vessel  of 
Massachusetts,  sails  the  bays  of  the  Bay  State  from  New 
Bedford.  Amara  Zee  sails  from  seaport  to  seaport  as  a 
stage-barge  with  sail  rigging  becoming  stage  rigging 
and  crew  becoming  actors  alongside  for  shows  with 
social  and  environmental  messages.

along  with  sponsorship  from  the  Liberty  State  Park 
Development  Corporation  in  Jersey  City,  New  Jersey. 
A  vision  statement  was  developed:  "The  waters  of  the 
world  are  precious. 
Traditional  sailing 
vessels  are  magical 
places  where 
waters  share  their 
secrets  and  expose 
our  vulnerability. 
StStW  brings  these 
special  vessels  together,  broadcasts  their  message  and 
recruits  new  stewards  for  sustainable,  healthy  w  orld 
waters  for  this  and  future  generations."  Madame 
Francine  Cousteau.  president  of  The  Cousteau  Society, 
was  the  keynote  speaker  along  with  Luis  Garden  Acosta 
of  El  Puente  Academy. 

Following  the  successful  conference  held  at 
Liberty  State  Park  in  July  2000.  a  second  annual  Ships 
to  Save  the  Waters  Conference  will  be  hosted  by  the 
Schooner  Ernestina  Commission  and  regional 
environmental  and  on-the-water  experiential 
organizations  during  June  Is'  through  3rd,  2001  at  the 
FA.  Sowle  Building  in  the  New  Bedford  Whaling

Participation  is  expected  from  TallShip  organizations 
as  well  as  the  Riverkeepers.  rowing  clubs, 
environmental  educational  organizations,  sailing 
school  vessels,  small  boat  builders,  watershed  alliances, 
etc.  The  conference  will  be  open  to  the 
public-at-large. 

A  series  of  panels  and 
workshops  will  be  offered  to 
focus  on  critical  aspects  of 
watershed  and  marine-based 
programs  launched  from  both 
small  boats  and  larger  ships  with 
special  attention  to  the  community 
relationships  and  constituency  building  necessary  for 
any  initiative  to  grow  and  take  hold.  As  a  specific 
project,  participants  will  use  a  charrette  format  to  take 
a  close  look  at  the  southern  New  England  region  and 
develop  a  model  for  using  natural,  cultural  and 
educational  resources  in  a  collaborative  way  to  address 
current  priorities. 

This  project  will  bring  together  an  international 
community  and  broad  expertise  to  bear  on  development 
of  a  strategy  for  using  watersheds,  coastal 
environments  and  watercraft  to  inspire  stewardship  of 
the  fragile  water  ecosystems.

Ernestina  transformed 
into  Earth  Harp 

Frank  Lloyd  Wright  said  that 
architecture  was  "frozen  music".  The 
structure  is  seen  as  notes  or  musical 
events.  The  spaces  where  people  travel 
or  walk  are  the  silences  between  the 
notes.  This  idea  inspired  Bill  Close, 
creator  of  the  Earth  Harp,  to  integrate 
architecture  with  the  earth  using  strings. 
The  Earth  Harp  is  modeled  after  the 
Venus  of  Willendorf.  the  oldest  known 
piece  of  three-dimensional  sculpture. 

There  are  42  strings  on  the  Earth 
Harp.  Sound  is  produced  by  a  special 
playing  technique  that  creates  a 
compression  wave,  essentially  the  same 
physics  involved  in  "playing"  a  crystal 
glass.  Recordings  of  the  Earth  Harp, 
done  on  location,  can  be  heard  on  the 
new  MASS  Ensemble  CD,  Pleiades. 

The  Architectural  Harp  uses  a 
special  playing  technique,  in  which 
rosin  covered  gloves  are  run  along  the 
strings,  to  create  beautiful,  cello-like 
tones.  The  sound  is  truly  amazing,  full 
of  harmonics  and  resonance.  Please  see 
http://www.massensemble.com/ 
earthharp.html  for  more  information.

A  summer  program  in  oceanography  and  coastal  zone  management  presented  by  the  Department  of  Earth  and 
Geographic  Science.

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The  Story  of 
Alexandre  Fortes 
as  the  Captain  on 

Ernestina

My  grandfather's  name  was 
Alexandre  Fortes,  he  was  born  in 
February  6,  1931  -  November  3,1997. 
he  died  of  a  heart  attack  at  the  Brooklyn 
Hospital  in  Brooklyn.  He  had  a  wife  and 
three  children,  his  wife's  name  and  date 
of  birth  is  Idilia  V.  Fortes,  and  was  bom 
on  December  27,  1937.  His 
children's  names  and  date  of 
birth  from  oldest  to  youngest  is 
Alexandre  Fortes.  Jr.  and  was 
bom  on  March  of  1959.  Maria 
Fortes  and  was  born  on 
December  of  1961.  and  last  but 
not  least  Egerio  Fortes,  and  was 
bom  on  April  of  1966. 

My  grandfather's  salary 
when  he  worked  as  a  captain  on 
the  Ernestina  was  5000  escudos/ 
month  that's  equal  to  $50/month. 
back  then  that  was  a  lot  of  money. 
He  started  working  on  the 
Ernestina  at  the  age  of  30  and 
stopped  at  the  age  of  37.  only 
because  he  had  bought  a  boat 
called  Santa  Margarida  from  his 
uncle.  In  that  boat  my 
grandfather  studied  how  to  be  a  captain 
and  also  because  of  the  help  of  his  uncle 
that  trained  him,  this  made  my 
grandfather  the  youngest  captain  of 
Cape  Verde  at  that  time.  My  grandfather 
was  a  captain  at  the  age  of  24  but  not  in 
the  Ernestina,  in  other  boats  such  as 
Maria  Sony.  Ildut,  Maria  Eernande.  San 
Tiago.  and  Santa  Margarida,  etc.  He 
started  studying  to  be  a  captain  at  the 
age  of  17.  The  places  that  he  went  as 
captain  on  the  Ernestina  that  weren't  too 
far  away  from  Cape  Verde  were  Dakar 
and  Guinea  Bissau.  He  went  to  all  the 
countries  in  Cape  Verde,  he  went  to  Sao 
Vicente.  Praia.  San  Filipe,  Sal.  Santo 
Antao.  San  Nicolau.  Boa  Viste.  Maio. 
Brava  and  Fogo.

My  grandfather  came  to 
America  two  times,  once  in 
September  of  1960  -  January 
of  1 96 1  and  the  next  time  was 
in  August  of  1 96 1  -  December 
of  1961.  On  the  way  back 
from  America  to  Cape  Verde 
on  January  of  1961  the 
Ernestina  was  caught  in  a 
cyclone,  of  really  bad  weather 
and  raging  seas  and  my 
grandfather  as  the  captain  of 
the  boat  had  to  lean  over  to  try 
to  Fix  the  sail  that  fell  down 
and  a  big  wave  just  came  out  of  no  where  and  knocked  him  out  of  the  boat.  He 
was  hanging  on  one  arm  to  survive  and  started  screaming  for  help  until  someone 
was  his  worker  came  and  helped  him  back  into  the  boat.  With  him  in  the  Ernestina 
he  had  14  people  that  worked  for  him  he  had  a  second  captain,  a  pilot,  8  sailors,  2 

motorists,  1  cook,  and  1  cleaner.  After  they  drove 
out  of  that  cyclone  when  they  were  close  to  the 
seashore  they  had  to  drag  the  Ernestina  to  the 
shore  so  it  wouldn't  sink  because  it  was  so  badly 
damaged  and  they  had  to  fix  it.  It  is  supposed  to 
take  15  days  to  drive  the  Ernestina  from  America 
to  Cape  Verde  or  from  Cape  Verde  to  America 
but  this  day  of  January  took  31  days,  that's  a 
whole  month  at  sea.  This  day  was  never  forgotten 
by  my  grandfather  because  he  almost  lost  his  life 
on  this  January  of  1961. 

Today  the  Ernestina  is  about  150  [107] 
years  old.  It  is  a  very  old  boat  but  is  also  very 
famous  and  very  well  respected.  My  grandfather 
left  behind  six  grandchildren,  one  of  which  he 
doesn't  know  because  he  died  before  he  was  bom. 
The  names  of  his  grandchildren  in  order  from 
biggest  to  smallest  along  with  their  ages  are  Elsie 
Fortes,  14.  Elise  Fortes.  14,  Joneice  Fortes,  9, 
Michelle  Fortes,  9,  Michael  Fortes.  7.  Alexandre 
Fortes  III.  1.  We  all  miss  my  grandfather  and  I'm  sure  Ernestina  does  too.  3€ 
This  story  was  written  as  a  class  project  for  extra  credit  in  Geography  class.  


Ernestina/Morrissey:  What  happened  in  Year....? 

1901       Josh  Stanley  and  Henry  Atwood  were  the  Gloucester  Captains  and  had  the 
Morrissey  haddocking  with  good  paying  shares  for  the  crew. 

1926       The  Morrissey  was  renovated  for  Arctic  exploration  and  scientific  experiments 
for  the  first  time  under  sponsorship  by  Publisher  George  Palmer  Putnam  and 
under  the  auspices  of  the  American  Museum  of  Natural  History  and  Professor 
William  H.  Hobbes  of  the  University  of  Michigan.  This  trip  sailed  the  western 
coast  of  Greenland. 

1956        Now  named  the  Ernestina,  the  ship  sailed  inter-island  trade  in  the  Cape  Verde 
Islands  and  to  the  coast  of  Africa  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  and  later 
trans-Atlantic  to  Providence,  RI  with  Amaldo  Mendes  and  Valentin  Lucas 
aboard  as  Captains.  The  trip  across  the  Atlantic  lasted  28  days  with  8 
passengers  aboard. 

1976       Efforts  were  undertaken  to  send  Ernestina  to  America  to  participate  in  OpSail 
76  in  New  York  City.  Later  a  telegram  stated  "After  departed  St.  Vincent,  Cape 
Verde  with  about  eighty  miles  away  due  strong  wind  Ernestina  masts  broke 
down  which  reason  returned  back  towed  by  Vilma  stop  hull  impeccable  regards 
ALPES"  The  effort  to  repatriate  the  ship  grew  with  the  formation  of  the 
National  Friends  of  Ernestina/Morrissey  in  New  York  later  that  year. 
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Radio  Stations  Aboard  Exploration  Ships  in  the  Far  North 

In  his  book  TWO  HUNDRED  METERS  AND  DOWN,  published  in  1936,  Clinton  B.  DeSoto,  the  Assis- 
tant Secretary  of  the  American  Radio  Relay  League  (ARRL),  writes  about  the  first  amateur  operators  on 
Arctic  exploration  ships.  Two  of  these  vessels,  the  schooners  Ernestina/Effie  M.  Morrissey  and  Bowdoin  are 
still  sailing  today. 

A  constant  hardship  for  Arctic  explorers  was  loneliness,  the  realization  of  being  cut  off  from  the  civilized 
world.  Two-way  communication  was  essential  to  stay  in  contact.  All  agreed  that  only  amateur  radio  could  do 
the  job.  The  1923  MacMillan  Arctic  expedition  on  the  Bowdoin  carried  for  the  first  time  a  complete  200- 
meter  amateur  station.  Zenith  Radio  Corporation  donated  the  station  and  the  ARRL  provided  amateur  opera- 
tor Donald  H.  Mix,  ITS.  Despite  the  200-meter  wavelength,  the  aurora  borealis  and  the  summer  atmospher- 
ics, communication  was  carried  on  steadily  with  fair  reliability,  until  her  return  on  September  20,  1924.  By 
this  time  the  short  waves  had  been  discovered,  and  transoceanic  communication  was  commonplace.  WNP  on 
200  meters  was  obsolete.  However,  during  the  Arctic  night  1923-1924,  WNP  -  Wireless  North  Pole  -  estab- 
lished a  New  World's  DX  record. 

In  1926,  the  schooner  Effie  M.  Morrissey,  commanded  by  the  famous  Arctic  explorer  Captain  Robert  'Bob' 
Bartlett,  carried  the  VOQ  station  of  the  American  Museum  Greenland  Expedition,  operated  by  Edward 
Manley,  8FJ.  This  expedition,  financed  by  the  American  Museum  of  Natural  History  and  George  Palmer 
Putnam,  was  organized  to  gather  material  for  the  museum.  Also  on  board  was  the  University  of  Michigan's 
Greenland  Expedition.  At  Holsteinborg,  the  Greenland  expedition  became  a  land  party  and  Paul  C.  Oscanyan. 
Jr.,  2AZA,  operated  DG1XL,  the  short-wave  station.  Edward  Manley  was  in  charge  of  VOQ  on  the  EFFIE  M. 
MORRISSEY  assisted  by  Munroe  Barnard  for  the  1927  Putnam  Baffin  Island  Expedition,  and  the  1928  Stoll- 
McCracken  Expedition.  Manley  made  a  total  of  five  trips  on  the  sturdy  old  schooner,  going  north  with  Cap'n 
'Bob'  in  1929  and  1930,  as  well. 

1931   Paul  Oscanyan  operated  VOQH,  during  the  Bartlett-Norcross  Expedition  to  Iceland  and 
Greenland. 

1933   Robert  Moe  of  Brooklyn,  W2UN,  manned  the  station  during  the  Bartlett  Northwestern  Greenland 
Expedition.  He  also  manned  the  station,  now  WHDA  (W10XDA),  in  1934. 

1935  Junius  Ross,  W2KJ,  sailed  north  as  operator  of  WHFZ  and  W10XFP.  From  Brigus,  Newfound 

land,  the  schooner  sailed  to  Turnavik,  Labrador,  and  thence  across  Davis  Straits  to  Disco 
Island,  Greenland. 

1936  Captain  Bartlett  sailed  again  from  New  York  to  the  Arctic  with  Clifton  Foss,  W20J,  manning  the 

key  and  the  microphone  of  W10XFP. 

1940  Al  Ulrich,  who  had  just  left  Irving  Johnson's  schooner  Yankee  at  the  end  of  a  'round  the  world 

voyage  with  college  age  youngsters,  joined  the  Morrissey.  Every  morning  he  typed  a  single 
page  report  for  Captain  Bartlett. 

1941  The  Effie  M.  Morrissey  undertook  another  Greenland  expedition  in  cooperation  with  Louisa  A. 

Boyd  in  an  assignment  for  the  United  States  Government.  Experiments  were  made  on  board 
to  see  how  radio  waves  travel  in  the  Northern  Hemisphere. 

1942  Corporal  Majer  manned  the  key  during  the  voyage. 

Both  the  Bowdoin  and  the  Effie  M.  Morrissey  have  for  more  than  20  years  pushed  their  bows  across  the 
Arctic  Circle  and  relied  on  amateur  radio  for  their  contact  with  the  world  behind.  Next  to  WNP,  there  was  no 
expedition  station  more  familiar  to  amateurs  than  good  old  VOQ. 

Since  1994  three  crewmembers  on  the  historic  schooner  Emestina/Effie  M.  Morrissey  are  ham  radio 
operators.  Waltraud  'Traudi'  Berger  Coli,  N1HPX  and  OE7WCT,  Steve  Swift,  WB1GVC,  and  Fred  Sterner. 
N1BZG.  Two  visiting  hams  aboard  for  occasional  sails  are  John  Kray,  KA2CNG,  and  Albert  Flower, 
N1MXO.

Our  cool  spring  hasn't  dulled  the  flow  of  activities  here  at  State  Pier  or  the  Ernestina  Office.  During  March  and 

April,  Schooner  Ernestina,  the  New  Bedford  Whaling  Museum  and  the  Seamen's

Three  groups  of 
students  received  a  special  presentation  from 
Tom  Goux  at  the  Seamen 's  Bethel.  Here,  they 
read  the  cenotaphs  on  the  walls  of  the  Bethel 

and  were  treated  to  songs  of  sea. 

Our  third  grade  program.  Watershed  to  the  Bay.  is  also  in  full  swing.  Again,  this 
is  thanks  to  funding  from  the  Massachusetts  DOE  along  with  the  Buzzards  Bay  Action 

Committee  and  the  Helen  E.  Ellis  Charitable  Trust.  Thus  far,  students  from  Dartmouth's  Gidley  School,  Fall  River's 
Doran  School,  and  New  Bedford's  Ashley  School  visited  the  ship  in  New  Bedford  and  Fall  River  to  learn  about 
watersheds  and  wetlands,  the  water  cycle  and  water  conservation,  and  life  cycles  and  habitats  of  certain  animals.

Conference  last  June  brought  people  together  from  across  the 
country  to  network  and  exchange  ideas  in  the  maritime  setting  of 
the  New  Bedford  waterfront  thanks  to  the  inspiration  of  people 
like  Pete  and  Toshi  Seeger. 

§€     More  staff  time  is  being  devoted  to  the  development  of 
membership,  volunteer  and  internship  programs.

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Internship  at  Schooner  Ernestina 

Thanks  to  a  three-year  grant  from  the  Island  Foundation,  internships  are  enabling  students  at  high  school  through 

graduate  level  to  work  on  projects  after-school  and  through  the  summer  that  help  develop  the  untold  stories  hidden  in 
Ernestina's  archive  and  reach  out  to  the  community  for  more  information. 

This  summer  Gil  Pires  (shown  below  right)  translated  one 
of  the  ship  logbooks  from  1954  and  1955  and  then  scanned 


images  for  use  in  both  electronic  and 
hard  copy  media.  He  helped  assemble 
background  information  on  one  of 
Ernestina's  captains,  Ricardo  Lima 
Barros  (shown  in  image  above  and 
featured  in  article  page  7). 

In  another  project,  Natalie  and 
Nathan  Mendes.  great  grandchildren 
of  Henrique  Mendes,  and  Calvin 
Arterberry  transcribed  a  journal 
written  by  Edward  Stafford,  grandson 
of  Admiral  Peary,  during  his  voyage 
on  the  Effie  M.  Morrissey  to  Cape  York  in  the  Davis 
Straits  in  1932.  Both  the  1954/55  logbook  and  1932 
journal  will  soon  be  published  to  the  website.  3€

The  sails  of  Ernestina  have  served  her  mariners  well 
over  the  years,  whether  fishermen,  explorers,  immigrants, 
students  or  educators.  However,  this  summer  they  have 
been  raised  for  a  very  unusual  purpose:  to  provide  a  larger- 
than-life  screen  for  a  series  of  movie  nights  for  family 
audiences.  "Stars  in  the  Spars"  movie  nights  feature  full- 
length  classic  fdms  of  the  sea.  projected  on  the  sails  of 
Ernestina  at  dockside.  Those  attending  view  from  lawn 
chairs  or  cushions.  Depending  on  the  site,  some  stay  in 
their  cars  ~  much  like  an  old  fashioned  drive-in  movie. 

"Captains  Courageous."  the  Oscar-winning,  1937 
MGM  production,  starring  Spencer  Tracy,  will  be 
presented  when  Schooner  Ernestina  calls  at  Gloucester  at 
Harbor  Loop.  Sunday.  September  16.  7pm.  Of  all  the 
Hollywood  classics,  this  is  the  fdm  that  most  vividly 
portrays  the  original  fishing  career  of  Schooner  Ernestina, 
originally  known  as  Effie  M.  Morrissey  when  she  was 
launched  into  the  Gloucester  fishing  fleet  in  1 894. 

"Stars  in  the  Spars"  will  come  to  India  Point  Park, 
Providence,  RI,  on  Saturday.  Sept.  22  at  8pm  with  a 
special  selection  of  Cape  Verde  heritage  films.  The 
program  is  being  planned  in  conjunction  with  Rhode 
Island  Heritage  Commission  activities  during  that 
weekend.  Providence,  Ernestina's  primary  port  of  call 
during  her  decades  of  service  as  a  Cape  Verdean  packet 
from  1949-1975,  will  be  a  wonderful  setting  for  this  mini 
film  fest  of  Cape  Verdean  culture  and  heritage.  Emerson 
College  film  maker  and  historian.  Dr.  Claire  Andrade 
Watkins.  will  present  a  special  preview  clip  of  her 
documentary.  SOME  KIND  OF  FUNNY  "PORTO 
RICAN"?©,  still  in  production,  and  Tom  Lopes  will 
present  "Mystery  Lady"  along  with  selected  historical 
segments  from  Ernestina's  history. 

Ernestina's  movie  night  series  began  in  June  in  her 
homeport  of  New  Bedford  with  the  presentation  of  the 
classic  1956  version  of  "Moby~Dick"  starring  Gregory 
Peck,  as  part  of  New  Bedford's  year-long  celebration  of 
the  150lh  Anniversary  of  the  publication  of  Herman 
Melville's  classic.  "Moby-Dick."  A  week  later  the  1998 
version  of  Melville's  venerable  tale,  starring  Patrick 
Stewart  as  Captain  Ahab,  with  a  cameo  appearance  by 
Peck,  was  the  feature  for  the  second  "Stars  in  the  Spars" 
night. 

Other  seafaring  classics  followed  the  two  versions  of 
"Moby~Dick"  in  New  Bedford.  "Captains  Courageous" 
( 1937)  starring  Spencer  Tracy,  was  the  feature  on 
Wednesday,  July  18.  "Mutiny  on  the  Bounty"  (1935). 
starring  Charles  Laughton  and  Clark  Gable,  was  shown  on 
Wednesday.  July  25.  Boston's  Fan  Pier  was  the  site  of  the 
next  Stars-in  the-Spars"  on  July  28.  when  a  crowd  gathered 
to  view  "Captains  Courageous." 


Back  in  New  Bedford,  "Mutiny  on  the  Bounty" 
(1962)  with  Marlin  Brando  and  Trevor  Howard,  was  the 
show  on  the  evening  of  Friday,  Aug.  3,  but  about  halfway 
through  a  mighty  squall  hit.  the  screen  (Ernestina's  fore's) 
was  struck  and  all  hands  dove  for  cover! 

Younger  buccaneers  were  thrilled  and  tickled  on 
Wednesday,  Aug.  15,  with  "Muppet  Treasure  Island" 
(1996).  This  movie  night  followed  an  Ernestina  Member 
"Pirate  Sail"  out  on  Buzzards  Bay.  Participants  in  both  sail 
and  movie  night  contributed  to  the  "piratical"  theme 
through  costume  and  characterization.  The  classic 
'Treasure  Island"  (1934)  starring  Wallace  Beery  and  Jackie 
Cooper,  was  the  final  film  in  New  Bedford  on  Wednesday, 
Aug.  22. 

Much  appreciated  has  been  the  encouragement  and 
logistical  support  of  John  Simpson,  New  Bedford  Harbor 
Development  Commission  and  Arthur  Motta,  New 
Bedford's  Director  of  Tourism  and  his  staff.  Individual 
donations  to  the  Schooner  Ernestina  Commission  have 
helped  purchase  the  high-lumen  video  equipment.  The 
theater-quality,  professional  sound  system  was  designed 
and  partially  funded  thanks  to  the  Symphony  Music  Shop, 
Inc.

Dr.  Andrade- 
Watkins  is  an  Associate 

Professor  in  Visual  and  Media  Arts  at  Emerson  College  in 
Boston.  She  has  published  extensively  in  leading 
academic  journals  and  film  publications  on  French  and 
Portuguese-speaking  African  cinema.  She  was  a  1995-1996 
Fulbright  Scholar  in  Cape  Verde,  where  she  conducted

research  on  indigenous  cinema  in  Cape  Verde.  She 
continued  her  research  on  colonial  cinema  in  Lisbon 
through  a  grant  from  the  American  Philosophical  Society. 

In  1986  Dr.  Andrade-Watkins  produced  THE  SPIRIT 
OF  CAPE  VERDE,  a  half-hour  documentary  celebrating 
the  bonds  between  New  England,  Cape  Verde  and 
President  Aristides  Periera's  historical  first  visit  to  the 
United  States  in  1983.  She  has  worked  on  ODYSSEY,  a 
national  PBS  anthropology  and  archaeology  documentary 
series,  and  feature  films,  most  notably  SANKOFA,  an 
internationally  acclaimed  film  on  slavery  by  Haile  Gerima. 
Born  in  the  Fox  Point  section  of  Providence,  Rhode  Island. 
Claire  is  a  second  generation  Cape  Verdean  born  in 
America.  Her  various  projects  take  her  to  Cape  Verde  on  a 
regular  basis,  where  she  resides  in  Mindelo.  Sao  Vincente  - 
and  close  to  her  beloved  St.  Antao.

A  Waterfront 
Fire:  Close  Call 
for  Ernestina 


In  the  early  morning 
hours  around  3:30  am  on 
August  24,  2001  as  our  Cook, 
Doralee  Zeneberg,  was  getting 
up  to  make  breakfast  ready  for 
the  crew,  she  spied  the  F/V 
Pisces  aflame  just  behind 
Schooner  Ernestina  in  the  slip 

on  the  north  face  of  State  Pier.  She  alerted  the  Chief  Mate 
Scot  Cann,  and  the  Ernestina  crew  rose  to  our  shipboard 
fire  alarm  and  put  their  training  and  emergency 
preparedness  to  the  test.  The  ship's  3-phase  generator  was 
fired  up  and  both  aft  hoses  were  run  out  to  the  stern.The  5 
HP  pumps  were  engaged,  and  Ernestina's  stern  and  main 
boom  were  cooled  down.  A  simultaneous  call  to  911 
brought  help  quickly,  as  four  engines  from  the  NBFD 
responded,  as  well  as  police,  USCG  and  city  officials.  The 
schooner  was  warped  ahead,  further  in  the  slip  at 
Tonnessen  Park,  in  order  to  get  clear  of  the  heat  and 
smoke.

Once  the  fire  had  started,  it  w  as  not  possible  to  move 
Ernestina  out  of  the  slip;  this  would  expose  the  vessel  and 
crew  to  immediate  dangers  of  heat  and  smoke,  as  the  South 
wind  fanned  the  flames,  and  carried  them  across  the  slip. 
Backing  the  vessel  out  at  that  time  was  not  a  safe  option. 
An  oil  boom  was  rigged  by  the  fire  department  (  with  the 
help  of  our  crew)  around  the  north  side  of  the  burning 
vessel.  At  0515, 
the  F/V  Pisces 
broke  her  lines 
and  sank 
alongside  the 
pier,  leaving 
only  her 
pilothouse  and 
rigging  exposed. 
The  fire 
appeared  to  be 
extinguished. 

While 
Ernestina  crew 
waited  for 
clearance  from 

the  USCG  and  the  NBFD  Fire  Inspector  to  depart  for 
Boston,  an  effort  was  being  made  to  focus  on  the  cleanup 
and  salvage  of  the  vessel.  Suddenly  heat  from  the 
pilothouse  of  the  now  partially  submerged  Pisces  burst  into 
flame  again  in  a  reflash  of  the  fire  around  6:05  am.  This 
time  it  rose  30'  in  the  air  and  traveled 
over  the  water's  surface  on  the  film  of 
oil.  Schooner  Ernestina  was 
threatened  with  flames  at  her  transom. 

The  Schooner  Ernestina  crew 
used  onboard  fire  hoses  once  again  to 
fend  off  the  flames  as  the  main  engine 
was  started  to  move  the  ship  all  the 
way  into  the  slip  against  the  bulkhead 
and  push  the  stern  as  far  as  possible  to 
the  north.  The  prop  wash  pushed  the 
flaming  oil  away  in  time.  The  fire 
company  shot  foam  onto  the  flames  to 
extinguish  them  once  and  for  all.  This 
was  the  closest  call  Schooner 
Ernestina  had  seen  for  years!  Finally,  in  the  clearing  dawn, 
departure  for  Boston  was  possible. 

Thanks  to  rapid  response  by  the  ship's  crew,  and  the 
New  Bedford  Fire  Department,  and  plenty  of  good  fortune, 
a  major  disaster  was  avoided.  Nothing  left  to  do  now 

but  Keep  Ernestina  Sailing!!  We  made  it  through  the 

Hurricane  Barrier  at  0700.  and  continued  motoring  towards 
the  Cape  Cod  Canal  while  the  crew  gave  the  ship  a 
thorough  washdown  after  breakfast.  The  soot,  water  and 
oily  residue  from  the  fire  had  to  be  scrubbed  with  lots  of 
'Joy'  and  'Simple  Green." 

This  has  been  a  long  day  for  sure.... but  an  exciting 
moment  in  the  life  of  the  this  vessel.  36

Capt.  Ricardo  Lima  Barros 


A  Brief  Biography 


Captain  Ricardo 

Barros  was  born  in  Praia. 
Santiago.  Cape  Verde 
Islands  on  October  23, 
1914.  He  began  is 
seafaring  career  aboard  the 
training  vessel  Nosassa 
Senhora  Areias  which  was 
commanded  by  a 
Portuguese  captain.  He 
used  his  training  in  the 
African  country  of  Senegal 
where  he  ran  tugboats  in 
Dakar  in  1952. 

In  1 954,  he  made  his 
first  passage  as  commander  of  the  Schooner  Ernestina.  The  ship 
departed  from  Porto  Grande  in  the  City  of  Midelo  on  Sao  Vicente 
Island  in  Cape  Verde  on  July  6.  1954  and  arrived  in  Providence,  RI  at 
the  Colonial  Line  Dock  on  August  13,  1954.  This  was  a  38-day 
voyage  with  16  crew  and  three  passengers  aboard.  Upon  arriving  to 
the  US,  he  married  his  wife.  Dominga  "Minnie"  Barros. 

Captain  Barros  returned  to  Cape  Verde,  in  command  of  Schooner 
Emestina  on  a  second  voyage  leaving  Providence,  RI  Nevember  9, 
1954  and  arriving  in  Mindelo.  Cape  Verde  December  14,  1954.  This 
voyage  was  34  days  in  length  with  16  crew  and  four  passengers 
aboard. 

In  1955.  he  emigrated  from  Cape  Verde  to  the  United  States  by 
plane.  Once  here,  he  and  Minnie  settled  in  Taunton  where  he  worked 
at  New  England  Brass.  Together,  they  had  five  children. 

In  1959.  his  brother,  Jeronimo,  joined  Ricardo.  Together,  they 
received  seamen  papers  from  the  Coast  Guard  and  began  working  for 
Exxon.  Ricardo's  career  with  Exxon  lasted  from  1962  to  1973. 

Ricardo's  final  trip  home  to  Cape  Verde  occurred  in  1977.  He 
returned  to  the  islands  to  visit  his  mother.  Unfortunately,  he  suffered  a 
heart  attack  on  the  trip  and  died  on  March  6,  1977.  3€

Chorus,  a  Schooner  Ernestina  volunteer 
activity,  has  completed  a  successful  first 
season  to  rave  reviews.  Rehearsing  once 
each  week  at  Ernestina  headquarters  in 
New  Bedford,  the  group  of  43  singers 
learned  a  program  of  salty  songs  that 
delighted  audiences  throughout  the  spring 
and  summer. 

The  chorus  was  created  in  January 
2001,  as  a  setting  for  learning  and  sharing 
traditional  and  contemporary  songs  of  the 
sea.  sung  in  harmonized  arrangements  in 
the  tenor,  baritone  and  bass  vocal  ranges. 
All  were  welcomed  with  no  auditions. 
Under  the  direction  of  Tom  Goux, 
Ernestina*s  Public  Program  Director,  the 
singers  served  as  musical  and  cultural 
ambassadors  of  both  the  legendary 
Schooner  Ernestina  and  historic  New 
Bedford. 

The  season  began  for  the  chorus  in 
June  with  performances  at  New  Bedford's 
Maritime  Heritage  Festival,  where  they 
shared  the  stage  with  nautical  music  groups.  Shipping  News  and  Ye  Mariners  All.  June  also  saw  the  chorus  in  an  AHA! 
Night  show,  with  guest  chanteyman.  Jim  Bean,  and  at  Heritage  Plantation  of  Sandwich,  where  the  group  was  joined  in 
concert  by  the  Falmouth  mostly-Men's  Chorus. 

In  July  they  sang  with  Dave  Peloquin  and  his  group.  Compass  Rose,  for  the  Westport  River  Watershed  Alliance's 
"'River  Music"  celebration.  The  New  Bedford  Whaling  National  Historical  Park  included  the  chorus  in  their  "Thursday 
Night  in  the  Park"  series  and  the  Rotch-Jones-Duff  House  was  the  site  of  the  NBHSCC's  final  show  on  August  10,  with 
the  Ruin  Soaked  Crooks. 

When  the  U.S.  Coast  Guard  Bark  Eagle  visited  State  Pier,  Aug.  3,  the  chorus  gave  a  mini-concert  for  the  onboard 
reception,  delighting  captain,  crew  and  their  guests  with  songs  from  the  age  of  square  riggers  and.  of  course,  a  rousing 
rendition  of  the  "Coast  Guard  Marching  Song."  The  chorus  enjoyed  a  good  deal  of  attention  in  the  local  press  and  was

Center. 

The  chorus  has  adjourned  for 
the  fall  and  will  begin  anew  in 
January'  2002.

Last  year  the  SSW  Conference 

was  held  in  the  CRRNJ  Railroad 
Terminal  adjacent  to  Ellis  Island  at 
Liberty  State  Park,  Jersey  City,  where, 
historically,  immigrants  landed  after 
coming  across  the  sea  on  ships  and 
from  where  they  dispersed  inland 
across  America.  This  year  this 
gathering  was  held  in  New  Bedford,  a 
famous  historic  international  whaling 
port  from  where  ships  set  sail  on  long 
voyages  to  the  farthest  oceans.  What 
more  fitting  venues  for  spreading  ideas 
that  encourage  protection,  restoration 
and  celebration  of  the  waters  that 
connect  us?

Nobody 
can  explain  it  in  words  what  the  magic  is.  in  water  and 
wind,  and  they  will  be  saving  the  waters  where  they  are.  And  they  will  be 
carrying  a  message  that  may  be  a  combination  of  historical  message  and 
environmental  message.

Letter  from  the  Director 

The  State  Budget  process  for  next  year  is 

underway  once  again.  Although  we  were  close  to 
installing  a  separate  line  item  for  Schooner 
Ernestina  during  this  past  year,  events  of 
September  2001  and  the  slowing  economy  knocked  the  wind 
out  of  that  effort.  We  find  ourselves  hard  pressed  to  predict  how 
deep  an  additional  cut  we'll  be  asked  to  bear  in  July  as 
Massachusetts  starts  its  next  fiscal  year. 

The  ship  relies  on  core  state  funding  to  stay  afloat.  It 
makes  sense  that  a  century-old  National  Historic  Landmark  and 
gift  between  nations  receive  a  predictable  percentage  of  its 
annual  revenue  stream  from  the  Commonwealth.  Are  there  any 
more  exemplary  representatives  of  Massachusetts*  maritime 
heritage? 

Schooner  Ernestina  is  owned  by  the  state,  named  the 
official  vessel  and  serves 
thousands  of  Massachusetts 
students  with  learning  experiences 
they'll  never  forget.  If  it  were 
difficult  to  argue  for  public  support 
for  Ernestina.  how  could  any  of  the 
dwindling  number  of  other  historic 
Massachusetts  ships  have  any  hope 
of  survival? 

To  be  sure,  grants,  donations  and  memberships  provide 
crucial  program  support,  access  to  programs  by  urban 
communities  and  public  schools  and  enable  special  projects. 
Citizens  have  demonstrated  their  support  by  becoming 
members,  responding  to  the  annual  appeal  as  well  as  by 
devoting  their  time.  Grantsmakers  have  been  extremely 
generous  in  funding  internship,  after-school,  dockside  and 
underway  programs  as  well  as  institutes  for  teachers.  It  is  a 
public-private  partnership  that  has  kept  Ernestina  sailing. 

The  numbers  bear  out  the  benefits  of  support  for 
Ernestina.  This  past  year  21.691  people  were  serv  ed  directly 
(with  many  more  informal  interactions  during  TallShip  events) 
receiving  62.906  contact-hours  from  the  staff.  Volunteers  put  in 
more  than  6.000  hours  of  their  time.  The  ship  traveled 
thousands  of  miles  between  ports  from  New  York  to  Maine 
with  the  Massachusetts  flag  flying  and  New  Bedford  across  the 
transom.  The  website  at  http://www.ernestina.org  pulled  in  1 .2 
million  hits  and  more  than  171.200  user  sessions. 

Now  is  a  crucial  time  to  advocate  for  a  continuing 
allocation  for  Ernestina.  As  you  read  this  newsletter  please 
consider  writing  a  letter  or  sending  an  email  with  regard  for 
Schooner  Ernestina  to  Governor  Jane  Swift.

The  Mayor's  Invest-In-Kids  After  School  program  is  up 

and  running  for  a  fourth 


year.  This  fall's 
program  includes  the 
Schooner  Ernestina 
Crew  Program  and  the 
4-H  program. 

Thirty  area 
middle  and  junior  high 
students  have  been 
building  the  E-Pram 
_  fleet  on  State  Pier  since 
October.  Charlie  and 
John  York  of  the  Beetle  Boat  Works  designed  the  boats.  The 
prams  were  designed  to  hold 
4-5  passengers  and  row  well  in 
open  water  as  well  as  rivers. 

The  students  began  with 
basic  instructions  regarding 
safety  procedures  and  careful 
work  with  the  tools  to  be  used 
in  the  shop.  They  initially 
constructed  sawhorses  to  be 
used  during  the  boat  building 
-  a  great  "starter"  project  that 
got  all  hands  involved.  By  the 
second  week,  the  Ernestina 
spar  shed  on  State  Pier  was 
fully  engaged:  New  Bedford's 
youngest  shipwrights  were  "in 

business."  Under  the  guidance  of  Charlie.  Tom  Goux.  Polly 
Zajac.  intern  Jeremiah  Woolley.  and  volunteer  Joyce  Cruz,  the 
students  attached  stringers  to  two  molds,  traced  "plank"  pattern 
pieces,  cut  each  panel  or  "plank"  and  fastened  them  to  the 
stringers.  It  was  a  model  of  teamwork  and  cooperation,  with 
lots  of  sanding,  measuring,  calculating  and  ...  adjusting! 

The  students  are  working  in  four  teams,  each  team 
producing  a  finished  E-Pram  by  spring.  2002.  Detailed  log 
entries  are  recording  what  happens  during  each  session.  "Next 
steps"  are  indicated  for  the  team  that  will  pick  up  the  task  on 
the  following  program  day.  Boat  builders,  the  adults  involved 
and  the  parents  of  participants  have 
all  been  amazed  at  how  quickly  the 
boats  have  taken  shape.  Soon  the 
finish  carpentry  will  be  done 
and  the  boats  will  travel  to 
the  Beetle  Cat.  Inc.  shop  for 
the  application  of  protective 
fiberglass.  Painting,  naming, 
and  the  "official  launching" 
will  take  place  in  the  spring. 

A  special  event  for 
Ernestina  after  School 
participants  was  a  Saturday 
field  trip  to  Hull.  MA.  The 


"Crew"  group  and  their 
parents  visited  the  Hull 
Life  Saving  Museum 
on  Saturday.  October 
27.  After  an  interesting 
tour  of  the  museum,  the 
multi-generational 
New  Bedford 
contingent  searched  an 
historic  cemetery  for 
the  graves  of  notable 
Hull  residents,  some  of 

whom  founded  the  Life  Saving  Service,  later  to  become  the 
U.S.  Coast  Guard.  Following  a  sumptuous  pizza-feed,  we  all 
participated  in  a  fun  Halloween  part)  that  featured  songs  and 
stories  by  Tom.

completely  new 
group  this  year. 
They  have  been 
learning  about 
the  ocean  and 
ships  through 
the  ages.

The  State  Education  and  Environment  Roundtable 
(SEER)  will  be  holding  its  thirteenth  bi-annual  seminar  in 
Kenilworth,  New  Jersey  May  18-22,  2002.  Gregg 
Swanzey.  executive  director  for  the  Schooner  Ernestina 
Commission,  will  be  representing 
Massachusetts  on  behalf  of  the 
Executive  Office  of  Environmental 
Affairs  and  as  chair  of  the  Southeastern 
Environmental  Education  Alliance 
(SEEAL),  a  program  of  the  Community 
Foundation  of  Southeastern 
Massachusetts. 

Massachusetts  joined  the 
Roundtable  last  year  as  one  of  sixteen  states  nationwide 
that  is  examining  the  effectiveness  of  teaching  and 
learning  based  on  an  integrated  approach  that  uses  the 
local  community,  including  the  natural  world  as  well  as  the 
cultural,  historical  and  human  resources,  to  create  a 
framework  for  learning. 

During  the  four-day  seminar,  representatives  from 
each  of  the  sixteen  participating  states  will  report  on  the 
status  of  the  establishment  of  demonstration  school 
networks  in  each  state.

Paired 
with  this  vignette  of  Inuit  life  is  Polar  Bear,  a  visit  to  Tuktoyatuk  in  the  Northwest  Territories  with  Dr.  Ian  Stirling  of  the 
Canadian  Wildlife  Services,  offering  some  of  the  most  remarkable  polar  bear  footage  ever  filmed.

Schooner  Ernestina  Intern.  Jeremiah  Woolley,  was 

awarded  his  Eagle  Scout  pin  on  Sunday,  April  21,  2002. 

Serving  as  a  member  of  Troop 
52  of  St.  Mary's  Church  in 
Fairhaven  for  nearly  four  years, 
Jeremiah  has  done  a  number  of 
adventure  activities  as  part  of 
his  scouting  program.  He  has 
defined  his  years  in  Scouting 
through  hard  work,  service  to  his  community,  and 
dedication  to  the  principles  of  the  Boy  Scout  movement. 

Last  fall,  Jeremiah  completed  the  most  daunting  part 
of  becoming  an  Eagle  Scout  by  finishing  his  Eagle  service 
project.  Troop  leader  Cyd  Ryle,  who  has  long  been 
associated  with  Schooner  Ernestina.  suggested  that  the 
caretaker  of  Girl  Scout  Camp  Greenbrier  in  Acushnet, 
Brian  Bishop,  be  contacted.   He  offered  the  rehabilitation 
of  the  camp's  entrance  for  consideration. 

"This  is  a  project  we  were  looking  to  do  for  quite 
sometime.  The  entrance  way  needed  to  be  cleaned,  a  stone 
wall  rebuilt,  and  a  new  sign  at  the  entrance  needed  to  be 
constructed"  said  Mr.  Bishop,  who  is  also  an  Eagle  Scout. 
"This  project  was  so  extensive,  I  had  to  make  sure  the 
Scout  who  did  it  was  mature  and  responsible." 

Jeremiah,  who  is  a  senior  at  Bristol  County 
Agricultural  High  School  studying  arboriculture,  jumped  at 
the  chance  to  tackle  a  project  that  combined  his  interest  in 
working  with  trees  and  landscaping  with  his  desire  to  help 
the  camp.  Over  several  weekends.  Jeremiah  gathered  work 
crews  of  friends,  family  and  Scouts  from  his  troop  to  help 
clear  away  dead  and  overgrown  bushes,  haul  away  trash 
and  debris,  and  rebuild  the  washed  out  stone  wall.  With 
the  help  of  Mike  Reis  from  Larry's  Rentals,  heavy 
equipment  was  brought  in  to  move  around  many  boulders 
and  large  rocks  to  rebuild  the  stone  wall.  All  counted, 
nearly  300  man-hours  were  spent  improving  the  camp's 
entranceway. 

The  final  phase  of  his  project  was  to  erect  a  sign 
welcoming  campers  to  Greenbrier.  Jeremiah  designed  the 
sign's  layout  and  procured  donations  of  all  necessary 
materials  from  local  businesses,  included  Fairhaven  True 
Value  Hardware,  Sears.  Roebuck,  and  Co.  of  Fairhaven. 
and  Quality  Decorating  Center  also  of  Fairhaven.  Working 
with  Assistant  Scoutmaster  Brian  Cormier.  Jeremiah 
completed  and  raised  the  new  entrance  sign  in  December 
2001. 

"I  just  want  to  do  something  to  help  out  the  camp," 
explained  Jeremiah.  "I  hope  they  enjoy  it  and  it  makes 
them  proud  to  use  Camp  Greenbrier." 

Jeremiah's  association  with  Schooner  Ernestina 
began  four  years  ago  when  Troop  52  began  helping  the 


Ernestina  crew  during  the  spring  rigging  of  the  ship, 
assisting  at  festivals,  and  the  fall  derigging.  [The  members 
of  the  troop  along  with  Mr.  Ryle  are  always  a  welcome 
addition  to  the  volunteers.]  Jeremiah's  leadership  was 
evident  as  many  of  the  boys  would  look  to  him  for 
direction. 

He  began  an  onboard  internship  during  the  summer 
of  2000.  He  continued  his  work  on  the  ship  during  the 
summer  of  2001  as  well  as  assisting  in  shore-based  efforts 
at  the  Schooner  Ernestina 
office.  Jeremiah  has  continued 
his  work  with  Ernestina  as  an 
assistant  in  the  Invest-In-Kids 
after  school  program.  He  has 
mentored  junior  high  students 
during  the  construction  of  5 
prams,  field  trips  around  New 
England's  maritime  centers,  and 
in  the  construction  of  scale 
models  of  the  Schooner 
Ernestina.

In  the 
four  weeks  from  late  March  to  the  end  of 
April,  the  ship  awakens,  winter  projects  get 
wrapped  up  and  the  crew  and  volunteers 
scurry  to  rig.  paint  and  prepare  the  ship  to 
sail.  What  is  amazing  is  that  every  piece 
of  gear  onboard  gets  touched,  checked,  and  rigged  by 
human  hands.  Over  one  mile  of  line,  each  block,  topmasts, 
steering  gear,  electrical  and  engineering  systems, 
accommodations  and  more.  The  bustle  of  the  office  gets 
busier,  as  correspondence  for  our  programs  increases  to 
fine  tune  the  content  and  work  out  the  logistics  of  the  very 
busy  schedule. 

Returning  Captains  Willi  Bank  and  Amanda  Madeira 
worked  closely  with  Chief  Mate  Erica  Sachs  and  Program 
Coordinator  Crista  Mellican  to  oversee  the  rigging  and 
painting  of  the  ship  and  spend  focused  time  training  the 
crew  in  safety,  ship  operations  and  the 
educational  components  of  the  Ernestina's 
programs. 

When  the  ship  sailed  that  last  Saturday 
in  April.  36  people  were  aboard.  10  returning 
and  6  new  crew,  and  20  volunteers.  The  day 
was  beautiful  with  a  strong  breeze  and  bright 
sunshine.  All  the  volunteers  participated 
enthusiastically  with  the  crew,  setting  the  sails 
for  the  first  time.  Surprisingly  everything  was 
right  side  up  and  nothing  "shook"  down.  We 
practiced  a  man  overboard  drill  and  a  fire  drill 
with  the  help  of  some  volunteers  pretending  to 
be  distraught  passengers.  In  addition, 
education  stations  were  briefly  reviewed,  to 
give  volunteers  a  quick  glimpse  into  a  day  in 
the  life  of  crew  onboard  the  Ernestina.  A 


barbecue  and  social  hour  followed  up  the  sail 
with  delicious  food  prepared  by  Relief  Steward  Inette  Rex. 
What  a  full  day.  planned  by  Laurie  Weitzen.  our  Chief 
Steward  and  HR  Coordinator.

I  was 
only  14  years  old  and  I  was  going  on  my  first  voyage  on  a 
ship.

ERNESTINA  SAILS 
THROUGH  A  NEAR 
DISASTER 

Thanks  to  a  calm,  professional  crew  and 

a  fast  response  by  US  Coast  Guard,  Ernestina 
was  rescued  July  24th,  2002,  in  waters  of  Block 
Island  Sound. 

During  a  weeklong  UMASS  Boston 
course  this  July,  Ernestina  surged  through  a 
series  of  steep  waves  while  traveling  along  at 
nine  knots  under  sail  south  of  Fishers  Island  at 
the  eastern  end  of  Long  Island  Sound  enroute 
from  New  London  to  Nantucket.  One  larger 
wave  filled  the  foredeck  under  2  -  3'  of  seawater 
and  the  ship  flexed  and  rose  to  meet  the  sea.  This  was  nothing 

Ernestina  hadn't  seen  many 
times  before  in  her  long 
career.  Boats  on  deck  filled 
with  water  and  it  took 
several  minutes  for  the  sea 
to  stream  out  the  scuppers. 
However,  this  time  the  bilge 
alarms  began  to  sound. 
Pumps  were  quickly 
engaged  but  could  not  keep  up  with  the  flow.  Thanks  to 
auxiliary  pumps  brought  aboard  by  two  Coast  Guard  cutters 
with  air  support  by  helicopter,  the  water  was  curtailed  and 
the  Ernestina  steamed  into  Greenport  under  her  own  power.

Once  in  Greenport.  NY, 
on  the  eastern  end  of  Long 
Island,  the  crew  worked 
closely  with  Coast  Guard  to 
develop  a  plan  for  transit  back 
to  New  Bedford/Fairhaven 
Harbor  escorted  by  Tug 
Jaguar  to  haul  out  for 
inspection  and  repairs. 
The  ship  went  up  on  the 
ways  at  DN  Kelley  and 
Sons  Shipyard  in 
Fairhaven,  MA,  by  early 
August. 

It  turned  out  that 
the  root  cause  of  the 
excess  leakage  resulted 
from      failed  keel 
fastenings  that  sandwich 
the  keelson,  frames,  keel 
and  false  keel  together  (42"  and 
more  thick)  to  make  up  the 
backbone.  This  structural  system 
delaminated  slightly  opening  the 
seam  between  the  keel  and 
garboard  (lowest  hull  plank)  over 
the  forward  section  of  the  ship. 
The  prescription  for  repairs 
included  hammering 
out  cement  ballast 
and  opening 
previously 
inaccessible  areas 
along  the  keelson. 
Twenty-two  through 

fastened  bolts  and  Liz  Maloney  installs  new  zincs 
almost  as  many  drifts 

were  installed  giving  the  keel  more  strength 
today  than  in  many  years.  Ernestina  was  back 
underway  as  of  August  23rd  after  careful 
inspection  by  crew  and  US  Coast  Guard. 

We  are  so  gratified  that  the  ship  and  all 
aboard  came  through  unscathed  with  sincere 
thanks  to  the  US  Coast  Guard.  The  structural 
integrity  of  the  ship  is  restored  and  what  was  unknown  before 
is  now  readily  accessible  for  inspection  in  the  future...  But. 

the  rescue  effort  is  not  over.  This 
came  at  a  busy  time  of  year  for 
Ernestina  resulting  in  a  loss  of 
program  revenue  of  approximately 
$52,000  and  $32,000  in  yard  bills  for 
repairs.

20th  Anniversary 

Twenty   years   ago  the 

Republic  of  Cape  Verde  gifted  the 
Schooner  Ernestina  to  the  people 
of  the  United  States  of  America. 
The  Schooner  Ernestina 
Commission,  members,  volunteers 
and  friends  of  Ernestina  celebrated 
this  milestone  year  at  observances 
and  events  throughout  the  season. 

On  the  ofcasion  of  the  visit  of 
Cape  Verdean  President  Pedro  Pires 
to  New  England  in  July,  Schooner 
Ernestina  was  represented  in 
Boston.  Providence  and  New 
Bedford  at  special  gatherings. 
Ernestina's  Gil  Pires  and  Traudi 
Coli  greeted  interested  visitors  at 
information  tables  at  the  Providence 
Convention  Center  and  on  Boston's 
City  Hall  Plaza.  During 
CapeVerdean  Independence  Day 
Parade,  held  annually  in  New 
Bedford,  the  10ft.  scale  model  of 
Schooner  Ernestina  was  applauded 
all  along  the  parade  route  as.  once 
again.  Gil  Pires  greeted  the  parade 
watchers  with  his  winning  smile! 
From  the  reviewing  stand,  President 
Pires  waved  his  approval  and  there 
was  a  heart-felt,  spontaneous  cheer 
from  the  crowd  for  their  beloved 
schooner. 

In  August,  a  special  exhibit 
was  mounted  in  the  gallery  of  the 
Center  for  Creative  Arts  in  Onset. 
MA.  With  the  gracious  assistance 
and  support  of  Onset 
artist  Matt  Barros  and 
former  Schooner 
Ernestina 
Commissioners  Julius 
Britto  and  Joseph  D.

"Ernestina's

monumental  effort  of  those  who, 
twenty  years  ago,  made  the  return 
of  Ernestina  a  reality.

He  played  actual  tape  recordings  (he 
had  preserved  over  these  twenty 
years!)  of  the  radio  transmissions. 
This,  along  with  the  video 
presentation  produced  by  Tom 
Lopes,  "Mystery  Lady,"  showing 
Ernestina  leaving  Cape  Verde  on  the 
beginning  of  that  transatlantic 
voyage,  brought  the  entire  story  to 
life.

20  junior  high 
students  begin  a  new  Schooner 
Ernestina  after  school  program.  This 
year,  students  from  Keith  and 
Normandin  Junior  High  Schools,  St. 
James  St.  John  School.  St.  Mary's 
School,  and  the  New  Bedford  Global 
Learning  Charter  School  are  working  at 
State  Pier  to  design  and  build  20  oars 
which  will  be  used  to  row  the  prams 
students  built  last  year.

The  handle  and 
loom  started  out  four- 
sided,  using  draw  knives 
and  spoke  shaves,  they 
were  transformed  to 
eight  sides,  then  shaved 
again  to  sixteen  sides. 
Tinisha  De  Almeida,  a 
7lh  grade  student  at 
Normandin,  said,  "I 
never  knew  I  could  do 
things  like  wood 
working  and  using 
tools!  This  project  is  so 
much  fun!" 

Students  are  doing  more  than 
building  oars.  The  first  weekend  trip  for 
students  and  their  families  took  place 
on  November  10"',  with  a  visit  to  the 
U.S.S.  Constitution  and  the  U.S.S. 
Constitution  Museum  in  Charlestown. 
The  Charlestown  Navy  Yard,  which 
also  is  the  berth  of  the  U.S.S.  Casin 
Young,  a  WWII  destroyer,  proved  to  be 
an  inspiring  and  enjoyable  experience 
for  students  and  parents  alike.  Highlight 
of  the  day  was  the  group's  guided  tour 
of  our  country's  most  historic  naval 
vessel.  We  discovered  the  deck  of  the 
Constitution  is  nearly  twice  the  size  of 
Ernestina's  deck!  Jeremy  Lambalot,  a 
second-year  participant  in  the  after 
school  program,  was  perfectly  cast  as  a 
Constitution  powder  monkey  during  the 
tour,  and  got  to  sit  in  the  barber's  chair. 
More  weekend  trips  are  planned 
throughout  the  school  year.

Master,  Gary  Golas. 
will  instruct  the 
students  in  a  four- 
week  Safe  Boating 
Course.  After  passing 
a  test,  students  will 
receive  a  certificate  to 
document  their 
success.  Following 
the  Safe  Boating 
Course,  Ernestina 
will  partner  with  the

This  project  will  support  the  design,  production  and 

distrihution  of  a  "Watershed  to  the  Bay"  Curriculum  Guide 
supporting  a  waterfront-based  elementary  school  program 
on  board  the  historic  schooner  Ernestine 
focusing  on  watershed  education  for 
students  of  Massachusetts'  coastal 
communities,  especially  in  Buzzards  Bay. 
The  guide  will  encourage  inclusion  of 
environmental  sciences  in  student  course 
work  and  generate  a  connection  to 
resources  in  local  communities  for 
organizations,  teachers  and  students. 

The  Massachusetts  Environmental 
Trust  is  an  environmental  philanthropy  established  by  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature  in  1988  through  the  settlement  of 
a  federal  lawsuit  over  the  pollution  of  Boston  Harbor. 

The  Trust  is  governed  by  an  independent  Board  of 
Trustees  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Office 
of  Environmental  Affairs.  From  this  unique  position,  the  Trust 
takes  a  leadership  role  on  behalf  of  the  environment  and  works 
in  concert  with  government  agencies,  environmental 
organizations,  educational  institutions,  the  legal  community, 
and  individuals  to  raise  environmental  awareness  and  to 
protect  and  preserve  the  Commonwealth's  natural  resources. 

The  Trust  has  also  brought  environmental  concerns  to 
the  attention  of  individual  citizens  through  the 
Commonwealth's  environmental  license  plate  program.  Three 
plates  featuring  the  images  of  the  right  whale  and  roseate 
tern,  brook  trout,  and  the  water  mill  building  represent  the 
central,  western,  and  coastal  regions  of  the  state.

Norcross  Wildlife  Foundation  Funds

This  project  will  support  the  acquisition  and 
installation  of  electronics  aboard  the  Schooner  Ernestina 
including  upgraded  networked  laptop  computers  for 
student  and  staff  use  along  with  multi-parameter 
environmental  monitoring  instruments  and  water  quality 
analysis  software.  Digital  cameras  for  both  still  photos  as 
well  as  video  imagery  are  currently  being  used  on  the  ship 
and  will  be  incorporated.  All  electronic  components  will 
be  interfaced  for  smooth  articulation  of  on-board 
information  for  daily  uploading  to  an  existing  website  at 
http://www.ernestina.org. 


The  Norcross  Wildlife  Foundation  was  established  in 
1965  by  Arthur  D.  Norcross,  a  native  of  Monson,  MA,  and 
founder  of  the  Norcross  Greeting  Card  Company,  which  he 
established  and  managed  for  approximately  fifty  years  in 
New  York  City.  Mr.  Norcross  lived  virtually  all  of  his 
working  life  in  New  York  City,  where  he  died  in  1969. 

An  active  sportsman  and  participating  sponsor  of 
several  Arctic  expeditions  aboard  the  Schooner  Effie  M.

New  Bedford  has  long  been  a  community  that  draws 
its  vitality  from  the  sea.

Ernestina's  Genealogy 
Project  Underway 

What  better  way  to  study  the 
Schooner  Ernestina's  (ex.  Effie  M. 
Morrissey's)  history  than  through  the 
lore  of  the  families  who  have  owned, 
crewed  and  been  passengers  of  this 
great  old  ship?  Beginning  in  the 
summer  of  2002,  a  huge  step  forward 
on  the  monumental  task  of  mapping 
the  genealogy  of  the  many  families 
involved  with  the  Ernestina  was  made 
by  Gil  Pires  and  Kendra 
Santos. 

Gil  and  Kendra, 
are  cousins  who  spent 
their  summer  as  interns 
with  the  Schooner 
Ernestina.  They  worked 
many  hours  digging 
through  hundreds  of  archived  written 
documents,  published  books,  internet 
resources,  and  family  photos,  as  well 
as  conducting  numerous  personal 
interviews  to  begin  assembling  a 
"family  portrait"  of  the  Ernestina. 
Part  of  Ernestina's  mission  is  to 
preserve  the  history  of  the  ship,  and 
the  people  who  have  been  involved 
with  her  during  the  past  109  years  are 
a  major  part  of  what  make  up  that 
history.  Through  genealogy,  we  can 
track  the  story  of  the  many,  many 
lives  touched  by  the  mere  existence  of 
the  Schooner  Ernestina,  ex.  Effie  M. 
Morrissey,  and  the  story  of  how  this 
ship  has  come  to  survive  her  first  109 
years. 

Over  the  course  of  their 
summer,  Gil  and  Kendra  became 
detectives  of  sorts,  looking  for  clues 
that  connected  a  diverse  range  of 
people  and  places  to  the  schooner 
Ernestina.  Their  work  took  them  to 
many  government  offices  and 
librarues,  where  they  combed  public 
birth  and  death  records  of  involved 
families.  Trying  to  start  as  early  as 
when  the  ship  was  launched,  they 
looked  for  information  on  the 
Morrisseys,  Bartletts.  Perrys,  Snows, 
and  the  Mendes. 

They  also  conducted  numerous 
personal  interviews  with  family 


members  to  leam  the  oral  histories  of 
the  people  who  had  sailed  on  board 
the  Ernestina. 

Gil  and  Kendra's  internships 
were  funded  as  part  of  a  three-year 
grant  from  the  Island  Foundation  in 
Marion,  Mass.,  to  provide  an 
internship  program  for  high  school 
and  college  students  from  the  greater 
New  Bedford  area.  This  was  Gil's 
second  summer  as  an  Ernestina  intern 
and  Kendra's  first. 

Gil  is  studying  International 
Relations.  He  has  served  as  senior 
office  assistant  for  the  BU  Office  of 
Career  Services,  auditor  for  RGIS,  and 
page  for  the  New  Bedford  Public 
Library.  His  leadership  activities 
include  Secretary  for  the  Cape 
Verdean  Student  Association  and 
President  of  the  National  Honor 
Society  at  New  Bedford  High  School. 
He  was  one  of  two  Massachusetts 
Senate  Youth  representatives  for  the 
United  States  Youth  Program  to 
Washington,  DC  in  1999.  In  addition 
to  being  fluent  in  Kriolu,  Gil  also 
speaks  French  and  has  a  working 
knowledge  of  Portuguese. 

Kendra  is  a  native  of 
Dartmouth,  MA.  She  graduated  from 
Dartmouth  High  School,  and  in  2002- 
2003  is  working  to  complete  her 
junior  year  at  Temple  University, 
studying  Anthropology.  Her  prior 
work  experience  includes  positions  as 
Camp  Counselor,  Residential  Aid,  and 
Sales  Representative.  Kendra  has  also 
been  involved  with  organizations  such 
as  the  Multi-Cultural  Affairs,  Hip-Hop 
Society,  Organization  of  African 
Students,  Temple  Student  Government 
Cabinet  Member  and  Student 
Representative  in  General  Assemble. 

As  the  work  that  Gil  and 
Kendra  did  was  just  the  beginning 
to  this  massive  project,  it  is  hoped 
that  more  will  continue  through  the 
help  of  other  interns,  volunteers, 
staff,  and  through  the  continued 
contacts  made  with  the  families  of 
these  sailors.
